Te IS the biggest issue the Bay 





Guardian has ever published. 

It’s 144 pages (I guess you could 
say that’s a gross), about twice the size 
of our normal issues these days and 
about four times the size of the papers 
we were printing when I started work- 
ing here in 1982. f 

That’s pretty exciting: A bigger paper 
means more room for more stories, col- 
umns and artwork on moré subjects by 
more writers, and as just about every- 
one in the Bay Area knows, there are 
hundreds of good stories out there that 
need to be told and never seem to make 
the daily papers. 

The focus of this week’s issue is the 
Best of the Bay Area, our‘annual guide 
to the top things to do, places to go, 
people to see, items to buy, foods to in- 
gest etc. It’s not-all hedonistic stuff, 
either: We’ve included, for the second 
year, our five picks for “‘local heros,” 
people who make the Bay Area a better 
place without making themselves into 
household names. 

Since the advertising department 
obliged us with a gross number of pages 
(the more ads they sell, the more space 
we get), we’ve been able to put together 
a far more extensive package of Best 
Ofs than ever. For the first time, for ex- 
ample, this year’s guide includes the 
results of our readership survey — the 
reader’s picks for the best radio DJ, 
Chinese restaurant, nightclub and num- 
erous other things. We had hundreds of 
responses to the survey, and we’re going 
to make it a regular part of the annual 
Best Of issue. 

Interestingly enough, the same week 
we’re publishing the biggest Bay Guard- 
ian in history, Congress is holding hear- 
ings on one of the biggest legislative 
scandals in history (and one of the big- 
gest issues the Bay Guardian has 
covered over its 23 years of 
publication): the Newspaper Preserva- 
tion Act of 1970. 

The law, which legalized newspaper 
mergers (like the one between the Ex- 
aminer and Chronicle), has been a ma- 
jor reason for the dramatic decline in 
the number of daily newspapers in the 
country and the concentration of news- 
media ownership. 

Over the past few years, as new 
mergers have been proposed in cities 
from Detroit to Manteca, California, 
organizations of small, independent 
newspapers, public interest groups like 
Ralph Nader’s Public Citizen and unions 
representing newspaper employees have 
increasingly raised vocal protests. 

Their voices have begun to be 
heard: On Thursday, July 20th, the 
House Subcommittee on Economic 
and Commercial Law will hold the 
first hearings on the Newspaper 
Preservation Act since its passage 
almost 20 years ago. Potentially, the 
hearings could lead to substantial 
amendments in the law — or, better 
yet, an outright repeal. 

A final note: the cartoon on page 
10 was drawn by Til Mette, a resident 
of Bremen, Germany who draws edi- 
torial cartoons regularly for the 
Bremen Tageszeitung and the Sud- 
deutsche Zeitung. He’s in San Fran- 
cisco for a month and is going to be 
contributing a few cartoons. We’re 
not quite sure who we’ll have to send 
to Bremen in exchange:

Frank Jordan’s smoke screen 


AN FRANCISCO law enforcement officials 

have responded in a typical — and unac- 

ceptable — manner to press coverage of a 
report charging that Police Chief Frank Jordan’s 
brother obstructed a grand jury investigation. 

The report, by the Office of Citizen’ Com- 
plaints, charges that Deputy Chief Jack Jordan 
approved the removal of a document from the file 
of Officer Francis Achim shortly before the grand 
jury (and several other agencies) began in- 
vestigating Achim’s role in the Sept. 14th beating 
of Dolores Huerta. 

The document could have been material to the 
investigations — it reportedly states that Achim 
was under tremendous stress in his personal life. 
Possibly he should not have been on the tactical 
squad that faced off against demonstrators in the 
tense moments of that September day. 

The conclusions of the OCC report were politi- 
cally explosive — and not surprisingly, the news 
media (including the Bay Guardian) obtained 
copies and reported on the document before it was 
officially released. 

How did Chief Jordan, who has insisted for 
months that his brother is innocent, respond? He 
ignored the substance of the bad news and instead 
went after those who brought it to the attention of 
the public. 

At a Police Commission hearing July 12th, 
Jordan called for a criminal investigation into the 
premature release of the OCC report. A few days 
later, the Police Officers Association also called for 
an investigation — and District Attorney Arlo 
Smith said he would probably pass that request 
along to the state Attorney General’s Office. 

Neither the police chief nor the district attorney 
has indicated willingness (much less commitment) 
to investigate what Jack Jordan did and who else 
knew about it. (Did Chief Jordan know? Did any 
police commissioners? Did the mayor?) But they 
are very open to pursuing possible criminal charges 
against the source or sources who leaked the OCC 
report to the press. 


*That’s a disgrace. It reminds us of the way the 
Nixon and Reagan administrations dealt with the 
Watergate, Iran-Contra, Pentagon procurement 
and White House ethics scandals. The principle is 
simple: Ignore the message and blame the 
messenger. It was bad policy in 1974, it was bad 
policy in 1986 and it’s bad policy now. 

Journalists who learned of the report are pro- 
tected by the state’s shield laws from revealing their 
sources, and (as long as the local courts adhere to 
the law) are probably safe from any sanctions. 
Others have less protection — some whistleblower 
statutes may provide legal ammunition for 
sources, but ultimately, any individuals who may 
have given reporters the OCC report or informa- 
tion about its conclusions could be subject to 
harassment, dismissal or even criminal penalties if 
Jordan, Smith and the POA have their way. 

The implications of that are alarming. Every 
time a whistleblower or confidential source suffers 
for his or her efforts to make controversial infor- 
mation public, it has a chilling effect. Other 
sources clam up. People are less willing to take the 
risk of publicizing problems in government, for 
fear they will be penalized. Ultimately, the citizens 
get less information about what their elected of- 
ficials and public employees are doing — which en- 
courages further corruption. 

The real issue in the Jack Jordan case is what the 
deputy chief did, why he did it and who else knew 
about it. The Jordan/Smith/POA ‘“‘plumbers’’ in- 
vestigations are just a smoke screen to divert atten- 
tion from the issue at hand. They are yet another 
sign that Jordan isn’t capable of running the San 
Francisco Police Department and that Smith is in- 
capable of serving as district attorney — and 
should never be taken seriously as a candidate for 
attorney general. ° 

If Smith and Jordan want to avoid embarrassing 
the city any further, they should drop any efforts to 
find the ‘‘leaks’’ and concentrate their efforts on a 
full, complete and credible inquiry into the

Taking back the family agenda 


cording to the sponsors of the petition against 
it, threatens the institution of the family. 

“But we need the ordinance to support families!” 
exclaimed one supporter. 

That difference is a distillation of a major division 
in our society about what families are and what 
public policy toward them ought to be. 

Throughout the 1970s and 1980s, the political 
right claimed The Family as its issue. With a pro- 
gram of opposition to child care, women’s rights 
and abortion, of homophobia and anti-pornog- 
raphy campaigns, the right-wing leaders sought to 
impose on everyone an idealized Ozzie-and-Harriet 
model: each household containing one legally mar- 
ried heterosexual couple with their children, sup- 
ported financially by the father and cared for 
physically and emotionally by a mother with no job 
or other major involvement outside the home. 

Any other way of living, according to this for- 
mula, was wrong and.should be supressed. 

Progressives have often had trouble understand- 
ing why such appeals to The Family had so much 
emotional power, especially as this idealized model 
became increasingly unrealistic. 

But there is a good reason: Families are important 
to people. When families are working, they are 
groups in which people give each other emotional, 
practical and economic support, care for each other 
in childhood, sickness and old age and help each 
other define values and beliefs. 

And recently, more and more people have seen 
the fallacy in the right-wing family agenda: It is not 
the traditional ideal of The Family that provides the 
care and support people need. That comes from real 
people, in real families — most of them different 
from the idealized right-wing model. 

Real families include single-parent families, two- 
earner families, gay and straight partners, grand- 
parent-child pairs, multi-generational families, 


T HE DOMESTIC PARTNERS Ordinance, ac- 


foster families — a rich variety of forms. But public 
institutions have not adequately kept up with family 
changes — for example, by adjusting work sched- 
ules and providing child care. And some public 
policies — like legal and de facto discrimination 
against gay relationships — actively undermine 
some families. 

Progressives are starting to win family issues 
back from the right with policies to provide real 
support to these diverse real families. This, for ex- 
ample, is the thrust of the First Year Report of the 
state Legislature’s Joint Select Task Force on the 
Changing Family, chaired by Assemblyman Tom 
Bates (D-Berkeley). The report calls for wide range 
of family-support measures such as child care, 
health care and education. , 

Public institutions are taking notice. Earlier this 
month, the New York State Court of Appeals, that 
state’s highest court, ruled that a long-term gay 
couple is a family, with the same rights to legal pro- 
tection in housing as any other family. 

San Francisco’s domestic partners ordinance 
supports unmarried domestic partners, gay or 


straight, in caring for each other by sharing finan- - 


cial responsibilities. The defeat of the law by a 
right-wing referendum campaign would be a terri- 


‘ble blow, both to the unmarried gay and straight 


couples of San Francisco and to the progressive 
family agenda. 
The voter turnout for this fall’s election will 


‘almost certainly be low. Progressives need to 


mount a serious campaign to save the domestic 
partners ordinance.

Army lab needs investigation 

In “‘Presidio planning starts”? (see Bay Guard- 
ian, 7/5/89) Jim Balderston reports on the Army’s 
“scoping hearing’’ on June 28th regarding the 
closing of the Presidio. There was no mention, 
however, of one of the major items on the agenda: 
the transfer of the Letterman Army Institute of 
Research to Fort Derrick, Maryland. 

The Letterman Army Institute of Research (an 
entirely separate operation from the Letterman 
Army Medical Center) conducts experiments on 
thousands of animals yearly to test tools of war 
behind a thick curtain of secrecy maintained by the 
Department of Defense. 

It is outrageous that these experiments have been 
going on under our noses for all these years (at a 
cost, for example, in 1988, of at least $17 million) 
without adequate media response to the repeated 
vigils, marches, arrests of protesters and even one 
trial in federal court that we and other animal rights 
groups have effected over the past four years. Toxic 
wastes are regularly trucked out of there through 
our city streets, completely unregulated effluents 
from the incinerator and air vents go into our noses 
and who knows what goes down the drains? 

We have protocols for experiments on beagles 
and rabbits involving chemical warfare agents, 
while the vast majority of the protocols have been 
denied us despite our FOIA requests. We do know, 
however, that the staff of the U.S. Senate Subcom- 
mittee on Oversight of Government Management 
found “‘serious deficiencies in management of 
safety issues in the Chemical and Biological War- 
fare research program.” 

The institute is important not only because of its 
impacts on the physical environment of San Fran- 
cisco residents as well as on lab workers (not to 
mention the unconscionable suffering of the 
animals) but also because of its diversion of public 
funds from necessary human needs. 

The Environmental Impact Statement process 
may be the public’s only remaining opportunity to 
discover what is really going on at LAIR. I urge you 
to investigate this story. I urge your readers to ad- 
dress questions about LAIR to the Army Corps of 
Engineers, c/o Frank Baser, 650 Capitol Way, 
Sacramento, CA 95814 and to send a copy to their 
congressional representatives and to Vigil for 
Animals, PO Box 18134, SF 94118.

Socialism and Tiananmen Square 


Thank you for the articles in the July 12th issue 
on the Chinese democracy movement. 


The article by Jean Tepperman quotes one 
Chinese student supporter of the democracy move- 
ment as saying that socialism led to the Tiananmen 
Square massacre. Perhaps this student is unaware 
of the numerous examples of killings and horrible 
tortures under many regimes in defense of 
capitalism: the massacre of tens of thousands of 
people in Chile during the 1973 coup, the 
massacres of students in Kwangju in South Korea 
in 1981 and Mexico in 1968, the ‘‘disappearances’’ 
in Argentina in the 1970s, to name a few. 

The U.S. press, in its coverage of the recent 
events in China as well as other socialist countries, 
portrays ‘‘communism’’ as being synonymous 
with totalitarianism and equates democracy with 
capitalism. The fact is that abuses of power can oc- 
cur under both socialism and capitalism. 

The government that perpetrated the Tiananmen 
Square massacre is one that appears to have been 
making efforts to distance itself from socialism in 
the 13 years since Mao Tse Tung’s death. While I 
don’t deny that horrible abuses have been commit- 
ted in the name of socialism, I don’t see the actions 
of the Deng regime as reflecting socialist policies. 

I think it may be possible, with constitutional 
guarantees of democratic rights and institu- 
tionalized limits on state abuse of power, to havea 
greater degree of democracy under socialism than 
with capitalism. The control of the democratic 
process by those with more money would be 
limited and the people could have democratic con- 
trol over the economic institutions and decisions. 

To conclude, I hope that the aspirations of the 
martyrs of Tiananmen Square will prevail and that 
China will maintain the benefits of a socialist 
system with the addition of democratic rights and 
protection from abuses of power by officials.

* Constitutional clash: There's 


never been much love lost be- 
tween state Senator Quentin 
Kopp and Assemblyman John 
Burton, but things heated up 
last week in a showdown over 
the so-called Lost Amendment 
to the U.S. Constitution. Kopp 
wants the Legislature to ratify 
the Lost Amendment, which 
would prohibit any congres- 
sional pay raise from taking 
effect until after the following 
election. 

The Lost Amendment re- 
ceived a boost earlier this year 
after Congress attempted to 
give itself a controversial raise. 
Of the 38 states that must ratify 
a constitutional amendment 
before it’s adopted, 32 have 
already ratified the Lost 
Amendment and in another two 
states the measure has passed 
at Jeast one legislative house. 

Kopp’s past attempt to add 
California to the growing list 
failed, but this time around he 
got some unexpected help 
from Senate President Pro Tem 
David Roberti, and SJR 23 
passed the Senate on June 
30th by a 22-11 vote. The 
resolution is now awaiting as- 
signment before the Assembly 
Rules Committee. According to 
an absolutely furious Kopp, 
Burton told him in the halls, 
“I'm going to personally sink 
this measure.” 

Attempts to reach Burton to 
determine why he is'so 
opposed to the measure were 
unsuccessful. 


Satellite Sandinistas: A live

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DA WILL ASK 
THE AG TO 
REVIEW LEAK OF 
OCC REPORT 


SAN FRANCISCO District Attorney Arlo 
Smith told the Bay Guardian last week he 
plans to ask the state Attorney General’s 
Office to consider investigating the 
unauthorized release of a report charging 
Deputy Police Chief Jack Jordan with 
obstructing a grand jury. 

But it remains unclear whether Smith’s 
decision is grounded primarily in politics or 
law. The legal questions presented by the 
case are immensely complicated, and Smith 
himself admits he has not sorted them all 
out yet. The politics, on the other hand, are 
simple: By passing the case up to Attorney 
General John van de Kamp, Smith can 
avoid taking on an extremely controversial 
issue at a time when he’s campaigning for 
higher office. 

At issue is a report by the Office of 
Citizen Complaints charging that Jack 
Jordan, the brother of Police Chief Frank 
Jordan, authorized the removal of a 
document from the file of Officer Francis 
Achim shortly before the criminal grand 
jury launched an investigation into Achim’s 
role in the September 1988 beating of Farm 
Workers Union Vice President Dolores 
Huerta. 

The OCC report stated that the docu- 
ment could have been material evidence in 
the investigation. 

Although the OCC considers the report 
confidential, several local news media 
outlets, including the Bay Guardian, ob- 
tained copies of the report and published 
articles based on it. 

Both Chief Jordan and the Police Of- 
ficers Association have called for a criminal 
investigation into the unauthorized release 
of the document, saying the release violated 
state laws protecting the confidentiality of 
police personnel files. ; 

At a Police Commission meeting just 
hours after the first press reports appeared 
July 12th, Chief Jordan said he wanted the 
leak investigated. ‘‘I do feel that there’s a 
criminal charge there that has to be pur- 
sued,”’ he said. 

The following day, the 1,800-member 
POA sent a letter to the District Attorney’s 
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Office requesting that Smith either conduct 
an investigation into the leak or refer the 
matter to the attorney general. 

However, neither Chief Jordan nor the 
POA has publicly called for further review 
of the OCC charges or of Jack Jordan’s 
role in the Huerta case. 

The POA’s attorney, Vince Courtney, 
said the officers want to give Smith the op- 
tion of doing the investigation himself or 
passing it on to the attorney general. But 
others questioned whether any crime had 
actually been committed — and if so, 
whether Smith had the right to hand the 
case off to state prosecutors. 

‘‘Where does the DA get into enforcing 
this statute to begin with?’”’ Public 
Defender Jeff Brown asked. The POA let- 
ter charged that the release of the OCC 
report violated Section 832.7 of the state 
Penal Code, which bars the disclosure of 
police personnel records. But since there are 
no criminal penalties for violations of that 
statute, Brown said, the District Attorney’s 
Office has little reason to pursue it. 

If there is a criminal case, Brown argued, 
Smith’s office probably shouldn’t bump the 
prosecution up to the attorney general 
unless Smith sees a conflict of interest in 
prosecuting it himself — and Smith has not 
indicated that any such conflict exists. 

Bob Podesta, the assistant DA review- 
ing the case, told the Bay Guardian that he 
thinks the matter probably belongs in the 
hands of the attorney general. “‘If it’s a 
criminal offense, the state would take care 
of it,’’ he said. 

Podesta also said the issue might best be 
pursued through a civil suit, since the law 
sets no criminal penalties. The DA’s Of- 
fice would almost certainly not be involved 
in a civil case. Brown said he remains un- 
convinced by those arguments. Legally, he 
noted, ‘‘this is all very unclear.”’ 

Politically, however, there are good 
reasons for Smith to want to avoid taking 
on the case. First of all, it smacks of a 
smoke screen — an effort to obscure the 
critical and potentially explosive issues of 
the Jack Jordan case by focusing attention 
on how the report was leaked. 

Further, Smith, who is running for at- 
torney general, risks a serious political set- 
back if he loses the support of the local 
police. The POA will be endorsing an at- 
torney general candidate sometime this 
month. Smith’s main opponent, Los 
Angeles District Attorney Ira Reiner, is ac- 
tively courting the San Francisco POA. 

Courtney said police officers have been 
cooperative with previous OCC requests for 
information. But he said the fact that the 
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Jack Jordan report was released could be 
“an obvious consideration” when officers 
respond to future OCC inquiries.

ASSEMBLY 
ETHICS PANEL 
OPPOSES OUTSIDE 
CONFLICT REVIEW 


LIKE AN ALCOHOLIC who continues 
to deny a drinking problem, the California 
Assembly continues to refuse to admit it 
has a problem with conflicts of interest 
among its members. 

The latest denials are revealed in a Los 
Angeles Times article written by reporter 
Richard Paddock, describing the recent 
actions — or inactions — of the 
Assembly’s select ethics committee. 

The Assembly Committee on Ethics, by 
a vote of 7-1, refused July 13th to approve 
the concept of having an outside agency 
review possible conflicts of interest among 
members of the Assembly. Only freshman 
Assemblyman Ted Lempert (D-San 
Mateo) voted in favor of outside review. 

The vote was taken specifically to decide 
whether the Fair Political Practices 
Commission — created in 1974 by the 
Political Reform Act — could monitor 
potential conflicts of interest among 
state legislators. 

In effect, the vote puts the ethics panel 
on record as approving the continued 
practice of state legislators representing 
private clients who have interests in state 
legislation. The panel apparently raised 
no critical questions about the activities 
of Speaker Willie L. Brown Jr., who has 
on several occasions introduced or pro- 
moted legislation that could financially 
benefit his private law clients (see Bay 
Guardian, 7/5/89). 

Paddock’s article is full of revealing — 
and alarming — quotes. Assemblyman 
John Vasconcellos (D-Santa Clara), the 
committee chairman, was quoted as 
saying, ‘‘I think we can police ourselves 
adequately.’ 

Vasconcellos, who is a close ally of 
Speaker Brown, also hinted at serious po- 
litical motivations behind his decision. 
“1’m not about to do that to myself or 
anybody else,”’ he said. 

None of the legislators could be reached 
for further comment at press time. 

Lempert’s stand was the only encour- 
aging note in the whole proceeding. He 
clearly defined the problem with allowing 
the Legislature to monitor itself. ‘ ‘If we are 
going to leave conflicts of interest to the in- 
house ethics committee, then we’re not 
really changing anything,’’ he said.

ANAYA ASKS 
SCHOOL BOARD 
TO HIRE A 
CHAUFFEUR 


WHILE CHILDREN stumble over broken 
asphalt in school playgrounds and sit in 

overcrowded classrooms, those who over- 
see their educational system will be travel- 
ing in style, if San Francisco school board 


member Rosario Anaya has her way. 

In a June 29th memo to board President 
Libby Denebeim, Anaya proposed that the 
school board ‘‘be up-front”’ and hire a 
full-time chauffeur, ‘‘instead of taking a 
person from another department to 
transport board members and the 
superintendent.”’ 

Anaya’s proposal did not explain why 
school policy-makers couldn’t drive their 
own cars — school district sources and 
Department of Motor Vehicles records 
confirm that they all own vehicles — or, 
better yet, take public transportation. 

According to Tom Sammon, executive 
assistant to the superintendent, a full-time 
chauffeur would have the title of “‘special 
assistant to the board of education,”’ with 
a Civil Service classification of 1350, and 
would cost taxpayers a $25,800-a-year 
salary plus benefits. 

And speaking of free rides, an accoun- 
ting of board expenses shows that school 
board members used a total of $3,889 in 
cab scrip in a one-year period between 
Feb. 1, 1988 and Feb. 1, 1989. 

The future of these transportation 
arrangements, however, is in doubt, since 
not all board members find them necessary 
to the fulfillment of their duties. 

“T don’t see any need for a chauffeur,’’ 
said board member Myra Kopf. As for 
taxi scrip, she said, ‘‘If I have to use a cab 
I'll put it on my expense account and turn 
in a receipt. You should have to account 
for it.”

YOU DIRTY RAT, 
YOU KILLED MY 
THIRD TERM 


IT LOOKS AS if voters will have a chance 
in November to decide whether to limit 
members of the Board of Supervisors to 
two terms. The petition drive to place the 
initiative on the ballot is close to having the 
needed number of signatures. 

Storm Jenkins, a realtor who is one of 
the sponsors of the initiative, told the Bay 
Guardian that another 3,000 to 3,500 
signatures will not only give the bill’s 
sponsors the needed 28,000 or so, but a 
comfortable margin as well. 

The two-term limit would go into ) effect 
on July 1, 1990, and would limit incumbent 
supervisors to a single term after their pre- 
sent term expires. 

That brings us to the case of Supervisor 
Jim Gonzales who, according to Jenkins, 
“did his best Jimmy Cagney imitation’’ 
when Jenkins approached him about the 
measure. 

Jenkins said Gonzales pointed to a 
chalkboard in his office on which three 
items were listed: crack, graffitti and 
organizing the Latino community. 
According to Jenkins, Gonzales said he 
would have to ‘‘drop all of these things to 
fight this ordinance.”’ 

Gonzales apparently warned Jenkins 
that he would “‘learn the taste of defeat,” 
and that the measure would lose. 

But fighting an initiative takes money, 
and there are fewer resources available now 
to fight a two-term limit than there 
were in 1988, when Proposition O was 
defeated. The ‘‘No on O”’ campaign — 
featuring a number of supervisors — has 
yet to retire its campaign debt.

AIDS activists wrestle with Kaiser

As ONCE every other day, the hotline in Alex 








Captanian’s spacious Buena Vista living room lights 
up with a message of anguish. 

The messages are for an AIDS activist group with the 
unlikely name of Kaiser Patient Advocacy Union, or KPAU 
(pronounced ‘‘ka-pow’’). 

Captanian, a driving force behind KPAU, said 
most calls are the same: tales of woe about ‘‘bun- 
gled’’ AIDS services at Kaiser Permanante San Francisco, 
caregiver to the second-largest caseload of AIDS sufferers in 
the city. 

On Kaiser’s behalf, Dr. Rhoda Nussbaum, assistant phy- 
sician-in-chief at the San Francisco medical center, told the 
Bay Guardian, ‘‘We havea group of excellent providers who 


* have done a wonderful job of providing AIDS services.’’ 


Nonetheless, KPAU’s hotline remains busy. One recent 
call came from Helen Kane, a case-management nurse for 
the Alameda County Public Health Department. She was 
outraged, she said, because a Kaiser doctor had essentially 
abandoned one of her sicker patients for nearly six weeks in 
May and June, failing to return numerous and frequent 
phone calls from both patient and nurse. 

Kane, who said she was speaking for herself, told the Bay 
Guardian that her patient, who asked to remain anonymous, 
was given “‘poor care bordering on negligence.”’ 

Another message arrived recently from a Kaiser patient 
who also did not want to be named but who, Captanian said, 
was nearly suicidal after a Kaiser emergency-room doctor in 
March gave him a cursory exam, told him he probably had 
AIDS and then sent him on his way. 

Asked about these incidents, Nussbaum said she 
wanted the details to investigate them, and ‘“‘If these [reports] 
are based on fact, I believe they’re exceptions.”’ 


player in the city’s AIDS crisis. The organization is ac- 

tually a two-headed medical giant — insurance com- 
pany and medical provider to 160,000 San Franciscans. The 
medical center cares for some 550 health-plan members who 
have full-blown AIDS, 23 percent of the city’s living AIDS 
cases, as well as some 6,000 others infected with HIV, the 
virus believed to cause AIDS. 

Captanian, who has worked with the 300-member KPAU 
since March 1988, accused Kaiser of being an inflexible 
bureaucracy that seems unable to handle the AIDS epidemic 
as an emergency requiring speedy action. ‘‘Kaiser works 
when everybody’s well,”’ he said. 

Specifically, KPAU has since last March been asking Kaiser 
to set up an AIDS outpatient clinic and hire more doctors who 
are fully versed in AIDS care, Captanian said. He predicts 
KPAU will again take to the streets to protest against Kaiser. 

But Kaiser insists it’s moving quickly to improve AIDS

and HIV care. Recently appointed director of HIV services, 


_ Nussbaum said Kaiser’s first AIDS plan, completed in May, 


ensures that ‘‘we’re going to do a better job because of our 
overview planning.” 

For his part, Captanian dismisses most of the new AIDS 
plan. He said its recommendations are overly general or simply 
rehash problems KPAU already presented to Kaiser when it 
staged a demonstration at the hospital in September 1988. 

He does acknowledge, ‘“There are doctors at Kaiser who 
are sensitive and knowledgeable. They’re doing an extraor- 
dinary job of providing care within the framework of an 
organization that lacks the willingness to provide aggressive 
treatment and monitoring.”’ : 

The plan does seem to address KPAU’s proposal for an 
AIDS clinic with a call to “‘consolidate as many out-patient 
HIV services as possible into a single location.”’ 

But a Kaiser AIDS clinic may still be along time in coming. 
Nussbaum said she ‘‘can’t give a specific time’? when the 
clinic might open. She pointed to the ten years it took to 
break ground for a new wing at the hospital to illustrate how 
long major Kaiser projects sometimes take. 

As for AIDS-experienced doctors, Kaiser says it will hire 
two in September. But Dr. Paul Feigenbaum, Kaiser’s chief 
of internal medicine, cautioned that the new physicians 
won’t work exclusively on AIDS. ‘‘What I need in this de- 
partment are good, solid generalists.” 

The issue of AIDS-wise doctors has been a sore point with 
KPAU since Dr. Phillip Madvig, San Francisco Kaiser’s top 
physician, told KPAU nine months ago that he hoped to em- 
ploy two AIDS doctors ‘‘shortly.”’ 

Captanian also complained that Kaiser will not release a 
list of doctors versed in treating AIDS. But Nussbaum said 
Kaiser can’t give out a list because the seven doctors who 
form the medical center’s ‘‘core group’’ of AIDS physicians 
would be overwhelmed if their names were publicized. Kaiser 
San Francisco employs 220 doctors. 

But Feigenbaum insisted that all the physicians Kaiser 
now hires are ‘‘experienced in and sensitive to the spectrum 
of HIV diseases.”’ 

Any changes at Kaiser, however, have already come too 
late for patients like Richard Edmonds, a 19-year- 
Kaiser member. 

Suffering from AIDS since September 1988, he aban- 
doned the Kaiser system and went on the medical dole, ap- 
plying for Medi-Cal in February 1989. 

He complained in a six-page handwritten letter to KPAU 
that for months he’d been passed from one Kaiser doctor to 
to another, couldn’t get the diagnostic tests he wanted and 
was diagnosed finally with cryptoccal meningitis by a 
private physician. 

“The medical personnel who work at Kaiser are good peo- 
ple,’’ Edmonds said, ‘‘but they’re trapped in a system that 
doesn’t work.”’ |

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


The San Francisco Health 
Commission has demanded to 
review — and thereby delay — 
Sheriff Mike Hennessey's plan 
to distribute condoms to the in- 
mates of the city’s jail system. 

Two’or three years down the 
road, the action may well qualify 
as the disaster of someone's 
life. Or many people's lives. 

Let’s backtrack. To help pre- 
vent the spread of AIDS, 
Hennessey wants to distribute 
condoms in the jail system. He 
had hesitated to do so because 
of strict state government pro- 
hibitions against sex in jail. By 
distributing condoms, he 
feared, he might be charged as 
an accessory to crime. 

But as the 1988-89 civil 
grand jury reported, ‘Sexual 
activity in jail is both a felony 
and a reality.’ The grand jury 
is no group of lawless crazies. 
Its members are a cross sec- 
tion of the public, and they 
deserve credit for recognizing 
and speaking up about a reali- 
ty that makes many people 
uncomfortable. 

But Hennessey — in 
deference to both the law and 
political considerations — still 
waited until District Attorney 
Arlo Smith — the only law- 


* enforcement officer who could 


have prosecuted him for dis- 
tributing the condoms — gave 
him the go-ahead. 

Last Thursday, Hennessey 
was ready to announce that 
the plan to distribute condoms 
in jail was about to go 
forward. But the press con- 
ference was canceled. 

The Health Commission 
had at the last minute 
demanded to take a formal 
vote on the issue. 

The Health Department had 
already cleared the policy — 
in fact, supported it strongly. 
As it should. 

Health officials had — prop- 
erly — been badgering 
Hennessey for more than two 
years to implement the policy. 
As the grand jury report noted, 
“As long as the AIDS crisis ex- 
ists, public health officials 
must take extraordinary meas- 
ures to protect the public.” 

But now the Health Com- 
mission apparently wants to 
exercise its power and make 
everything happen according 
to procedure. By law, the com- 
mission certainly has the right 
to do so. 

But this isn’t a matter of the 
finer points of law — it’s a 
matter of people's lives. Why 
are the health commissioners 
raising what amounts to a 
petty turf battle in a life-and- 
death situation? How many 
people will be infected with 
HIV during the time it takes for 
the commission to show off Tfs 
formal, procedural powers? 





AFT wins grievance 


IN A significant victory against the San 
Francisco Community College District, 
American Federation of Teachers Local 
2121 last week won a grievance claim for a 
part-time faculty member who was granted 
a full-time, permanent position as a result of 
the action. 

The issue may sound simple, but the im- 
plications could be widespread. The deci- 
sion won by teacher Phyllis Grillikhes- 
Maxwell from arbitrator Leo Kanowitz 
could force the Community College District 
to reassess its hiring practices. 

Grillikhes-Maxwell’s case is typical of a 
problem SFCCD part-time teachers have 
been complaining about for a long time. A 
teacher who puts in a significant amount of 
time as a part-timer in the hope of gaining a 
full-time position can be passed over by the 
district administration for another candi- 
date with less time or experience. Faculty 
members say this is routinely done at 
SFCCD — and often, they charge, it is 
done to give choice jobs to friends and 
supporters of board members and senior 
administrators. 

Grillikhes-Maxwell had been a part-time 
teacher in the psychology department since 
1982. In 1986 and again 1988, she applied 
for full-time status. Both times the district 
passed over Grillikhes-Maxwell and filled 
the full-time positions with applicants who 
had far less experience with the district 
than Grillikhes-Maxwell. One applicant 
had been working in the district for only 
one semester, and another had never 
worked there. 

The arbitrator ruled that Grillikhes- 
Maxwell was unfairly passed over, and 
should be given a full-time job. The ruling 
also gives district employees cause to hope 
that the days of patronage and favoritism 
in hiring are coming to an end. 

For the sake of the students, let’s 
hope so. 


S.F. a nuke-free zone? 


SAN FRANCISCO activists are planning to 
push forward on a referendum that would 
make San Francisco a nuclear-free zone. 

The ordinance would prohibit the trans- 
portation of nuclear waste through San 
Francisco, and the building of nuclear 
materials-processing, waste-disposal or 
storage facilities within the city and county 
of San Francisco. It would not affect 
medical uses of radioactive materials. 

In November 1987 the voters of San 
Francisco overwhelmingly passed Proposi- 
tion U, to make San Francisco a nuclear- 
free zone, but nothing has been done to 
implement the measure. 

Activists plan to put similar referenda 
on the June ballot in both Oakland and 
Marin’ County, in an effort to formalize an 
area-wide non-nuclear position. 

An organizing meeting for the San 
Francisco referendum will be held on July 
26th, to outline a strategy for gathering the 
signatures necessary to qualify the 
referendum for the June 1990 ballot.

Questions have also been raised about 
the project’s impact upon open space and 
views along the wharf — not to mention 
the role Assembly Speaker Willie Brown 
has played in helping push the project 
through (see Bay Guardian, 7/12/89).

Back to the Forward

OOKING OVER today’s homogenized, white-bread- 
DL esnsemase typical American newspaper, it’s hard 

to remember that this country once had a lively, mass- 
circulation, left-wing daily press. As recently as the 1940s, 
New York boasted several left-of-center dailies and weeklies. 
In particular, foreign-language papers written for im- 
migrants claimed hundreds of thousands of readers. 

To get a glimpse of that forgotten journalistic tradition, 
check out the documentary film opening the Ninth Annual 
Jewish Film Festival on July 20th — The Forward: From Im- 
migrants to Americans. 

The hour-long documentary traces the history of the For- 
ward, a mass-circulation, Yiddish-language socialist news- 
paper that, inits heyday in the 1920s, boasted a circulation of 
200,000, competing with dailies such as the New York Times. 

It reflected the vibrant political and social life of the New 
York Jewish immigrant community by printing daily news, 
great literature, ‘‘Dear Abby’’-type advice, and, of course, 
political arguments. 

Like other Yiddish-language dailies, it answered a crying 
need among the 2.5 million Jews that immigrated to the 
United States between 1880 and 1925. Most fled the pogroms 
and massive unemployment of Eastern Europe and Russia 
only to find poverty and squalor in New York’s Lower East 
Side. A multitude of New York dailies and weeklies sprang 
up to serve them, written in their first language, Yiddish — a 
mix of German (about 70 percent), Hebrew and Eastern 
European words, written with a modified Hebrew script. 

Millions of Jews and other European immigrants were 
flocking to left- wing parties, looking for solutions to their new 
problems. Picking up a socialist or communist newspaper 
became as regular as buying fresh bagels every morning. 

The Forward began in 1897 as one of these — the 
newspaper of a social democratic political party. But its 
jump in circulation began when Abraham Cahan took over 
as editor in the early 1900s. Rather than a dry party paper re- 
printing socialist manifestos, Cahan insisted that the For- 
ward address Jews’ everyday problems. 

Cahan had worked under muckraker Lincoln Steffens at 
the New York Commercial Advertiser, and the Forward con- 
tinued that tradition of exposing injustice. According to the 
film, the Forward provided New York’s best coverage of the 
infamous 1911 Triangle Shirtwaist fire, which killed 127 
women workers, almost all of them immigrants. 

Cahan wanted immigrant Jews to assimilate into American 
society and its ‘‘democratic political system.’ By the 1920s, 
the Forward supported the Socialist Party, encouraged Jews 
to organize unions, to become citizens and vote in elections. 

And here the paper met a strong rival in Freiheit, the Com- 
munist Party Yiddish daily founded in 1922. Freiheit also at- 
tained mass circulation and battled incessantly with the 
reformism of the Forward. To this day, activists from my 
grandparents’generation refuse to read one or the other 
paper, based on ideological battle lines drawn in the 1920s. 

The film deals briefly with Freiheit’s criticisms of For- 
ward, but in a virtually incomprehensible manner. A voice 
reads from Freiheit: ‘‘Forward has betrayed the workers, 
betrayed socialism and become a partner with the Hearsts, 
McCormicks and other dark powers.’’ Sounds pretty heavy. 
But the viewer gets no idea of the actual differences between 
the two papers, whether they were sectarian nonsense or | 
based on political reality.” 

The film is far more successful in portraying editor Cahan 
as a brilliant but egomaniacal dictator. Cahan took the un- 
precedented step — then or now — of publishing great liter- 
ature in his paper. The Forward translated and serialized 
Flaubert’s Madame Bovary. Cahan published every great 
Yiddish-language writer, including now-famous novelist 
Isaac Bashevis Singer. - 

In one memorable scene, Singer recalls exactly how dic- 
tatorial Cahan could be. Cahan wanted Singer to write a 
short story in a particular way, considering himself an expert 
in fiction as well as journalism. Singer refused, so Cahan 
planned to fire him. Only intervention by the Forward’s 
editorial board saved Singer’s job. 

The film describes the Forward asa ‘‘paper of transition.” 
As Jews began to acculturate to U.S. society, the Forward 
changed too. American Jews no longer spoke the pure Yiddish 
of Eastern Europe; they incorporated English into their 
everyday speech. So the Forward included English words in 
its stories. Yiddish purists protested, but the Forward’s cir- 
culation went up, 

The Forward started a special letters-to-the-editor section 


about family problems, the first example of a “‘Dear Abby”’ 
column in any U.S. newspaper. In one typical letter, a group 
of five sons complain that they are embarrassed when their 
parents speak Yiddish in public. They beg the Forward to 
print the letter and chastise their parents. But could the 
editors please translate it, since the boys can’t write Yiddish? 

And lest anyone think that single mothers are a new 
phenomenon or confined to particular ethnic groups, check 
out the Forward’s feature on ‘‘Missing Men.’’ The gallery 
reprinted hundreds of photos of Jewish men who had de- 
serted their wives and children. It was an innovative way of 
embarrassing and casting collective shame on the errant men. 

In retrospect, the Forward clearly had its problems. The 
women’s page offered articles typical of the sexism of that 
era. Article headlines mentioned in the documentary include 
“Why Women Cry More Easily”’ and ‘‘Why Girls Should 
Marry Young.”’ 





One section of the film provides the paper’s critics with a 
forum. Religious Jews didn’t like the Forward’s secularism. 
Communist Jews didn’t like its reformism. Other Jews 
didn’t like its assimilationist message. 

But what clearly emerges from the film is a sense of a 
vibrantly different political era — when left-wing news- 
papers played a vital role in people’s lives. In the 1930s, hun- 
dreds of people would walk out of their tenements at night, 
go down to the local communist or socialist party head- 
quarters, debate news of the day and plan to make some of 
their own. 

Obviously, the political times have changed, and along 
with them the ability of a left-wing daily to attain mass cir- 
culation. The glory days for the Yiddish press are long gone. 

Since 1983 the Forward has come out weekly, averaging 
about 25,000 circulation. Freiheit, describing itself today asa 
progressive weekly, has a smaller circulation. Average 
readers of the Yiddish-language press are in their late 70s, not 
a good sign for future circulation. 

But Forward editors say they are attracting new readers. 
Some of today’s Jewish college students are studying Yiddish 
and the Forward staff hopes to keep publishing for many 
years to come. 

If you have a chance, check out The Forward. The 
documentary uses traditional Jewish music, still photos, ar- 
chival footage and modern interviews to describe a 
fascinating section of the radical Jewish community. Fan- 
tastic cinema, it’s not. It drags in spots and leaves many ques- 
tions unanswered. But it tells a compelling story about the 
progressive traditions of America’s Jews and of the radical 
papers that chronicled their struggles. a

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Congress to review 
newspaper merger law 


For almost 20 years, the Newspaper Preservation Act 
has damaged newspaper competition in the name 
of higher corporate profits. Now, Congress has agreed 
to take another look at the law

OR THE FIRST time since it 

passed the Newspaper Preser- 

vation Act almost two decades 

ago, Congress has decided to re- 

examine the landmark legis- 
lation that allows the Justice Depart- 
ment to exempt newspapers from 
federal antitrust laws. 

At the request of Representative Jack 
Brooks, the House Subcommittee on 
Economic and Commercial Law has 
scheduled a hearing on the act for 
Thursday, June 20th in Washington. 
Brooks, a Texas Democrat, chairs 
both the subcommittee and the full 
Judiciary Committee. 

The Newspaper Preservation Act al- 
lows newspapers in the same market to 
enter into joint operating agreements. 
These so-called JOAs combine print- 
ing, circulation, advertising and other 
business functions under one agency, 
while the two papers maintain separate 
staffs of editors and reporters. 

The upcoming hearing is the result of 
increasing charges that the intent of the 
act — supposedly to preserve diverse 
editorial voices — is being seriously 
abused in various ways across the coun- 
try. Critics, including unions, indepen- 
dent publishers and media observers, 
charge that instead of helping failing 
newspapers to survive, the act is being 
used to increase the profits of giant 
media conglomerates, to unfairly com- 
pete with smaller, independent papers 
and, in the case of Miami, to shut down 
one of the large dailies the act was in- 
tended to save. 

The hearing comes at atime when the 
U.S. Supreme Court has agreed to re- 
view a joint operating agreement in 
Detroit. Both the Justice Department’s 
Antitrust Division and an ad- 
ministrative law judge recommended 
against approving the Detroit JOA, but 
then-Attorney General Edwin Meese 
III ignored those recommendations 
and approved the JOA application. A 
coalition of Detroit community 
groups, represented by Ralph Nader’s 
Public Citizen legal group, appealed 
the ruling all the way up to the high 
court. A decision there could be as 
much as a year away. 

Meese’s decision ‘‘really flies in the 
face of what Congress intended,’’ said 
William Boarman, vice president of 
the printing sector of the Communica- 
tions Workers of America. ‘‘I don’t 
know what the Justice Department is 
doing, but they’re obviously asleep at 
the wheel.’’ 

Such decisions have brought op- 
position to JOAs to a head and led to 
the hearings. ‘‘We’re interested in 
putting a spotlight on the abuses that 
have been committed under the 
Newspaper Preservation Act,’’ David 
Eisen, research and information direc- 
tor for the Newspaper Guild, told the 
Bay Guardian. ‘‘The Detroit one is 
probably the most egregious case, and 
there have been others.”’ 

Other markets where problems have 
arisen include: Miami, Florida; Tuscon, 


Arizona; Manteca, California; York, © 


Pennsylvania; and, yes, even San Fran- 


cisco (see sidebar). ; 

“*There’s been enough people saying, 
‘Hey, something’s wrong here,’ and 
enough things happening in quick suc- 
cession that Congress is beginning to pay 
attention,’’ said Robert Picard, a mass 
communications professor at Emerson 
College in Boston and an expert on the 
Newspaper Preservation Act. 

In the July 20th ‘‘oversight’’ hear- 
ing, subcommittee members will not 
look at specific legislative proposals. “‘I 
think what they’re trying to do,”’ 
Picard told the Bay Guardian, ‘‘is to 
find out what is the nature of the prob- 
lems, where they are and whether they 
ought to pull some new legislation out 
of a hat.”’ 

Any change in JOA legislation could 
have a profound impact on the media 
in San Francisco. The Examiner and 
the Chronicle formed a JOA in 1965 
and most non-editorial functions of the 
two papers are now handled by the 
jointly controlled San Francisco News- 
paper Agency. 


RIGINALLY CALLED the. 
Failing Newspaper Act, the 
Newspaper Preservation 
Act was promoted by ex- 
isting JOAs after the 
Supreme Court ruled that a Tuscon 
JOA violated the Sherman and Clayton 
Antitrust Acts. Some critics, including 
Picard, have charged that its main pur- 
pose was to increase short-term profits, 
not to preserve troubled newspapers. 

Since its hearings in 1967 and 1969, 
Congress has never really scrutinized 
the act, although large publishers have 
several times in the past five years tried 
to expand it. The most recent time was 
last July, when the JOAs asked Con- 
gress to increase their ability to com- 
pete. directly with suburban weeklies 
and other papers that offer advertisers 
total market coverage. 

JOA foes have fought off these at- 
tempts, but have failed until now to 
force Congress to take a look at the 
larger problems connected with JOAs. 
However, problems in Detroit and else- 
where have troubled the unions that rep- 
resent newspaper employees, especially 
since the concentration that results from 
JOA often leads to layoffs. 

In January 1988, at the meetings of 
the AFL-CIO in Florida, the four _ma- 
jor unions involved — the Guild, 
CWA, the International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters and the Graphic Com- 
munications Union — formed the 
Newspaper Industry Coordinating 
Committee. The committee, according 
to CWA’s Boarman, has focused on 
trying to limit the rapidly increasing 
concentration of the media by restrict- 
ing the number of newspapers a chain 
may own, but it has also been pushing 
for changes in the Newspaper Preserva- 
tion Act. 

In April, the Guild’s Eisen called for 
hearings on the act during testimony 
before an oversight committee on the 
Justice Department’s antitrust efforts. 

Eisen’s call may have received a 
boost earlier this month when W. 
Edward Wendover, editor and pub- 
lisher of the Community Crier in 
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Representative Jack Brooks will 
chair hearings on the Newspaper 
Preservation Act. 


Plymouth, Michigan, conducted what 
he called ‘‘an informal charge on the 
Hill.””’ Wendover, an opponent of the 
proposed Detroit JOA, met with lawyers 
for Brooks’ subcommittee and urged 





them to reassess the impact of JOAs. 

This week, Wendover will return to 
Washington to testify before the sub- 
committee. ‘‘My whole approach to 
this is to look at it philosophically. It af- 
fects a lot more than just Detroit. We 
obviously think that developments in 
York, Pennsylvania and Miami, 
Florida indicate that this law is not 
working well,’’ he told the Bay Guard- 
ian. ‘‘Our intention is to suggest repeal. 
If Congress doesn’t have the guts to do 
that, we’ll suggest placing some specific 
restrictions on JOAs.”’ 

The moves by Wendover and the 
unions came at a time when numerous 
organizations of smaller, independent 
newspapers — the Association of Alter- 
native Newsweeklies and the International 
Society of Weekly Newspaper Editors, 
among others — have been raising a 
furor over the new JOA proposals. 

The last-minute nature of the hear- 
ing has left many people, including 
Wendover, scrambling to prepare testi- 
mony. And some who were invited to 
testify — like Ben Bagdikian, author of 
The Media Monopoly — were unable 
to attend. 

Picard said the hearing was sched- 
uled sooner than planned because of 
the committee’s crowded agenda. 

The Economic and Commercial Law 
subcommittee staff will not release the 
list of speakers until July 19th, but the 
Bay Guardian has learned that among 
those testifying will be: Wendover, 
Picard, Boarman, representatives of 
the other three unions and Bay Guard- 
ian Editor and Publisher Bruce B. 
Brugmann, president of the Associ- 
ation of Alternative Newsweeklies. 

The staff reportedly approached the 
American Newspaper Publishers Asso- 
ciation to ask some of the larger pub- 
lishers to testify, but by press time none 
had come forward. 

Picard said he will suggest 11 changes 
in the law that would limit price-fixing, 
profit-pooling, a JOA’s ability to close 
down one of the partners, total market

Detroit, Michigan: Public

Accor- 

ding to David Eisen, research and 

information director of the News- 

paper Guild, this may all be a pre- 

lude to shutting down the weaker 

paper, “making a farce out of the 

idea that this is promoting news- 

paper competition.” 

Manteca, California: Here the 

daily Manteca Bulletin and the 

twice-weekly Manteca News have 

proposed the country’s first JOA 

involving a non-daily, opening the 

possibility that small, independent 

weeklies and shoppers, like dailies, 

will disappear into chains and 

JOAs. Antitrust Division lawyers 

complained about irregularities and 

gaps in the financial data submitted 

by the News, but Attorney General 

Richard Thornburgh has repeatedly 

extended the deadline. An opinion 

from the Antitrust Division is ex- 

pected soon. 

York, Pennsylvania: The Anti- 

trust Division recommended in 

June that the attorney general ap- 
prove a JOA between the York 
Dispatch and the York Daily 
Record. JOA watchers say the situ- 

ation in York is, in technical terms, 

exactly the kind of thing the News- 
paper Preservation Act was meant 
to cover. But critics also charge that 
the way two large, out-of-state 
chains have locked up the small 
community shows that the act, even 
under the best of circumstances, is a 
threat to local, independent 
newspapers. The Record is owned 
by Buckner News Alliance of Seat- 
tle and the Dispatch is part of a 
chain controlled by Texas million- 
aire William Dean Singleton, who 


coverage and other new media pro- 
ducts that would compete with subur- 
ban newspapers and weeklies. 

The National Newspaper Association 
is also preparing a written statement to 
be presented to the subcommittee 
Thursday. NNA board member Ed 
Jewett, publisher of the Tuscon-based 
Territorial Newspapers, told the Bay 
Guardian the statement ‘‘will point out 
that we fought this thing in 1968 and 
we’re opposed to it now.” 

While there is no guarantee that any 
action will come out of the July 20th 
hearing, the rising clamor for reform or 
repeal of the act may force Congress to 
make some changes. Congress is al- 
ready looking into the related issue of 
media concentration — according to 
Bagdikian’s latest figures, 23 corpora- 
tions now control more than 50 percent 
of U.S. media outlets. 

At ahearing on the issue a few weeks 
ago before the Senate Communica- 
tions Subcommittee of the Commerce, 
Science and Transportation Commit- 
tee, the first speaker was Senator 
Howard Metzenbaum (D-Ohio). 
Metzenbaum, who chairs the Senate 
Judiciary’s Subcommittee on An- 
titrust, Monopolies and Business 
Rights, has expressed interest in 


’ scrutinizing the Newspaper Preserva- 


tion Act, although he has taken no ac- 
tion to date. 

The current congressional effort to 
examine patterns of media ownership 
could ultimately have a major impact 
on newspapers in communities like San 
Francisco where JOAs already exist — 
and therefore should warrant media at- 
tention. In Detroit, the upcoming hear- 
ing was reported in the June 15th 
Detroit News. But we have been unable 
to find any mention of it in the Ex- 
aminer and the Chronicle, both of 
which have Washington bureaus. Per- 
haps that alone explains the news- 
worthiness of this hearing. ‘‘This is the 
best-kept secret in the media,”’ 
Boarman said. a 


also owns the Denver Post, the 
Dallas Times Herald and the 
Alameda Newspapers chain. 

San Gabriel Valley, California: 


. Suburban newspapers here have 


combined newsprint purchases, 
some administrative functions and 
advertising sales under a new com- 
pany, the San Gabriel Valley News- 
paper Management Co., Inc. Star- 
News Publisher William R. Ap- 
plebee has even suggested the 
papers might share news stories. Al 
Totter, president of the new com- 
pany, told the Bay Guardian it is not 
a JOA because each paper has its 
own production, circulation and 
business departments. He said the 
agreement does not require Justice 
Department approval because the 
distribution areas of the papers in- 
volved overlap only slightly. How- 
ever, press accounts say the staffers 
at the papers consider themselves 
competitors, and the Los Angeles 
Business Journal reported July 10th 
that the Justice Department was 
looking into the matter. Once 
again, a key player is Singleton, who 
purchased the Star-News in June. 
San Francisco: Since the local 
dailies formed the JOA in 1965, the 
Examiner’s market share has 
dropped so low that the paper prob- 
ably can’t survive on its own. And 
there are rumblings that the Chroni- 
cle might not choose to renew the 
agreement when it comes up for re- 
view. That adds credence to rumors 
— denied by both papers — that the 
Ex offered $500 million to buy out 
the Chron. Meanwhile, the 
Ex/Chron and the Newspaper 
Agency have been sued by the In- 
dependent for allegedly selling 
advertising at below-cost rates.

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The open space 
turf war 


The last four major privately owned open spaces in San Francsico 
are slated for development. Efforts to save them may get caught up 
in a bureaucratic battle between the Board of Supervisors 
and the Open Space Advisory Committee

AN YOU PICTURE San 

Francisco as it was before 

Europeans discovered it — 

and began construction? 

Well, remarkably enough, 
even in this overbuilt city, small patch- 
es of that original wilderness remain: 
grassy hills covered with unique com- 
munities of plants, rock outcropp- 
ings, and a wild canyon where many 
birds, rabbits and even bobcats have 
been sighted. 

The city has used its Open Space 
Fund to buy and preserve some of these 
areas — on Twin Peaks, Grandview 
Park and a few other hilltops. 

But in all four natural areas still in 
private hands — Glen Canyon, Bay- 
view Hill, Hawk Hill and the rock out- 
cropping area in the Sunset — owners 
plan to start housing development 
soon, while neighbors, working with 
the local Sierra Club chapter, are deter- 
mined to prevent development and save 
these remaining parts of ‘‘our natural 
heritage,”’ as Jake Sigg, a Sierra Club 
naturalist, put it. 

These conservation efforts are run- 
ning into many snags, including not 
only the expected opposition from 
owner-developers, but also competi- 
tion for scarce city open space funds 
and political turf battles between the 
Board of Supervisors and the Recrea- 
tion and Parks Department. 

The longest and most bitter battle, 
over the area around the massive 
700-foot rock outcropping running 
south from Ortega in the Sunset dis- 
trict, will come to a head Aug. 14th, 
when the Board of Supervisors will vote 
on whether to take the property by emi- 
nent domain from its owner, Adam 
Sparks. The board voted to recom- 


mend buying the land two years ago, 
but the city could not agree with Sparks 
on a price. ; 

Some city officials complain, how- 
ever, that the supervisors are stepping 
on the toes of people involved in open 
space planning for the Recreation and 
Parks Department. The department 
has an Open Space Advisory Commit- 
tee to allocate its Open Space Fund, 
and that committee had already — 
several times — rejected proposals to 
buy the rock-outcropping area. 

Rec-Park officials and committee 
members say the city’s limited open 
space funds should be used first to pro- 
vide new parks and playgrounds in 
areas like the Tenderloin, where 
demands are high and open-space is 
comparatively rare. 

Some developers, not surprisingly, 
have used a similar argument, charging 
that neighborhood activists are just 
elitists who want to preserve the natural 
areas near where they live, even at the 
expense of new housing and other 
worthwhile open space projects. 

But environmentalists counter that 
the situation should not become a bat- 
tle over which of several competing 
Open space projects is most important 
right now. Preserving natural areas in 
the wealthier, lower-density Sunset and 
providing playgrounds in the crowded 
Tenderloin are both important, they 
argue, and if enough open space funds 
can’t be found for both, then the city 
should look for other funding sources. 


BOUT A MILE or so to the 
southeast, a move to save 
another San Francisco 
wilderness area seems to be 

stuck at the same point. 
Neighbors in the Glen Canyon area 
have launched a vigorous campaign to 


stop developer Tony Sheehan from 
building a proposed 16-home project 
in the upper Glen Canyon property he 
owns. 

Sheehan told the Bay Guardian he 
found the neighbors ‘‘obliging 
people,’’ and attended several com- 
munity meetings where he expressed 
willingness to modify his project to ad- 
dress community concerns. ‘‘I’m only 
going to develop half of what I own,”’ 
he said, ‘‘and deed the other half to the 
city for open space, for nothing. I think 
that’s a heck of a deal.” 

But neighborhood activist Vicki 
Oppenheim said neighbors fear that 
once any development begins in the 
canyon, it will have a ‘‘domino effect,”’ 
and ‘‘in another couple of years there 


“won’t be any Glen Canyon.”’ 


Community groups gathered hun- 
dreds of signatures on petitions and 
drew overflow crowds to neighbor- 
hood meetings, but the Open Space 
Advisory Committee decided in April 
not to buy the property from Sheehan. 

Determined to save it from develop- 
ment, Glen Canyon’s neighbors then 
met with Supervisor Wendy Nelder, 
who agreed to introduce a resolution 
urging the open space committee to pur- 
chase the Glen Canyon land. Recently, 
however, according to City Hall sources, 
Recreation and Parks people working 
with open space issues “‘told her to butt 
out,’’ and Nelder is now looking for a 
less controversial approach. 

The Open Space Advisory Commit- 
tee has its own priorities for choosing 
projects to fund. ‘‘The most impor- 
tant thing,’’ said Tim Lillyquist, assis- 
tant general manager of Recreation 
and Parks, ‘‘is that all neighborhoods 
have their fair share of parks and open 
space.” 

Both Lillyquist and advisory 


committee member Midge Wilson also 
said a committee priority is to create 
open space in “‘high need’’ areas with 
high density and few resources. This 
year, for example, funds will go to 
create playgrounds in the Tenderloin 
and Chinatown. 

Wilson, who works with’ the 
Women’s Resource Center in the 
Tenderloin, told the Bay Guardian her 
group’s surveys found that about 5,000 
children live in the area, many with 
whole families in single rooms, in a 
neighborhood with less than one block 
of park space. 

“T’ve watched the kids move in,” 
Wilson said. ‘I’ve seen them playing in 
the streets — I’ve seeri them hit by cars.”’ 

Despite the obvious need for open 
space here, she said, the committee has 


shad to ‘‘stockpile’”’ funds for several 


years to accumulate enough to start a 
playground. 

Wilson said she hopes the high-need 
areas are not pitted against projects like 
preserving Glen Canyon. Others were 
more critical of such neighborhood 
conservation efforts. 

Adam Sparks, owner of the Sunset 
district rock-outcropping area, told the 
Bay Guardian that opponents of his 
building plan were just ‘‘a few 
bourgeois neighbors’’ who oppose de- 
velopment. Lillyquist pointed out that 
these neighborhoods already have 
more than their share of open space. 


TILL, environmentalists and 
neighbors of the natural 
areas insist that their efforts 
are important. 

Sigg, a Sierra Club 
naturalist who leads natural history 
hikes in Glen Canyon, explained that 
the canyon and other natural areas are 
habitats for ‘‘a unique plant com- 
munity, called the Franciscan, which 
existed only on the two sides of the 
Golden Gate.’’ The more interesting 
variety, he said, is on the San Fran- 
cisco side, where ‘‘the original growth 
has been almost entirely obliterated by 
urban development.’’ 

The plants themselves are not unique, 
Sigg told the Bay Guardian, but ‘‘the 
particular assemblage of plants is 
unique. It developed in a harsh marine 
environment, mostly treeless, constantly 
swept by powerful ocean winds and salt 
spray. It is interesting to see how the 
plants adapted to these harsh cir- 
cumstances. The last remnants of this 
rare community are priceless. They are 
part of our natural heritage.”’ 

Dawn Muriyama, president of the 
Friends of Glen Canyon, pointed to 
some more practical objections to 
development: possible erosion and 
flooding problems,. increased traffic 
hazards — issues that also concern 
neighbors of Hawk and Bayview hills 
and the rock-outcropping area. 

But she focused on the role of 
natural areas in human ecology: “‘It is 
extraordinary to have undisturbed wild 
lands in the middle of the city. It is im- 
portant to our spirits — not just when 
it’s in your own neighborhood. It’s im- 


portant to look at what’s happening in _ 


the city. Are we going to have open 
space, to value it, cherish it? Or are we 
going to sell it all off? 

“As I’m sitting here,’’ she con- 
tinued, ‘‘I can see some of San Bruno 
Mountain. I remember watching the 
houses going up on the mountain and 
saying to myself, at least the 
mountain’s still going to be here. Then 
there was a proposal to level the moun- 
tain and use it for landfill! It’s incredi- 
ble what we’re doing to our environ- 
ment, doing to ourselves.’’ 

The rock-outcropping area in the 
Sunset, said neighborhood activist 
James Kindregan, is a rare example of 
the volcanic rock on which the city is 
built, and provides habitat for many 
species of native plants and birds. 

“Once it’s developed,’’ Kindregan 
said, “‘It’s gone.” _ 

Such feelings fuel determination to 
protect natural areas from develop- 


ment, even if they are not purchased by 
the city’s open space program. 
Oppenheim said her group’s next step 
will be to insist on an environmental 
impact hearing for Sheehan’s proposed 
development. She said neighbors would 
use a hearing to challenge the project on 
the grounds of immediate hazards like 
landslides and flooding. 

Sigg said an environmental impact 
review should also consider the value of 
the natural habitat. California law, he 
said, offers protection against develop- 
ment, not only for rare species, but also 
for rare communities of species, like 
the Franciscan plant communities. 

Another strategy being considered 
by the Friends of Glen Canyon and the 
Miraloma Improvement Association, 
according to Oppenheim, is appealing 
to the Board of Supervisors to purchase 
the land with general funds, if open 
space funds are not available. 

Meanwhile, members of the group 
have begun exploring other sources of 
funding for the purchase of open space. 
The Trust for Public Land and Nature 
Conservancy are two private nonprofit 
organizations that under some cir- 
cumstances help buy natural areas to 
protect them from development. 

Jim Sayer, research associate for the 
environmentalist group Greenbelt 
Alliance, said another source of funds 
for open space is a bond issue author- 
ized by last year’s California Parks and 
Wildlife Initiative, which created an 
$800 million fund to purchase undevel- 
oped land. Some money is left in this 
fund, and supporters are pushing for a 
second bond-issue initiative in 1990. 

Zach Cowan, Greenbelt Alliance co- 
chair and Sierra Club activist, pointed 
out that neighbors could also finance 
purchase of natural areas themselves, 
by creating an assessment district, in 
which ‘‘everyone is assessed for a cer- 
tain benefit, with the amount based on 
how much their property benefits from 
the improvement. It’s a common way 
of funding all kinds of neighborhood 
improvements.” 

Cowan, however, questioned whether 
a neighborhood could afford to buy 
large pieces of land, and added 
“‘maybe saving the one or two bits of 
natural heritage we have left should be 
paid for by everyone, not just the im- 
mediate neighbors.’’ 

Cowan said the best approach would 
be ‘‘good zoning and a good master 
plan that doesn’t let people think they 
can build houses on a 45-degree slope 
on a crumbling sand dune.’’ 

The Sierra Club has taken an official 
position supporting city purchase of 
the rock-outcropping property, Cowan 
said. ‘“We recognize it’s tough. It’s a 
lot of money and an area where there’s 
already a lot of open space. We also 
support building the playgrounds in the 
Tenderloin and Chinatown.”’ 

But Cowan added that the conflict 
some see between these two uses of 
open space funds is ‘‘an artificial con- 
flict because the pot’s too small,’’ He 
and many other conservationists say 
the Open Space Committee allocates 
too little money to acquiring open 
space, whether for playgrounds or 
natural areas, and puts too much into 
park maintenance. 

“The second poirit,’’ Cowan said. 
“is that the issue is not just this project 
vs. the best of the others — the Tender- 
loin and Chinatown playgrounds. 
Many other projects were also funded.” 

Cowan acknowledged that some 
neighborhood activists might be more 
concerned with preserving their own 
privileges than with protecting the 
environment and open space on its 
Own merits. 

But many, he said, have a larger agen- 
da. They realize, he explained, that 
“‘there’s an important resource here. 

“They may say ‘I know about it be- 
cause I live near it, but when I go there I 
get excited at seeing all the species of 
plants, the intermittent stream. And I 
think, Wow! Right here in the middle 
of San Francisco!’ ’’ |

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Nuclear industry 
on the run 


Inthe month of June, anti-nuclear activists 
from Sacramento to New Hampshire 
dealt the nuclear-power industry 
the biggest setbacks in its history

N ANTI-NUCLEAR acti- 
vist’s map of the United 
States these days should be 
bristling with little colored 
pins representing victories. 
In the month of June alone, three 
nuclear-power plants suffered major 
defeats, with at least one apparently 
killed for good. Meanwhile, Congress 
voted twice against nuclear-industry 
and nuclear-weapons proposals, and 
the FBI staged a dramatic raid on a 
nuclear-weapons-fuel plant. ! 
In California: In the biggest outright 
electoral victory ever for the anti-nu- 
clear movement, ratepayers in the 
Sacramento Municipal Utility District, 
by a margin of more than 10,000 votes, 
agreed to a permanent shutdown of the 
trouble-plagued Rancho Seco reactor. 
The results stunned the industry, 
which has regularly outspent its op- 


ponents by 20-to-1 in referendum con- 
tests. Until the Rancho Seco vote, the 
industry had never been beaten in a 
contest over keeping reactors open. 

In New Hampshire: The Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission issued a rare 
edict shutting down the embattled 
Seabrook nuclear-power plant, just 
weeks after it started low-powered test- 
ing. The shutdown will continue, pend- 
ing a major investigation of faulty 
valves and operating procedures, and 
could stick for a while. 

Closing the Seabrook plant repre- 
sents a major victory for ecology ac- 
tivists, who rightly claim credit for 
forcing the normally lax NRC to 
scrutinize reactor operations at 
Seabrook-far more closely than they 
would have otherwise. 

On June 3rd, several weeks before the 
NRC-ordered shutdown, an unusually 
large crowd of more than 4,000 pro- 
testers had greeted the start of Sea-

brook’s low-power testing. During the 
next week, more than 800 were arrested 
in nonviolent actions at the plant site. 
In New York: Stockholders of the 
Long Island Lighting Company voted 
June 28th to approve a deal to sell the 
Shoreham atomic reactor to the state of 
New York for one dollar. The con- 
troversial sale also involves extensive 
tax- and rate-breaks for LILCO. It was 
engineered by Governor Mario Cuomo 
in response to intense pressure from 
Long Islanders, demanding that the 
Shoreham plant be shut down. 

The Bush administration is fighting 
the deal tooth and nail, pledging to do 
everything it can to keep Shoreham 
operable. But opinion polls on Long 
Island show more than 70 percent op- 
position to the plant’s operation. 

The atomic weapons production 

industry also suffered a serious blow 
mid-month. 
In Colorado: Prodded by political 
pressure from around the state, FBI 
agents stormed into the Rocky Flats 
plutonium facility near Denver and 
confiscated documents indicating 
Rocky Flats’ operators had illegally 
dumped extremely toxic radioactive 
wastes into local streams. For a full vic- 
tory, charges will have to be filed and 
made to stick, but if that happens it will 
be a first in the half-century history of 
the nuclear weapons industry. 

Similar allegations have been made 
at each of the 16 other related facilities, 
so the Rocky Flats action could have 
enormous implications for the future 
of the building of the Bomb. 

In Congress: A committee narrowly 
killed an industry-backed bill that 
would have allowed the Nuclear Regu- 


* latory Commission to license newly- 


constructed reactors without the public 
comment that is now required. 

Congress also dealt a serious blow to 
a huge proposed weapons facility. 

Despite intense pressure from the 
Bush administration, Congress slashed 
funds for a proposed $40 billion, 16-year 
project to build two new plants to pro- 
duce plutonium for nuclear warheads. 

Also under intense environmental 
and fiscal pressure, the House severely 
cut early development money for the 
plants. Combined with well-organized 
local opposition in Idaho and South 
Carolina, where thé plants are sited, the 
vote may doom the project. 

Finally, in state legislative action, 
two giant nuclear-based utility com- 
panies were defeated in their effort to 
crush competition from public utilities. 
In Ohio: Cleveland Electric Illuminating 
and Ohio Edison had introduced a bill to 
make their ratepayers pay for their 
nuclear-power-plant investments 
without competition from Ohio’s 84 
municipal-owned utilities, many of 
which offer rates up to 40 percent lower. 

The bill passed the Ohio House by a 
2-to-1 margin, but it sparked active op- 
position from an unusually broad 
statewide coalition including the Amer- 
ican Legion and the Ohio Manufac- 
turers’ Association as well as the 
Citizen Action consumer group and a 
number of anti-nuclear organizations. 

In June, the bill was killed 6-3 by the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee. 
That means Ohio consumers are still free 
to form municipal power companies. 

It also demonstrates, along with the 
rest of June’s string of victories, that 
even in the corrupt arena of today’s 
politics, ecology and consumer activists 
can win their share of victories if they 
are organized and focused. |

FISHING SPOT 


SERIOUS SPORT fishermen all have 
their favorite spots — Pier 3, they say, 
good for salmon, and the month of 
July brings good halibut and bass in 
back of the St. Francis Yacht Club. 
Some of the best catches are made in 
Pacifica and off the foam-sprayed 
rocks of Fort Point, but if you really 
want to spend a hassle-free day of 
fishing, the Municipal Pier at Aquatic 
Park is the spot. You know, the place 
with all the tourists, right between Fort 
Mason and Ghirardelli Square. 

When we visited, the guys with the 
rods all said their catches were lousy, 
but we suspect they were just saying 
that to keep other fishermen away 
because what they were pulling in tolda 
different story. Right off the pier they 
were bringing up smelt, kingfish and 
perch. One guy had netted a bucketful 
of crabs, about a dozen of them, all six 
inches across, and another had pulled 
in an 18-inch rockfish with a truly 
hideous face. 

The Municipal Pier also has benches 
to sit on, and it’s one of the most wind- 
sheltered locations on the water — no 
worry about the kids getting blown into 
the Bay. Actually, a lot of the people 
weren’t out there for fun but for sur- 
vival — a diet of fish may get monot- 
onous but it’s better than nothing at all. 
For these people, the clincher is the fact 
that the pier is one of the few spots 
where no fishing license is required. 
Think about it: No cash to be shelled 
out, just drop a line in the water and 
wait. On a sunny afternoon you can’t 
beat it.

EXERCISE 
EXPERIENCE 


IMMIGRANTS WHO fled the frigid 
Northeast and Midwest states for the 
warmer, gentler climes of the Bay Area 
don’t find much to miss about the Old 
Country. Even cold-weather nuts who 
like to tramp around in the snow can 
find all the powder, hot chocolate and 
Nordic bonding they want in the hills 
just a couple of hours to the east. 

But unless you want to go around 
and around in a circle with a whole lot 
of other people, during a few pro- 
scribed hours, in an indoor facility 
with bad ventilation, there’s one thing 
you can’t do in the Bay Area. You 
can’t ice skate. 

Now, however, thanks to the 
wonders of modern technology, you 
can come remarkably close. Roller 
blades, the hottest thing to hit the Cali- 
fornia streets since the surfer set 
discovered skateboards, let you zip 
along on any concrete surface with all 
the easy, fluid speed of an ice skater on 
a frozen lake. 

Calling roller blades a new type of 
roller skates is like saying Will 
Shakespeare and Sly Stallone both 
wrote popular drama. Once you’ve ex- 
periencéd them both, the technical sim- 
ilarities don’t seem terribly relevant. 

Roller blades are shaped just like 
hockey skates, with a tough plastic 
boot and a single blade underneath. 
The blade has four wheels (three in the 
very small skate sizes) embedded along 
it, letting you cut, turn, glide and do 
just about everything else you can do 
on ice, with the possible exception of 
stopping. (The first time you try a high- 
speed ice-skating stop on roller blades 
you learn a quick and unforgettable 
lesson in the critical difference between

frozen water, which gives a little, and 
concrete, which doesn’t.) A brake on 
the rear of one skate provides a func- 
tional (if less dramatic) alternative. 
Roller blades are expensive to buy 
(we’ve been quoted prices of between 
$85 and $229 a pair), but cheap to rent 
— Skates on Haight (1818 Haight; 
752-8375) rents them for $5 an hour 
($20 for 24 hours). 


BEST NEW DENTAL 
SERVICE 


IN THIS DAY and place it’s hard to 
find businesses that offer any sort of 
personalized service. That’s why it’s so 
refreshing to find a dentist who actually 
makes house calls. Jang and Associates 
have been making house calls for two 
years now, and the service has steadily 
increased in popularity. Dr. Fermin, 
who makes most of the house calls for 
the firm, says that the service is generally 
confined to San Francisco, although 
he has gone as far as San Mateo to seea 
patient at home. 

Many customers have found the $40 
surcharge for house calls well worth the 
price. Some choose the service out of 
convenience, or to expose young chil- 
dren to dentistry in a familiar atmos- 
phere; others who are handicapped or 
bedridden consider it essential. Dr. 
Fermin makes house calls on Tuesday 
and Thursday mornings, and the prac- 
tice has dentists available 24 hours for 
emergency work. 

A small truck carries the compact 
equipment, which allows the dentists to 
do cleanings, fillings, dentures, simple 
extractions and even X-rays in the 
homes of patients. While the house call 
idea makes good business sense by sup- 
plying a coveted service, these dentists 
also feel satisfaction in knowing that 
customers appreciate the availability of 
home dental work. Dr. Fermin says, 
with obvious pleasure, that patients 


often ask him why other doctors can’t 
offer the same service.

BLOODY MARY 


WE REMEMBER when Hamburger 
Mary’s used to be the only joint on the 
block, and when it was one of the places 
to go in San Francisco. The drinks were 
always good and strong and the am- 
bience was just about the same as the 
drinks. Times have changed, but Ham- 
burger Mary’s still makes the best 
Bloody Mary around, and the master is 
Dan. This is one bartender who actually 
makes the drink hotter if you ask, 
and he doesn’t just dump in a bunch of 
hot pepper sauce. Balance is one of the 
tricks, and a skilled hand makes all the 
difference. Unlike other cocktails, 
making a good Bloody Mary is almost 
like cooking. 

On Friday, Saturday or Sunday you 
can sit at the bar or lounge at one of the 
huge wooden tables and sip (or more 
appropriately, guzzle) Bloody Marys 
made by Dan for $2.50 a pop. These 
zesty beverages are still made the tradi- 
tional way, with tomato juice, Worces- 
tershire sauce, horseradish, celery salt, 
black pepper, hot sauce, a crispy stalk 
of celery and plenty of vodka. For 
purists, this is what makes a Bloody 
Mary a Bloody Mary — not the flavored 
vodkas, pickled vegetables and special 
juice so many upscale places use. 
Mary’s also serves big American break- 
fasts, so if your Bloody Mary con- 
sumption gets a little out of hand, 
there’s plenty of hearty food close by.

Jones gets many of her clothes from 
Goodwill, Thrift Town, Purple Heart 
and local retailers, although she occa- 
sionally makes pilgrimages to New 
York, where she finds the designers of- 
fer more selections. 

Whatever the source, Jones will fre- 
quently alter or accessorize an item to 
make it her own. ‘‘When I think about 
clothing I think about designing and 
what I would do to change something, 
an overhaul of what I think is constrict- 
ing or typical,’’ she says. 

In the future, Jones predicts that we 
will see more foreign styles and brightly 
colored fabrics appearing in popular 
fashion, primarily from India, the Mid- 
dle East and China. On the way out, 
she says, are huge pants hiked up with 
cinch belts and excessively large shoes. 

On the black clothing question Jones 
declares that, although fashion- 
conscious San Franciscans are all 
“perpetual children of the dark,’’ a 
black clothing backlash is coming and 
we will soon be seeing more color on the 
South-of-Market crowd. 


BEST-DRESSED

GENERALLY SPEAKING, the more 
you spend on a suit, the better the suit 
will be — in contrast to, say, a burrito, 
which has a certain intrinsic, spiritual 
quality that money cannot improve. In 
keeping with this democratic burrito 
spirit, our best-dressed man and 
woman were chosen for their innate 
sense of style, imagination, resourc 


fulness and practicality, rather than the 
price and prestige of their clothing. 
Tim Dale, owner of Eddie Jacks on 
Folsom, is in tune with the burrito 
fashion ethic.

“Anything goes,”’ he says. ‘‘I think 
people should use as much creativity 
and self-expression as possible. It’s not 
necessary to spend a lot of money.”’ 

On the pervasiveness of black 
clothing in the city, Dale concedes it has 
become overdone, but because of its 
practicality predicts the color is here to 
stay. “‘I find black addicting. You try 
and stay away from it because it’s so 
trendy, but nothing will ever beat 
black.”

chants were in the old days. In addition 
to fresh pasta from Auntie Pasta and 
breads from Fran Gage, Acme and 
Grace Baking, Euromarket has im- 
ported dry pasta from Hungary and 
Italy, in many fanciful shapes and sizes, 
that we haven’t found anywhere else in 
the Bay Area. 

The cheese case is filled with exotic. 
and difficult-to-find imported and 
domestic cheeses, some familiar and 
some rare, but all are kept in top condi- 
tion and offered at very reasonable 
prices. A full-service charcuterie with 
smoked, cured and peppered meats, 
fish and poultry makes planning dinner 
a breeze. Assorted olives, prepared 
foods and.a take-out shrimp cocktail 
for the ridiculous price of 99 cents are 
all tempting. Roasted nuts, imported 
baking chocolate, crackers and snacks 
line the shelves. If this isn’t enough to 
get you, then stop by for some Fono’s 
ice cream. Relax, shop and snack — 
what a great combination.

BEST TAMALES 


TAMALES HAVEN'T really caught 
fire in the Bay Area — with non-Latin 
folks, that is. Basically, a tamale is 
made from corn meal stuffed with 
meat, cheese, beans and other fillings, 
then wrapped in a banana or other 
green leaf or even a piece of parchment 
paper, tied with string and steamed or 
cooked in a small amount of liquid. The 
leaf is removed and the cooked product 
is a packet of dense cornmeal with a 
variety of fillings, simple or complex. 
These delicious surprise packages are 
downright cheap, selling for about 
$1.50 each, and they’re filling, 
nutritious and fun to eat. A lot of local 
restaurants and delis sell tamales, but 
our favorite is La Palma. Particularly 
tasty is the one filled with pork, olives, 
potato, rice and sometimes a cooked 
carrot or tomato — we think it’s a style 
from Nicaragua, but we’re not sure. 
The Salvadorean tamales are also very 
good, and the Mexican varieties can be 
wonderful, although usually simpler. At 
any rate, all the tamales served at La 
Palma’s Mexican delicatessen are sensa- 
tional. The plump packages are a perfect

BEST NOIR NOVELS 


BLACK LIZARD books publishes and 
re-publishes some of the best noir fic- 
tion ever written, bringing an unher- 
alded treasure trove back to life for a 
whole new generation of hard-boiled 
fiction fans while giving new authors a 
chance to show their skills in the field. 

The Berkeley-based imprint, a divi- 
sion of Creative Arts Book Co., has 
been going full-bore since the fall of 
1984. Since then Black Lizard has 
published more than 75 books, old and 
new — and they sport some of the best 
titles seen on the front of books since 
the invention of the printing press; 
titles like Death takes the Bus, I Wake 
Up Screaming, Kill the Boss Goodbye, 
You Play Black and the Red Comes Up 
and Dig My Grave Deep. 

You get the idea. These titles aren’t 
for readers looking for light, airy, un- 
challenging fiction. But they’re mas- 
terfully written, and the quality of the

published in French. 

Thompson, Goodis and a host of 
other past masters of the noir genre are 
included in Black Lizard’s catalog, 
along with an increasing number of 
present-day writers. ‘“We’re trying to 
find the writers who are doing all kinds 
of good suspense novels or psycholog- 
ical thrillers, along with noir,”’ 
Gifford says.

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compressed meat product that only 
comes in loaf form. That’s what comes 
in most turkey sandwiches, unless you 
go to a high-priced nouvelle establish- 
ment, in which case the sandwich is so 
gussied up with unpronounceable types 
of lettuce and condiments that the meat 
is unrecognizable anyhow. But the guys 
at Pete’s Barbeque in the Mission serve 
an unbeatable real turkey sandwich for 
$3.29. They ask you if you want white 
meat or dark, then slice a mound of 
meat off the bird, which is resting 
behind a glass counter. The sandwich 
consists of meat, bread, mayo, lettuce, 
tomato and salt and pepper — nothing 
more, nothing less. 

Bigger appetites can feast on huge 
meals of chicken, beef, pork or meaty 
pasta, baked potatoes, salad and roll 
for under $5. The atmosphere is of a 
bustling old-style neighborhood lunch 
counter, with clientele ranging from 
families down on their luck to the suit- 
and-tie crowd, all in need of a good 
meal for a reasonable price.

WEDDING 


HIDDEN ABOVE an unimpressive, 
cracked concrete wall at the corner of 
Lyon and Washington, the Sweden- 
borgian Church, built in 1895, sits 













among the plum trees and ferns of its 
Japanese-style garden, looking like a 
cross between an Italian villa and a 
Shinto temple. Inside, rough madrone 
trunks hold up the ceiling and hand- 
made chairs with twine seats solemnly 
face the altar, giving the place the 
serene air of a small rural chapel. The 
church also features landscape panels 
by painter William Keith and, on an in- 
conspicuous back shelf, a pinecone big- 
ger than your head. During weddings, a 
fire in the large fireplace and more than 
60 candles in iron holders light up the 
wood-paneled walls. 

The Swedenborgians, who might be 
described as mystical post-Lutherans, 
offer both a religious service and a con- 
temporary one that quotes Rainier 
Maria Rilke and Kahlil Gibran — you’re 
also welcome to write your own text. 
The church specializes in interfaith 
weddings. The minister there runs the 
show, but you can bring the religious 
leader of your choice to help conduct 
the ceremony. Past weddings have in- 
cluded ministers, rabbis and Buddhist 
monks. If you want a spiritual wedding 
but your beliefs don’t quite match 
those of any specific religion or 
denomination, this is the place for you. 

The fee, which covers the services of 
the pastor, a wedding hostess and the 
staff organist as well as the use of the 
church, garden and dressing rooms for 
one hour and 45 minutes, is a tax- 
deductible donation of $585 on 
weekends and holidays or $485 on 
weekdays. A special rate of $300 is 
available on weekdays for weddings 
with 200 guests or fewer.

IF YOU’RE after a wedding location 
that’s gorgeous — maybe even a little ex- 
travagant — the Kohl Mansion in Bur- 
lingame stands out from the area’s other 
stately homes.

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Tasting 

San Francisco’s 
best take-out 
pizza 


ETERMINING THE BEST pizza in 
San Francisco is a hellish task, but de- 
termining the best take-out pizza in 
San Francisco demands refinements 
of the palate almost unknown to the 
general population. Basically, what 
you need is a group of people, crazy 
with pizza lust, who will tolerate 
crust that’s been sitting in a card- 
board box for an hour, who will in- 
exhaustibly chow down on large 
numbers of pizzas and who, when 
it’s all over, will still be clearheaded 
enough to write down what they 
think about each one and use adjec- 
tives. Luckily, the Bay Guardian is 
blessed with a staff that can eat and 
write at the same time. 

Almost from the beginning, the piz- 
za crew asserted itself as a group of 
hard-line traditionalists, yearning for a thin-crust, greasy 
slice 0’ pie, hawk-eyed for any slide into pretentiousness and 
contemptuous of any ingredients it didn’t recognize or 
couldn’t pronounce. In all innocence, one of the gourmet 
pizza contenders had suggested its sauteed escarole pizza as 
a vegetarian selection — God only knows what would have 
happened had we fed these critics cooked lettuce pizza. It 
would have been a dark day for the pizza business, that’s all 
we can say. 

Although most tasters seemed to be searching for the per- 
fect ‘‘authentic’’ pizza, there are some awfully good Cali- 
fornia cuisine-type pizzas out there — good enough not to 
be ignored. Since traditional and upscale pizzas are such dif- 
ferent beasts, we knew it wouldn’t be possible to compare 
them directly, so we decided to split the tasting into a ‘‘nor- 
mal’’ pizza category and an ‘‘upscale’’ category, and pick a 
winner in each one. The major differences between the two 
are size (upscale is smaller), crust (upscale means corn meal) 
and ingredients (upscale doesn’t have pepperoni — the 
closest it comes is ‘‘fennel-spiced sausage’). As a sop to the 
non-carnivores among us, we tried a standard meat and a 
standard vegetarian type from each restaurant. 

Pizzas were rated according to several stringent criteria: 
There were the cheese and grease factors; the sauce and 
quality and freshness of the ingredients categories; the over- 
all personality and flavor of the pizza; and, lastly, the pizza’s 
appearance. Before announcing the winners, however, it 
should be mentioned that all the pizzas tasted were finalists 
in a process that spanned months and involved far too many 
lunchtime screening sessions. 

Ruby’s Gourmet Pizza ranked number one in the upscale cat- 
egory with a fennel-spiced sausage pizza that tasters described as 
“full of integrity,’’ a masterful blending of flavors and a look 
that was “‘rustic for sure.’’ In a surprise upset, Vicolo’s pizza 
came in behind Ruby’s. During the semifinals, Bay Guardian 
staffers had pronounced Vicolo’s the clear winner over Ruby’s. 
In the final round, however, Ruby’s sausage trounced Vicolo’s 
meat pizza. Vicolo’s exotic mushroom pizza, despite a crust 
that one taster described as ‘‘nouvelle particle board,”’ cruised 
ahead of Ruby’s sauteed leek pie to snag second place. 











THE WINNING PIZZA in the normal category came 
from Tommaso’s in North Beach. People seemed to 
like Tommaso’s meat for the very reasons they 
didn’t like its veggie — the meat was deemed a 
“normal” pizza, whereas the veggie, with its small 
little sprinkles of green onions, peppers, garlic 
and parmesan, was a little bit out of the normal 
range, and therefore a perfect target. 

Tommaso’s meat pizza gained points in the 
grease category (as one taster gushed, “grease 
pooled in little pepperoni hot tubs”). Tommaso’s 
also had a thin crust that people either found 
soggy or crunchy — it actually was split down the 
middle on this — but the consensus was that it 
was thin and therefore normal, and if it hadn’t 
been sitting so long it would have been great. The 
one detraction was that there was a definite lack 
of sauce, and the cheese, while adequate, 
gamered no raves. 

Most meat pizzas came out with higher 
averages than the veggies — perhaps because 
with the veggies there’s more room to go wrong 
with the toppings, and people are a lot more 
critical of flaccid green peppers than they are of 
a limp pepperoni. It could also be, of course, that 
Bay Guardian staffers are hopeless carnivores 
and don’t appreciate a good veg when they taste 
one. Whatever the reason, the pizza that came in 
second in the normal category, Padrino’s veggie, 
was an exception to almost every “rule” that 
asserted itself that fateful night. Not only was it 
the /ast pizza that we tasted, and therefore go- 
ing up against two handicaps — the increasing 
nausea of the participants and the increasing 
sogginess of the crust — but it was the only nor- 
mal veggie pizza that outranked its meat coun- 
terpart. Padrino’s meat pizza came in third, trail- 
ing the veggie by only half a point, and was there- 
fore remarkable for being one of the only pizzas 
that rated high with both vegetarians and pep- 
peroni freaks. 

Fans of North Beach Pizza can skip this para- 
graph because the fact that it ranked in the bot- 
tom half will probably not change anyone’s 
loyalties. Complaints were mainly that it was low 
on sauce. Tasters were alternately outraged or 
ecstatic that the pepperonis came under the 
cheese instead of on top. The cheese was either 
praised for making a strong showing or censured 
for being too forward. 

Golden Boy Pizza from North Beach came in 
dead last. One fan of Golden Boy’s pizzas theo- 
rized that its flavors are too delicately balanced 
to survive too long away from its native habitat. 
Although some people were appreciative of the 
sauce, the tasters were merciless when it came 
to the crust and many demanded more grease 
(“Grease could save this pizza”). On the other 
hand, as one taster put it in the “appearance” 
category, ‘Sure looks good at 2am.” |

BEST PLACE 
TO CATCH A 
CABLE CAR 


A RIDE ON one of these scenic road 
hazards, the charming machines that 
show you the true meaning of wind chill 
for a mere $2 or a flip of a FastPass, can 
still give a glow to even the most jaded 
San Franciscan. Unfortunately, 
waiting in line for a cable car, par- 


oodlink, 


ticularly during the summer tourist 
scourge, is guaranteed to dampen (if 
not kill) that glow. Our recommenda- 
tion for the shortest wait: California at 
Van Ness. 

The California line runs between the 
Embarcadero/Financial District and 
the midpoint of Van Ness, so it misses 
the most heavily trafficked tourist 
areas Fisherman’s Wharf, Chinatown 
and North Beach. There are great views 
along the way, too, as the car toils up 
Nob Hill, the natural obstacle whose 
existence justified the construction of 
the cable car lines in the first place. The 
lines at the downtown end usually 
aren’t bad either, but the shortest wait 
is at Van Ness. An added advantage is 
that, once you’ve disembarked 
downtown, you have the choice of 
BART or any one of a multitude of 
Muni lines to get you home. 

Of course, if you’re one of those 
rebel types who like to try to sneak onto 
a cable car without paying, you’d pro- 
bably slither a few blocks up California 
and board the car where it intersects 
with Leavenworth or Taylor.

SAN FRANCISCO needs a store like 
the Berkeley Bowl. It’s true, the 
“‘Bowl’’ used to be a bowling alley, and 
it basically has about as much charm 
and warmth as you’d expect a hol- 
lowed-out bowling alley to have. Not to 
worry, though — the food, and the

Berkeley foodies you’ll find shopping 
there, have enough charm and 
charisma for all the grocery stores in 
town. The wonderful thing about the 
Bowl is that everything is under one 
roof, and it’s all pretty cheap or at least 
fairly priced. It has everything you need 
for everyday cooking — oils, vinegars, 
spices and dried herbs, nuts, condi- 
ments, dairy products and plenty of 
fresh breads and tortillas, plus exotic 
produce, imported cheeses, free-range 
poultry, chemical-free meats and a 
fabulous fish market with staffers 
who actually know what they’re talk- 
ing about. 

The Bowl’s produce is the most im- 
pressive, though. There are at least 12 
different lettuces, organic and com- 
mercial, not including other greens 
like mustard, collard and chard. 
We’ve seen five different types of 
radishes, and during the summer there 
are at least four or five types of every 
kind of fruit available. You can 
choose from five kinds of Asian pears, 
eight types of apples, five varieties of 
plums — there are even three or four 
kinds of avocados. The Bowl’s great 
variety, and its consistency and level 
of excellence, are achieved in part by 
dealing with many local farmers: Local 
cheeses and even fresh flowers are 
featured here. The meat and fish 
markets are run by friendly, helpful 
people who seem to remain calm even 
when the place is packed, which it 
usually is.

HE COULD easily have given 
up when he was cast aside 
by three different major- 
league baseball teams. He 
might well have become 
embittered by failing to 
make the All-Star team or 
win the Cy Young Award 
after winning 20 or more 
games two years in a row. 
His head might have 
swelled after signing a 
million-dollar-per-year con- 
tract with the Oakland A’s, 
and then spun in disgust 
when Gooden, Clemens and 
Hershiser signed for two to 
three times as much. 

But David Keith Stewart 
— bom 32 years ago in 
Oakland and raised a mile 
away from where he now 
stares down and mows 
down opposing batters — 
has weathered professional 
sports’ most trying times 
with uncommon grace and 
dignity. Tapping a deep per- 
sonal well of self-respect, 
family pride and civic 
responsibility, Stewart (aka 
“Smoke” or “Stew” to his 
teammates; Keith to some 
of his five sisters and one 
brother) returnéd to Oak- 
» dand in 1986 and proved his 
previous managers wrong 
by ‘helping to pitch the 
Athletics into the World 
Series last year. 

More importantly, while 
colleagues were wallowing 
in adulterous affairs, laying 
down bets, racing around in 
flashy sports cars and 
otherwise succumbing to 
the temptations surround- 
ing today’s over-hyped hero 
and nouveau ridiculously 
rich, Stewart, as in- 
timidatingly macho as any, 
was quietly putting time 
and money back into his 
hometown. Whether shoot- 
ing pool or hoops with kids 
at the Oakland Boys Club, 
appearing in various Oak- 
land A’s charitable commu- 
nity projects or estab- 
lishing his own Kidscorps 
nonprofit foundation to 
fund recreational and 
educational youth pro- 
grams, Stewart brings 
generosity and compassion 
back home with little fan- 
fare, and restores a 
modicum of honor to 
America’s sullied pastime.

SAUL BLOOM modestly 
claims he’s simply the 
“public face” of the Arms 
Control Research Center, 
pointing out there are 36 
other people involved 
through various boards and 
committees. But he’s more 
than that: He’s the driving 
force behind ARC and a 
veteran of more than 13 
years of Bay Area disarma- 
ment campaigns. 

When Saul put ARC 
together in 1983, after six 
years with Greenpeace, he 
had a plan. He wanted to 
urge the Soviets to declare 
a unilateral test ban, and at 
the same time build a cam- 
paign against U.S. testing. 
Saul says he was laughed 
out of Washington, but in 
1985 the Soviets an- 
nounced a unilateral ban 
and ARC orchestrated the 
Site 300 protests against 
the testing of nuclear- 
weapons detonators at 
Livermore Labs. 

In 1984, Navy plans to 
expand in the Bay Area 
gave Saul something else 
he was looking for — a 
peace campaign that af- 
fected people where they 
lived and could influence 
national policy. He has 
worked doggedly against 
the militarization of the Bay 
as executive director of 
ARC, and managed the anti- 
Proposition S campaign 
last year. He is the one 
person most responsible 
for the fact that the 
USS Missouri is not 
based in San Francisco. 

ARC is preparing a six- 
year campaign against 
military toxic pollution and 
recently established the 
ARC Center for Peace and 
Progressive Politics. The 
center’s first project is The 
Fate of the Presidio con- 
ference Aug. 5th. 

Saul may say he’s only 
the public face, but he’s 
always the one who 
answers that phone late in- 
to the evening when we're 
scrambling around on 
deadline looking for some 
obscure fact about the 
military. He won’t tell us his 
hours, except to say that it’s 
a coup when he leaves work 
by 8 pm and that his doctor 
has wamed him to slow 
down. Take five, Saul, you’ve 
eamed it. 





LOCAL HEROES 


FLASH 
GORDON, MD 


SINCE SUFFERING a pair of 
heart attacks in 1987, Dr. 
Flash insists he has “cut 
back” on his schedule. 
These days he’s only the 
chief of medical staff, 
director of fundraising 
events and medical director 
of the medical section of 
the Haight Ashbury Free 
Clinic; a co-founder of 
HEAR, a project working to 
prevent deafness among 
musicians; chairman of the 
board of the Haight Ash- 
bury Switchboard (where 
he is working to set up a 
voice mail system for the 
homeless); an active 
member of the Bay Area 
chapter of Doctors Ought to 
Care (DOC); a crusader 
against smoking; part of a 
group trying to establish a 
free dental clinic in the 
Haight; and the organizer of 
five conferences on the 
Whole Earth ’Lectronic Link 
computer network. In his 
spare time, he’s invented 
cures for sunburn and men- 
strual cramps, among other 
things. (“I’ve never gotten 
around to marketing 
them,” he muses. “I sup- 
pose if | did | could make 
some money — maybe pay 
off a mortgage or 
something.”) 

Now that he’s trying to 
take it easy, how much time 
does he spend on the 
causes he cares about? 
“Well,” he says, “‘All of it, | 
guess. This is what I do.”

JULIA 
MIDDLETON 


THE HILL at Hunters Point 
is a tough place for a kid to 
grow up. Amid the dilapi- 
dated housing projects and 
glass-strewn streets, with 
no parks or movie theaters, 
there’s very little for a child 
to do for fun. 

“This is a blighted area,” 
says Julia Middleton, di- 
rector of the Hunters Point 
Community Youth Park. 
And if it weren’t for Mid- 
dleton — or “Aunt Bea,” as 
all the kids call her — there 
wouldn’t be any place for 
the kids to go after school 
or on long summer days. 

Fortunately for them, 
though, Middleton has kept 
the recreation park running 
for the past 22 years. 
About 150 kids, aged six to 
15 years, spend their sum- 
mer days at the Youth Park, 
taking classes in Afro- 
Haitian dance, ballet, arts 
and crafts or tennis, or just 
playing in a large, super- 
vised playground. 

Once a week as many kids 
as possible cram into a 
school bus and head away 
from the hill to parks in 
Walnut Creek, Cupertino, 
Mountain View and other 
grassy, outlying areas. At 
the Youth Park’s reading 
room, students receive one- 
to-one tutoring in reading. 

But more important than 
the Youth Park’s programs 
is the philosophy “Aunt 
Bea” tries to instill in the 
kids — that they are some- 
body, and with a little moti- 
vation and work, they can 


do whatever they want to 


do. She teaches them re- 
spect for themselves, and 
for each other. “We have all 
nationalities on this hill, 
and we have one thing in 
common — we're poor,” 
says Middleton. “That 
means you don’t pick on 
me, and | don’t pick on 
you.” 

For many of the kids 
“Aunt Bea” may be the only 
one who gives them a sense 
of importance and belong- 
ing. Most of the children 
come from homes with 
single working mothers. 
“Their mothers are ex- 
hausted, and some of them 
are not able to communi- 
cate with their children,” 
says Middleton. “The prob- 
lem with most of these kids 
is they just need someone 
to talk to. | listen to them, 
hear them out, and some- 
times | tell them how to 
handle things.” 

That means a lot to a kid 
in Hunters Point. “I'm their 
everything,” says Mid- 
dieton, chuckling with her 
characteristic phrase: 
“Bless their little hearts.”

LOCAL HEROES |" 


JEFF JONES 


“STATISTICS ARE in- 
credibly damning ” is a mot- 
to Jeff Jones lives by. In the 
last two years, he’s pub- 
lished two reports that have 
set San Francisco's arts 
bureaucracy reeling, and in 
the process created a new 
arena of political action. 

His first report, on the 
lack of minority represen- 
tation on the boards of San 
Francisco’s major arts 
organizations, spurred the 
city to set up an affirmative 
action task force for the 
arts. The second, released 
in April with the help of 
Russell Cramer, docu- 
mented ‘‘the institu- 
tionalized discrimination in 
San Francisco’s arts fund- 
ing patterns.” Already the 
City is looking at ways to in- 
crease public scrutiny of 
the arts funding process, to 
ensure that small and multi- 
cultural arts groups get a 
larger portion of city money 
— and Mayor Agnos has 
recently announced the 
creation of an arts liaison 
position, a position called 
for by the report and the 
newly created Arts Dem- 
ocratic Club, of which Jones 
is a co-founder. 

Since Jones moved to the 
Bay Area from Texas in 
1979, he has worked as a 
grant writer and adviser to 
arts organizations like the 
SF Mime Troupe, Mexican 
Museum, Lorraine Hans- 
berry Theater and the 
Dance Brigade, and is in- 
volved in lesbian/gay 
politics. He says his knowl 
edge of the local political 
situation has helped him 
turn the tables on the arts 
bureaucracy. “There are 
lots of studies done, but 
they never examine the 
values that generate the 
statistics. Those values are 
what really make the 
policies that decide where 
the money goes,” Jones 
says. “If you present 
statistics, people have to 
listen.” 

Jones’s reports are highly 
controversial, and not just 
at City Hall or in the 
organizations he criticizes. 
Many who support his ef- 
forts on behalf of small and 
multicultural arts groups 
are wary of his politicking 
or disagree with some of his 
findings. But he’s taken a 
strong stand in the name of 
art, and made people from 
the Symphony to City Hall 
take notice.

Belgian beer is taking the Bay Area 
by storm — and our panel 
of tasters discovered why 


THE BELGIANS are taking the Bay Area by storm — Belgian 
beers, that is. For many years now, visitors to Belgium have 
savored the wide variety of specialty beers that the tiny nation pro- 
duces, but it’s only recently that these potent brews have gained 
enough of a following in the United States to be widely distributed 
— and then only a few of the more well-known brands. 

But now beer lovers by the score are discovering what the 
cognoscenti have known all along — Belgium makes some of the 
most original beers in the world. The variety alone is stunning: In 
his 1986 Pocket Guide to Beer, beer expert Michael Jackson 
estimated that the tiny country produces more than 500 beers. 
Even little villages will often have their own special beer. 

Then there is the originality of the styles: Some Belgian beers are 
made without yeast, some without hops. Some are more like a 
sparkling wine than what we think of as beer. There are the 
famous kriek (cherry) beers, raspberry beers and “‘white’’ wheat 
beers, some spiced with coriander and curacao. Probably the most 
famous are the monastery-brewed beers, the strong, heavy ‘“Trap- 
pistes.’’ There are only five monastic breweries still operating, but 
numerous other beers are brewed in the abbey style. 

Other characteristics of Belgian beers that we might find odd 
include the amount of sediment many contain, the use of corks 
rather than caps for some types and the fact that a number of 
them are better aged than they are fresh. 

Although more new Belgian beers are pouring into the Bay 
Area all the time, particular types can still be hard to find. Ex- 
cept for the very top names like Chimay and Duvel, U.S. 
distribution of these beers is a bit spotty. Then there’s the prob- 
lem of transportation: Some Belgian beers just don’t travel well. 
Some types are more dependable than others, but it can ruin 
your taste for experimentation to bring home a rather pricy bot- 
tle of beer only to find that it’s gone bad. Still, we think you’ll 
agree that it’s worth the risk, when there are so many really dif- 
erent tastes to be explored. 

We decided to do a tasting of some of the best Belgians 
available in the Bay Area, to give you an idea of what you can 
expect. We knew that any kind of ranking — a search for that 
elusive ‘‘best’’ — would be difficult, given the individuality of 
each of these beers (and let’s face it, they’re a// pretty damn 
good). But then we thought, who better than our crack panel of 
tasters, with their experienced beer palates and pithy insights, to 
comment on the beers’ characteristics and, finally, choose one as 
the most appealing — yes, the best — of the Belgians? 

Because they’re so different from any other type of beer, we 
decided not to include the fruit Belgians in the tasting. The seven 
beers we did taste represent a good selection of what’s available 
in the Bay Area, and include several monastery or monastery- 
style beers and two white beers. The tasting was blind, and the 
contenders were judged according to appearance, aroma, head 
and taste. When the final tally was taken, the point spread be- 
tween these beers was not very large — all ranked quite highly. 

The beer our tasters ranked first, Maredsous ($2.25/12-ounce 
bottle), is an abbey-style beer made by the Moortgat Brewery in 
Flanders. Maredsous is a rich, deep amber color with reddish 
tones and has a dense, long-lasting head that one taster described 
as ‘“‘the color of cream.’’ It has a ‘‘good, deep”’ aroma that “‘lets 
you know you’re about to meet a real beer.’’ The brew itself was 
pronounced ‘‘very appealing’’ (one just wrote ‘‘HMM! good’’), 
nicely balanced, with a deep, chocolaty taste and a good finish. 
Its richness and delicate balance are what put this beer over the 
top. Unfortunately, one beer retailer told us he had stopped car- 
rying Maredsous because too many of the bottles had gone bad. 
You’ll have to take your chances — ours were just fine. 

In second place we had a tie between two devils: Duvel (which 
means devil), again by the Moortgat Brewery, and Satan Ale, a 
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Brother Jim savors a glass of abbey-style Belgian beer. 


dark horse from Brewery De Block. Duvel ($9.29/four-pack), 

an all-malt, top-fermenting beer, is dubbed ‘‘the world’s most 
beguiling beer’’ by Michael Jackson. It is a pale golden color, with 
a head several tasters described as ‘‘impressive.’’ Tasters found the 
aroma ‘“‘complex and floral’’ or ‘‘fruity,’’ and the taste itself was 
“‘delicate,”’ “‘subtle and intriguing”’ and an “‘original and 
complicated combination that comes off very well.’’ All in all, a 
“very tasty brew.” 

The other second-place winner, Satan ($5.99/750-milliliter bot- 
tle), is an ale similar in style to the abbey-made brews. Several 
tasters characterized its deep amber color as ‘“‘lovely,”’ and its 
lacy, foamy, long-lasting head met with universal approval. Most 
found its aroma pretty faint, though some found it ‘‘lightly 
fruity.’’ The fruitiness was quite definitely remarked upon in the 
taste — some found it too fruity and sweet, while others thought 
it ‘perfectly balanced”’ and a ‘‘good, light, summertime béer.’’ 

Chimay ($4.99/750 ml.), a “‘Trappiste’’ ale that is probably 
the most well-known Belgian beer in the United States, was 
ranked third (we tasted the Chimay Red; there’s also a White, a 
Blue and a Grande Reserve). It was very clear, with a deep red- 
brown color our tasters found ‘‘rich’’ and ‘‘warm.”’ It had a 
fine, medium-sized, long-lasting head and a “‘satisfying,’’ deep 
aroma. The taste was ‘‘surprisingly delicate, given the color and 
aroma,’’ ‘‘multilayered and complex,”’ yet balanced. Some, 
however, felt that its taste was not quite as good as its looks. 

Next in rank was the Grand Cru Hoegaarden ($6.49/four- 
pack), a white beer from the De Kluis brewery made exclusively 
from barley malt. This beer has a medium amber color, a ‘‘good, 
solid, foamy’’ head with ‘‘staying power”’ and a fruity, bit- 
tersweet aroma that most found pleasant but too weak. While it 
was less rich than the other beers, the panelists found it to be 
complex and interesting. It was characterized as ‘alternately 
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fruity and bitter,’’ ‘‘clean and well-balanced,”’ ‘‘earthy’’ and 
“full but not heavy.”’ 

Orval ($3.49/12 0z.), brewed by the Orval Trappist Monas- 
tery, was ranked fifth. Its orange-gold-color was beautiful and 
very distinctive, but the pungent aroma scared off a number of 
tasters, and the enormous head overwhelmed the rest (as one 
plaintively remarked, ‘‘Where’s the beer?’’). Although it had 
some fans, this beer got mixed reviews in the taste category — 
while one panelist thought it had a ‘‘nutty, good taste for a 
lighter beer,’ another felt it was ‘‘a real disappointment, con- 
sidering how good it looks.’’ Several characterized it as too 
strong and smoky, and most found it strange, to say the least. 

The beer our panel ranked last, Dentergems ($4.99/750 ml.), is 
a white ale from Brewery Riva. Very few of the tasters cared for 
the pale lemon-yellow color, and most found the head too 
wimpy, though dense. Almost everyone approved of the smell, 
though, characterizing it as ‘‘intriguing,’’ ‘‘pungent,”’ ‘‘floral/ 
fruity/spicy’’ and ‘“‘like being outside in a field.”’ The taste, 
however, proved to be foo fruity and sweet for a majority of the 
panel, prompting comparisons to Herbal Essence Shampoo, 
lemon-scented dish soap and wine coolers. The beer’s defenders 
dubbed it “‘light yet complex,”’ and ‘‘spicy, and interesting 
enough to be worth several tries’’; one contended 
that, ‘‘Although this beer is kind of weird, I liked it for its in- 
dependent taste and wonderful aroma.”” 

If you want to try some Belgian beers at home, you shouldn’t 
have to do much hunting, though finding a particular brand can 
be tricky. Specialty wine shops like the Cannery Wine Cellars, 

T Marasco and the California Wine Merchant have a good selec- 
tion, as does the Liquor Barn. You can also sample a variety of 
Belgians at the Toronado bar on Haight and at Mrs. Coffee and 
Belgian Bistro restaurant in Livermore. a 
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usual coffee variations, tea_and soft 
drinks. A small number of prepared 
salads, cream cheese and pate are also 
available. Stop by for a quick nosh or 
stock up with an assorted bag of bagels 
for Sunday mornings. Prices are 40 
cents a bagel or $4.80 per dozen.

BEST MUNI 
ROUTE 


VERY FEW San Franciscans take the 
Muni for fun — in fact, most would be 
aghast at the idea. But as far as scenery 
goes, Muni has some of the best in the 
country to work with. Plenty of the 
buses wind their ways up steep hills 





with spectacular views, past quaint 
houses and through pretty parks. For 
our money, though, the best is the 
J-Church line from Dolores Park to 
24th Street, or vice versa. 

For starters, the J-Church streetcar 
has big windows, unlike most of the 
buses, so the view can be truly 
panoramic. Also, you can actually see 
through most streetcar windows, 
unlike the badly scratched, opaque ver- 
sions on the buses. And you can always 
sit so you’re facing the right direction 
(in this case, north) on a streetcar. 

There are lots of beautiful old houses 
along this route, Victorian and other- 
wise, and at one point the tracks run 
through neighborhood backyards. 

But the capper is the view. As the 
streetcar rises above the lush greenery 
of Dolores Park, you see the city spread 
out below you, the towers of the Finan- 
cial District looming in the distance 
and, even further beyond, the Bay and 
the East Bay hills. At night, the multi- 
tude of lights is breathtaking. As you 
glide along the tracks, high above the 
city, you truly feel like you’re on top of 
the world.

SUMMER IN the city calls for sweet 
refreshments, but summer in San Fran- 


cisco demands nutritious, all-natural - 


snacks. What could satisfy both your 
granola-hungry conscience and your 
ice cream craving better than a 
canteloupe popsicle?

BEST PLACES TO 
SEE GRAFFITI ART 


GRAFFITI: SOME call it art, some catl 
it vandalism. Some, no doubt, are 
wondering how the term ‘‘Best Of” can 
be applied to such a subject. 

Despite the official campaign to 
eradicate all forms of graffiti, several 
Bay Area artists have gone way beyond 
the mundanity of the scrawls and squig- 
gles on the bus. These artists create 
mind-blowing murals that aren’t the 
public menace that the Powers That Be 
would have you believe, but an impor- 
tant, challenging and often political art 
form. This is the work we turn your at- 


tention to, and not the ‘tags’’ scribbled 
on buses and walls all over the city. 

There are several places that are well- 
known in San Francisco as the spots 
where the best ‘‘writers’’ maintain an 
ever-changing flow of spray-can art. Ar- 
tistic challenges go up, new styles are 
employed, yet the results are often fleet- 
ing. A piece —a full-sized mural — some- 
times lasts only a matter of days before 
another writer replaces it with a new 
creation. 

The following three locations are con- 
sidered by writers to be the best places to 
have a piece ‘“‘seen’’ by others, and 
they’re also very accessible for viewing. 
However, spray-can art can pop up just 
about anywhere — literally overnight 
— so keep your eyes peeled. 

The grandstands at Crocker Amazon 
playground have been transformed into 
a blocky concrete canvas, with the best 
work covering the southwest softball 
stands. The most visible and most fren- 
zied spray-can site is a parking lot on 
Market Street at the base of Franklin, 
where new pieces seem to go up all the 
time. A third stomping ground is Silver 
Terrace playground on Silver near Bay- 
shore, where the outfield walls hold 
smaller, more contained pieces. 

So get out there and decide for your- 
self: Is it vandalism or is it art?

ALL RIGHT, so there is only one 
brewpaper in the Bay Area, at least that 
we know of. But even if there were hun- 
dreds, we’d still like the California 
Celebrator. The writers and editors of 
this Pleasanton-based bimonthly news- 
paper know their stuff well enough to 
satisfy the most demanding beer afici- 
onado, while the articles are entertain- 
ing enough to capture the attention of 
anyone even marginally interested in 
beer. 

Publishers Brett and Julie Nickels 
started the paper just about a year anda 
half ago with a 12-page, 10,000-circula- 
tion issue. Since then the paper has 
doubled in size and more than tripled in 
circulation. ‘‘We’re quite surprised,”’ 
Brett Nickels says of the paper’s suc- 
cess. ‘‘It’s grown a lot quicker than we 
thought.’’ Nickels plans to publish the 
Celebrator monthly by early next year. 

The paper, which can be found in 
brewpubs, homebrew shops and many 
retail beer outlets (it’s also available by 
subscription for $10 a year from Box 
9001 #152, Pleasanton 94566), includes 
articles about homebrewing and dif- 
ferent types of beers from around the 
world, and is the most up-to-date 
source on California’s microbreweries, 
brewpubs and beer events.

The 
Day culminated in ‘‘The Blue Cowboy 
‘Reno-Style’ Lounge Show,”’ a first 
this year, where the Maestro sat at a 
little electric piano — ‘“‘I bought this 
for my daughter but she never played 
it’? — and sang his new songs in a 
casual style he says was inspired by 
midnight lounge shows he’s seen in 
Reno and Tahoe. 

The Maestro, a seventh-generation 
Californian, grew up on a 300-acre 
dairy farm in San Luis Obispo. He likes 
Western movies and listens to country 
& western music. For the last 20 years 
he’s been a full-time artist, with a house 
full of paintings to prove it. ‘“That’s 
what I’m doing it all for,’’ he explains, 
“because someday I’ll be gone but the 
paintings will still be there.’” The cow- 
boy element is his way of identifying 
himself as an American artist. He’s 
never been offered a gallery or museum 
show, ‘“‘but I’ve got my show once a 
year, and that’s all the strokes I need. 
The money I make is the applause and 
the people that come.”

with dry chili, onion, green onion and 
cashews), Pad Pak Ped Ped (broccoli, 
cauliflower, cabbage, garlic and hot 
chili) and, Mark’s pride and joy, Kang 
Ped (chicken curry).

DIVORCE LAWYER 


IN A DECADE of weak handshakes, 
attorney Ann Graham’s unfashionably 
strong, friendly grip, like her un- 





























































qualified idealism and commitment, 
comes as a pleasant surprise. Graham, 
a family law specialist and veteran of 
‘several hundred’’ divorce cases, has 
spent most of her 12-year law career in- 
volved in domestic violence issues and 
follows a simple philosophy: ‘‘What- 
ever will keep women safe, whether 
through the police, whether through 
the courts, anything.” 

Graham, who holds both a law degree 
and.a master’s in history from UCLA, 
became interested in domestic violence 
during her first job as a general practice 


lawyer in Palm Dale. ‘‘At first only a few ' 


women would come out and say they 
had been abused, but then I began to 
ask; nine out of ten had been beaten.’ 

Shortly after her experience at Palm 
Dale, Graham moved to San Fran- 
cisco, and began volunteering at the 
Battered Women’s Resource Center. 
Eventually Graham opened her own 
low-cost legal clinic, charging one-half 
to two-thirds the normal rate for legal 
counseling, and doing restraining 
orders on a sort of do-it-yourself basis 
for $40 to $60 dollars rather than the 


usual $500 to $750. 

“There’s a hell of a lot of violence 
out there and it seemed to me that there 
was a lot more demand than resources 


to meet the demand,’’ Graham says. 


“So, I decided that’s what I want to do 


and I did it.” 


Soon Graham became immersed in 


the issue. In addition to lecturing and 


testifying before numerous groups and 
boards, she also worked as a volunteer 
for Legal Action for Women and the 
San Francisco Bar Association re- 
straining order clinic. As an executive 
member of the San Francisco Bar Asso- 
ciation’s family law section, Graham 
has also helped draft various legislation 
to protect battered women. 

Jolene Jacobs, owner of the Divorce 
Center of California on Market, calls 
Graham ‘‘Intellectually vigorous, 
scrupulously honest and very funny. 
She works two cents worth for every 
penny she gets.” 


BEST 
BANNER MAKERS 


WHAT DID the 1986 birthday party for 
the queen at Buckingham Palace and the 
1976 celebration of African Liberation 
Day at the Berkeley Black Panthers’ 
headquarters have in common? Banner 
Arts supplied the banners for both the 
royal festival and the political shindig. 

Banner Arts was formed in London by 
John Dugger, who is originally from Cal- 
ifornia and specializes in what he calls the 
“New Banner’’: a political art form that 
he says grew out of the movement to 
“take art into the streets.”’ The company, 
which moved to San Francisco last May 
Day, is one of the most respected of all 
banner makers. For four years it was the 
official house banner maker to the 
famous Greater London Council. 

Much more than its reputation, how- 
ever, makes Banner Arts’ the better ban- 
ner. Its hangings are sturdier than most: 
Their design is based on the technology of 
backpacks, with rugged material and 
mountaineering ties. One banner even 
stood up to a gale-force storm in Bahrain. 
In addition, these are some of the biggest 
banners around — one five-story banner 
graced the Heal’s Building in London. 
They can be sporty, too: One 
1,000-square-footer hung from the walls 
of a London gymnasium. And Banner 
Arts banners can rock. When The Clash 
wanted a backdrop for their stage per- 
formance, they came to Banner Arts. 
Best of all, Banner Arts is situated on 
York Street, in the highly reputed Guard- 
ian Building.

TO FIND 
SOUTHWESTERN 
FURNISHINGS 


THE LATEST trend in home 
decorating is to mix several styles of 
furnishings, and Southwestern fur- 
nishings have become hot items 
because they’re so flexible. The em- 
phasis on warm colors, distinct pat- 
terns and nostalgic antiques are just a 
part of what makes this style adaptable 
to so many settings. Yet, despite its in- 
creased popularity, there are only a few 
local stores that specialize in the South- 
west style. 

Of these, Galisteo Showroom and 
Furnishings is the largest at 8,000 
square feet.

BEST PLACE TO GET 
A PARKING TICKET 


PARKING IN San Francisco is a spec- 
tator sport. On a Friday evening in 
North Beach hundreds of pedestrians 
and drivers gaze in wonder as the pro- 
fessional parker, a godlike figure in the 
form of an everyday driver, pulls into a 
space that magically appeared just 
before the blessed vehicle. 

At rush hour on Thursday in the 
Financial District, cynical stockbrokers 
place bets on how long the befuddled 
tourist at the wheel of the yellow RV 
will drive the same four blocks before 
realizing that there are no parking 
places between 4 and 6 pm. 

In the sporting spirit, then, we 
thought you should know the ‘“‘best’’ 
place for parking tickets — the one area 
where you can be sure you’ll find your 
windshield decorated with the dreaded 
but oh-so functional parking violation 
package — the ticket and attached 
matching, self-addressed (but not 
stamped) envelope. 

We called Phil Chin, the director of 
the San Francisco Parking Authority, 
for the scoop. Chin confirmed that the 
Financial District between 4 and 6 pm is 
the highest-risk area — in fact, he guar- 
anteed a ticket to the illegal parker, with 
towing a likely result. Chin urges drivers 
to respect and obey all parking laws. 

But here at the Guardian we like a 
good fight. So we asked Chin the best 
place not to get a parking ticket. Being 
an official of the Parking Authority, 
Chin responded that the best way to 
avoid a ticket was to find a legal space. 
Now we know that’s not always possi- 
ble, so we investigated further. 

Extensive in-house research has 
shown that parking on corners without 
handicapped ramps is a viable alter- 
native to the safe, legal spot, and is an 
option used regularly in many neigh- 
borhoods. Of course, there’s no 
guarantee you won’t get a citation 
($10), but we’re talking sport here: And 
after half an hour of driving around 
your neighborhood at midnight, even 
the most law-abiding and timid parker 
should seize the first appropriate cor- 
ner and claim it as his or her own. 
Watch for and avoid the handicapped 
ramps, though. Blocking one of those 
isn’t just mean, it’s stupid — the tickets 
are quite expensive. 

But don’t call us if you get a ticket. 
It’s a brutal world out there on the 
streets of San Francisco and you and 
your car on on your own. 


MOST RIDICULOUS 
URBAN FAD 


BOY, THOSE four-wheel drives are 
great. When you’re trying to pull a fully 
loaded horse trailer up a slick, rutted hill 
there’s nothing better..Or what about 


those mad jaunts off road, tearing ass 
down a muddy streambed or maybe run- 
ning over a few desert tortoises just to 
hear ’em pop? Yahoo! 

But c’mon, do you really need four 
wheels of traction to truck on down to the 
local Safeway and pick up a few brews 
and a TV Guide? You’d think so, given 
the number of Jeeps, Samurais, 
Troopers, Subaru wagons and whatnot 
you see on the city streets these days. 

We called around to some dealers to 
ask how many of their 4X4 customers 
ever actually engage that second axle. 
“The truth? You want the truth? Maybe 
2 to 5 percent,” says Donald James, who 
sells Isuzus for a Serramonte dealership. 

The truth was perhaps best captured 
by a slogan we once saw painted on the 
back of a Jeep: ‘‘You can tell the men 
from the boys by the price of their toys.” 
Even when it’s a couple buying the car, 
James says, it’s always the man who 
decides to spring for four-wheel drive. 
His excuse: not having to use chains for 
those occasional trips to Reno. ‘‘And 
nine out of ten times he isn’t going to shift 
it into four-wheel drive except in the first 
few months, to show off.” 

James defends most 4WD vehicles, 
saying they’re very versatile — great for 
hauling groceries or for taking the kids 
out fishing. And at the price of cars these 
days, James says, “folks want a car that 
will do everything.” 

But that doesn’t excuse the city 
dwellers who buy these vehicles just to 
look manly in a rustic sort of way. Why 
else would they plop down $2,000 or so 
extra for an option that doesn’t increase 
gas mileage, won’t make it easier to park 
and, in short, they’ll never use? 

And there’s often more than the pur- 
chase price at stake here. Some people 
pile thousands of dollars more on top of 
the original price of the vehicle for fancy 
off-road options like multiple shocks and 
what Mike Koenig, manager of East Bay 
Four Wheel Drive in Livermore, calls 
“excessive-size tires.”’ 

“A lot of the kids who buy these things, 
maybe 50 percent of them, don’t ever go 
off road,’’ says Koenig. And what’s hot, 
we asked him, for these kids who want to 
look bad in the Safeway parking lot? 
“Lots of things that are chrome.” 


BEST BAY AREA 
TOUR GUIDE 


SAMUEL JOHNSON once said, 
““When a man is tired of London, he is 
tired of life; for there is in London all 
that life can afford.’’ The same might 
well be said of the Bay Area — we just 
need a little help waking up 
sometimes. Normally, guided tours do 
just the opposite: A monotone tour 
guide pointing out the Golden Gate 
Bridge from the window of a red 
double-decker bus is enough to pro- 
voke a yawn from anyone. 

Kay Grant’s Near Escapes is em- 
phatically not that kind of tour service. 
Grant creates her tours with area 
residents in mind — people who want to 
experience the Bay Area from a dif- 
ferent perspective. For instance, a trip to 
the ballpark or to the auto races may be 
entertaining, but it’s seldom memorable 
unless someone else provides the excite- 
ment. Not so when you go with Near 
Escapes — Grant arranges for you to ride 
around a racetrack at racing speed or 
walk through the locker rooms and onto 
the field at Candlestick Park. There are 
also tours to such exotic sites as the 
Colma cemeteries, where famous San 
Franciscans are buried. 

Grant began Near Escapes nearly 
four years ago, after having arranged 


offbeat excursions for friends and _ 


organizations for some time before 
that. A monthly calendar of the 
group’s events costs $10 per year, but 
anyone is welcome to join any of the 
tours; prices vary with each trip. Grant,

LOW-LIFE BAR 


THIS IS a tricky one: publicizing a low- 
life bar is a contradiction in terms. 
Low-lifes don’t want publicity, they 
want to drink in places where they 
don’t have to deal with that sort of has- 
sle. And it’s not just publicity that a 
patron of a low-life bar wants to avoid: 
It’s also all the airheads who flounce 
from trendy bar to trendy bar, annoy- 
ing — and eventually driving off — 
anyone who sat at the bar for a peaceful 
cocktail for years before it became a 
watering hole for the ruthlessly hip. 

With that warning out of the way, 
it’s our pleasure to dub the Uptown 
best low-life bar. There are a variety of 
reasons. The Uptown sports a good 
group of regulars who will put up with 
just about anything except the afore- 
mentioned trendies. That steady 
clientele is in residence fairly regularly, 
en masse or singly, and basically con- 
trols the tone of the bar. 

The Uptown’s decor (low-lifes don’t 
care about these things) is utilitarian — 
your basic bar, your basic booths, your 
basic bathrooms. There are some 
couches, a pool table, a jukebox. It’s 
not real clean, but we’ve seen worse. 
We’re talking no distractions from the 
basic business, which is drinking. 

The trendies have actually invaded 
the Uptown to some extent — on the 
weekends you’ll see a some black clothes 
and bleached hair.

BEST PLACE 
TO SELL BOOKS 


THERE ARE lots of good bookstores 
that buy books in the Bay Area, but the 
best one for you depends on alot of dif- 
ferent variables, like the book’s age, 
condition, subject and desirability. 
This might sound like advice from a 
corporate sales seminar, but you can’t 
go wrong as long you know your pro- 
duct. Some bookstores will buy almost 
anything, but they’ll offer lower prices. 
The more specialized the store, the 
higher the price it will offer for 


something it wants — but the buyers* 


will probably turn up their noses at 
those mass-market paperbacks you’re 
trying to unload. 

Green Apple buys good mass- 
market paperbacks and other books 
for up to 25 percent of their cover price 
(especially mysteries and good fiction). 
The store will go up to 25 to 30 percent 
if it’s a book that is in demand or looks 
interesting. Owner Richard Savoy 
describes Green Apple as a generalist 
bookstore with lots of books on 
literature, art, cooking, philosophy, 
natural history and like topics. (There’s 
also a sizeable New Age collection.) 
Unlike many bookstores, Green Apple 
will take book-club books if they look 
like they can be sold. In general, the 
price you’re offered depends on the 
cover price of the book you’re selling. 

Aardvark’s Used Books usually pays 
20 percent of the book’s cover price in 
cash for paperbacks, and 30 percent of 
the cover price in trade. However, the 
buyers don’t always choose to buy in- 
expensive paperbacks. Aardvark’s will 
pay more for hardcover books, but 
prices them more on a book-by-book 
basis. Although Aardvark’s is generally 
more selective than Green Apple, the 
store does offer higher prices for books 
that it wants. 

The rule of thumb here: If it’s new 
and upscale or old and rare, try Aard- 
vark’s before Green Apple. If the book 
appears valuable or interesting, Aard- 
vark’s will sometimes offer a percen- 


flexible about giving either cash or 
trade.

DECORATION 


WHICH CAME first, the name or the 
decoration? That was the question we 
put to the owner of the Crystal Pistol 
bar on Valencia, taking him away from 
cleaning that establishment’s extraor- 
dinary objet d’art. 

Stories abound on the origin of the 
pistol. Regulars spin myriad tales about 
how it came to the bar. The owners let 
them create whatever tale they like. In 
fact, we’re not too sure the tale we got 
was the real one. 

The owner told us he wasn’t quite 
sure. It seems he and the other owner 
were in the process of getting the bar 
opened at the same time a friend was 
desperately scouring the city for a 
crystal pistol. The two pursuits were 
not connected. Finally the pistol-seeker 
found a woman who knew pretty much 
everything that was floating around the 
city’s antique and curio shops, and she 
assured him there were no crystal 
pistols in San Francisco. A week later 
he got a call from the same woman — 
she’d just received a glass pistol, made 
in Belgium, that was exactly what he 
was looking for. 





The Crystal Pistol was born. The bar 
opened with the suggestive (to say the 
least) ornament hung prominently 
above the bar. Not too big, the glisten- 
ing, rounded shape of the pistol is not 
an immediate eye-catcher. Many cus- 
tomers burst out with ‘‘There it is!’’ 
when they first glimpse its not-too- 
subtle shape. 

So when you visit the Crystal Pistol, 
check out the pistol above the bar as 
you enter, then visit the ‘‘sin bin’’ in 
the back, where some of the best music 
and dancing in the city is currently 
happening.

Luckily, the Bay Area has 
enough farmers’ markets to suit 
everyone’s taste — it just makes pick- 
ing a ‘‘best’’ one all that more difficult. 

Among farmers market aficionados 
and those in the know about produce, 
though, one name keeps cropping up: 
the Marin County Farmers Market in 
San Rafael. The Alemany market has 
more sellers, and the Heart of the City 
market in Civic Center has a more 
cosmopolitan, ethnically diverse 
character (not to mention the fact that 
it’s so convenient for those who work 
downtown), but the Marin market has 
an amazing variety of high-quality pro- 
duce and specialty items that just can’t 
be matched. 

OK, it’s a bit upscale. But it has 
organic veggies, specialty veggies, 
regular veggies, fruit, nuts, fish, shell- 
fish, a wide variety of cheeses and jams, 


honey, eggs, organically raised beef 
and more. 

The market runs every Thursday 
(year-round) and Sunday (May- 
November), with between 60 and 70 
sellers each day during the peak 
times. Of these, 15 to 20 are certified 
organic farmers. The number of 
patrons each market day can reach 
6,000 during peak times. The Thursday 
market is in its seventh season, while 
the Sunday one is itrits sixth. 

As for atmosphere, one farmer who 
regularly sells there describes it as 
“‘relaxed’’ — what else, in Marin?

BEST PLACE TO 
PLAY PICKUP 
VOLLEYBALL 


CHOOSING THE best volleyball site 
from the vast number of courts in the 
Bay Area is a massive task. After all, 
with just a volleyball and anet any open 


area can be transformed into a court. 
But for the occasional, spur-of-the- 
moment player, there’s only one place 
to go: Stinson Beach. 

At Stinson you can enjoy the 
pleasures of the summertime sunshine 
and (relatively) warm temperatures, as 
well as a view of the ocean, some scantily 
clad people and the rolling waves. 

Stinson’s playing surface is the best 
there is. Though hard on the leg 
muscles, sand allows players to play 
with ‘abandon, diving and digging 
without the use of knee or elbow pads. 
Volleyball started on the beach, and 
that’s where it should be played. 

A drawback to many other potential 
volleyball sites is that many parks and 
recreation centers provide only the 
poles to hang the nets on, and the occa- 
sional player may or may not have a 
ball or anet. You shouldn’t be required 
to have equipment when you get an 
urge to play, and at Stinson, the net and 
ball are provided for free in exchange 
for a driver’s license. 

Another advantage to Stinson is that, 


‘unlike many recreational centers and 


sports facilities that have ‘‘open play’’ 
only on certain days, the beach is open 
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Fresh, locally grown fruit is a staple of the Marin County Farmers Market.

We found that the traditional 
places — the ballpark, at streetside 
stands and in bars — are still the best, and 
make you feel positively patriotic just 
wielding a bun-sheathed wiener.

We sent gastronomical guerrillas out to 
judge every recommendation we received 
for best hot dog, but found we couldn't 
narrow it down to just one place. (Unfor- 
tunately, Kaspar’s Original Hot Dog on 
4521 Telegraph in Oakland, widely 
acknowledged to be one of the best in 
both ambience and quality of dog, was 
closed for vacation during our tasting 
period — check it out anyway.) 

These five venues hold the 
standard for hot dogs, rated on a scale of 
zero to five on ambience, taste, suitability 
as a phallic symbol and condiments. 


TOP DOG 


2534 Durant, Berk. 

Since 1966, Top Dog has 
been a Berkeley tradition, 
serving nine varieties of 
wieners, including a New 
York kosher-style all-beef 
frank, smoked bratwurst 
and Calabrese. 

There are now two other 
locations, in North Berkeley 
and Montclair — but the 
original place Is the best. 
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Top Dog consists.of a small 
“counter with a few stools, 
anarchist slogans on the 
walls and anarchic ordering 
— the bizarre mix of 
Telegraph regulars and frat . 
rats just yell out their orders 
as they decide. If you believe 
that flag burning is the 
ultimate in patriotic acts, then 
Top Dog is an all-American 
wiener stand, 


VSVVV 


All nine varieties have their 
own fan club, but our tasters 
especially raved about the 
Kielbasa, saying it could 
convert a vegetarian. Upon 
ordering, it’s moved from the 
low-heat grill where it's been 
percolating to the hot grill, 
arriving in perfect flavor in a 
great seeded sourdough roll 
that's not too tough or too 
soft.

Besides a ballpark, a street 
side stand is the ultimate way 
to buy a hot dog, especially 
with the fresh Bay wind blow- 
ing through the sauerkraut 
like the sweet breath of morn- 
ing. These stands, although 
situated in ideal spots, are a 
little too clean and nice, anda 
bit lacking in character. 


SVVVN 


Voted the best hot dog at the 
1985 San Francisco Fair, it's 
an extremely tasty, high- 
quality hot dog imported from 
Chicago, but the plain white 
squishy bun just didn’t do 
anything for it. 


LVN 


We measured their standard 
dog at 5 1/2 inches, which is 
a little short of average, if you 
believe the statistics. Of 
course, we know size isn't 
everything, and they were 
very nicely formed, but . . . 


SYVV 


They offer a mind-boggling ar- 
ray of condiments on the 
Chicago-style dog, including 
felish, cheese, onion, 
mustard, dill pickle, tomatoes 
and peppers. They’re also 
one of the few places out 
west that serve New York red 
onion sauce, which is ap- 
parently one of those weird 
things that transplanted New 
Yorkers crave.

We had to include Stars, just 
because we've been told 
s0000 many times by soo0o 
many pretentious people that 
Stars’ hot dogs are the best 
anywhere.

It is a 
great place, however, to have 
power drinks and watch City 
Hall types.

For drinks and snacks, Stars 
is one of the best places in 
the city for people-watching 
Although it regularly hosts 
Very Important People, it’s 
remarkably casual and re- 
laxed — and it deserves an 
award for having relatively 
low-priced drinks and snacks.

Although it was a juicy, fairly 
tasty hot dog, it just did not 
live up to our expectations. A 
few tasters did complain of 
finding quite plebian pieces of 
gristle in their hot dogs that 
they had to uncouthly deposit 
in their napkins.

Watching the City Hall power 
brokers wield the smallish 
dogs (which were completely 
masked by their buns) was a 
pathetic display.

In the condiment department, 
Stars excels. A salsa-type 
relish features big hunks of 
tomato and other fresh ingre- 
dients. The mustard is great, 
the sauerkraut is superb and 
a tasty red cabbage slaw is 
served on the side.

One possible drawback here is the 
crowd, but at least you don’t have to 
worry about not having enough people 
for a team. If you have to wait for a 
court, there are plenty of pleasant ways 
to pass the time — socializing, catching 
some rays, enjoying the view or taking 
a dip in the waves. And if you don’t 
want to wait you can always get there 
early, before the crowds show up. 

Finally, the level of play at Stinson is 
good for the occasional player. Games 
are on a pickup basis, and most of the 
teams are made up of beginning, ‘“‘gar- 
bage’’ players — no need to fear being 
embarrassed by experts.

BEST HILL 
WITH A VIEW 


WITH ALL the hills in the Bay Area, 
how can you possibly pick one to have 
the best view? Well, there’s simply no 
competing with Mt. Diablo, which has 
nothing less than a world-class view. 
Stretching for up to 185 miles, the spec- 
tacular panorama from the top of 
Diablo is topped only by that seen from 
Mt. Kilimanjaro in East Africa. Don’t 
believe it? On a clear day, drive to the 
summit, or leave your car in Mount 
Diablo State Park and hike the Summit 





Trail to the top. When you get there, 
prepare to take in a 360-degree expanse 
of approximately 40,000 square miles. 

On a clear day you can stand at the 
4,000-foot summit and see the Cascade 
Mountains and Mt. Lassen to the 
north, Yosemite and Half Dome to the 
east and the Farallon Islands off the 
coast to the west. The San Francisco 
skyline, the Bay, the bridges and Mt. 
Tamalpais, while closer to home, are 
still breathtaking. If the weather is 
perfect, 35 of the 58 counties of Cali- 
fornia will be visible with merely a turn 
of the head. 

Diablo’s view is so spectacular 
because it has no close competitors in 
height to block the sight lines. Of course, 
the view isn’t always so spectacular — 
there’s often haze, pollution or fog to 
get in the way. But on a clear day, you 
teally can see (almost) forever. 

Mount Diablo State Park has two 
main entrances: The one in the north 
can be reached from Walnut Creek, the 
one in the south from Danville. The 
park is open year-round from 8 am un- 
til sunset. The entrance fee is $3/day,; 
camping is $10/night. Call 837-2525 for 
more information. 


BEST BET 


WE WOULDN'T want to recommend 
betting to anyone we didn’t know. After 
all, most types of betting are illegal, es- 
pecially the ones that pay well. With this 
disclaimer, we decided to find the best 
way to bet 20 bucks. 

Invariably, the best bet is the one 
you’re going to enjoy making, sweating, 
debating — and maybe winning. It 
money is your only object, there are 
better ways of making it than betting. 
So choose a bet on a contest or chance 
you’ re interested in and that you know 
something about, preferably against 
someone who knows almost nothing. 
And you’ll probably have more fun if 
you know that the take of the house 


Betting on pro football games 
(though illegal) is the best way to 
wager $20, according to a profes- 
sional oddsmaker. 


(be it casino, track, bank or brokerage) 
is minimal. 

Now the lottery is out on both scores. 
It’s all chance, so information means 
nothing — you have about a 14 million-to- 
one chance of winning big no matter 
what. And the house take (in this case, 
the state) is about 38 percent in Califor- 
nia. 

Horse racing is fine if you like 
horses, but be warned that the house 
take is around 15 percent. Further, 
there’s a lot of information you may 
not have about the horses unless you 
know owners, jockeys, handlers, etc. 
The PR people at Golden Gate Fields 
note that with 30 percent of their 
favorites winning and 60 percent 
finishing in the money, you stand a 
pretty good chance of some return on 
your investment. 

However, Las Vegas oddsmaker 


Roxy (Michael Roxborough, president © 


of the Las Vegas Sports Connection) 
points out that you may easily go to the 
track, make nine bets and lose on all of 
them. That’s unlikely to occur over 
nine bets on one-on-one sporting con- 
tests, he says. His recommendation, 
and one we’d stick by, is betting on 
your favorite game. Professional foot- 
ball is tops in Roxy’s book because of 
the simplicity of the rules and the easy 
availability of team information. Fur- 
ther, there’s one week between games, 
so you have time to worry about and 
enjoy your bet, and the ‘‘churning ef- 
fect”? is small: You don’t find your 
money turning over too frequently, asin 
most casino games. The most difficult 
game to follow for an oddsmaker, ac- 
cording to Roxy, is college basketball, 
due to the number of teams. 

Do note, however, that betting on 
games is illegal in California. For that, 
a private wager is your best way to go 
and does tend to keep it friendly. In ad- 


dition, there’s no house take involved.

Bay Area cyclists say Mt. Tam provides the ET beautiful and demanding rides. 
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BEST 
BIKE RIDE 


ANY CYCLIST will tell you that there 
are hundreds of terrific rides in the Bay 
Area. From the East Bay Hills to Mt. 
San Bruno there’s a lot of great terrain 
’ for exploring the joys of cycling. But 
our poll of local biking experts sug- 
gested that for some of the most 
demanding and the most beautiful 
rides, head for the mountains — Mt, 
Tamalpais, that is. 

Challenging hills, great views and 
some virtually traffic-free roads make 
the Mt. Tam routes the favorite of 
many San Francisco cyclists. 

“Tt’s sooo beautiful up there,’’ says 
Suji, a cyclist and employee of Noe 
Valley Cyclery. ‘Out in this area, in the 
middle of millions of people, there’s all 
this natural wildlife.’’ 

Although there are dozens of routes 
up the mountain, Shawn Bragstad 
from Pacific Bicycle suggested this one 
from San Francisco: Cruise across the 
Golden Gate Bridge to Alexander 
Avenue and head through Sausalito to 
the bike path at Harbor Boulevard. 
Follow the path to Tiburon Boulevard, 
then take Tiburon Boulevard to 
Camino Alto, and take it through Corte 
Madera to Magnolia Avenue. You can 
take Magnolia to Kent Boulvard, then 
follow Kent through to Fairfax. In 


Fairfax, pick up Fairfax-Bolinas Road 
to begin the long climb up the backside 
of Mt. Tam. 

**Now you are past the point of no 
return,’’ Bragstad says. ‘‘This is where 
it gets intense.’’ But there are rewards 
for the committed cyclist. Alpine lakes, 
redwood forests and spectacular views 
of the ocean, Bay and city await the 
hearty rider. ‘You can see deer, rab- 
bits, bobcats and all kinds of good stuff 
up there,’’ says Earl Cotter from Seal 
Rock Cycles. 

On top of Tam, Bragstad suggests 
Ridgecrest Boulevard as the best road 
ride, and dirt bikers can choose from 
dozens of fire roads that stretch 
through the forest. From there cyclists 
can ride down to Stinson Beach or 
Point Reyes or make their way back 
down through Mill Valley, Sausalito 
and out to the Golden Gate. The whole 
trek is a physically demanding route 
that could run more than 50 miles from 
the bridge. 

Other popular rides that take a little 
less endurance include Tiburon’s 
Paradise Drive or the bike route 
around the Marin peninsula. Paradise 
Drive offers cyclists some of the only 
long stretches of flat, curvy road in the 
Bay Area. ‘‘If you get going fast, really 
get it going, you can have a good time 
on it,’’ according to Carl Petrofsky, 
owner of Balboa Cyclery. 

The favorite cyclist hangout has to 
be Sam’s Anchor Cafe in Tiburon, says 
Cameron Fox of Marina Cyclery. 
Located at the end of the Marin penin- 
sula along the bike routes and near the 
ferry back to San Francisco, Sam’s has 
become a gathering place for many 
weekend bikers. 

But just because they take time to 
eat, drink and socialize doesn’t make 
these cyclists any less serious. ‘‘You 
know those tight pants they wear?”’ 
asks C.J. Walter of Sam’s. ‘‘They all 
look good in ’em.”’ 


BEST 24-HOUR 
EMERGENCY ROOM 


WE HEAR a lot these days about the 
desperately poor quality of emergency 
care in the Bay Area, but not all 
emergency rooms are equal. The one 
time you don’t want to find out which 
one is the worst is when you’ve already 
gone to it. We decided to identify the 
best in the area so that you can make an 
informed choice about your emergency 
room the next time you need one — if 
you have the time. 

For our information, we turned to 
the experts: Bay Area Consumers’ 
Checkbook, a nonprofit, non-affil- 
iated consumer’s watchdog journal 
that has been published since 1982 by 
the Center for the Study of Services. 
BACC assessed area hospitals this 
winter and published its list of the best 
facilities in the area, based on extensive 
research and surveys of patients, nurses 
and physicians. BACC also took into 
account the number of certified physi- 
cians on staff, the friendliness of the 
staff, the quality of the facilities, the 
approximate number of cases handled 
per year and other important factors. 

Checkbook makes two distinctions 
before listing its best, between a simple 
problem (like a small cut requiring only 
a few stitches), acomplex problem (like 
a laceration to the face or a crushed 
finger — something requiring special 
care) and finally, a problem whose cause 
or severity you don’t know (like acute 
and sudden abdominal pain). 

For simple cases, San Francisco’s 
Children’s Hospital at California and 
Cherry (750-6031) gets the highest 
rating, taking into account its relatively 
low annual number of cases (around 
20,000), the high ratings its physicians

BEST 
ENVIRONMENTALLY 
SOUND RAFT TRIP 


RAFTING IS a big pastime in North- 
ern California, but most trips mean a 
long drive and a big drain on the wallet. 
Fortunately, there’s a nice little river 
just 2% hours from the Bay Area where 
you can spend a day rafting for next to 
nothing — and clean up the environ- 
ment while you’re at it. 

The river is Cache Creek, which runs 
down a beautiful canyon from Indian 
Valley Reservoir to the irrigated 
farmlands of Yolo County, west of 
Sacramento. It’s mostly a Class II river, 
and rumor has it it’s been discovered by 
some of Berkeley’s top politicos. 

Commercial runs cost from $25 to 
$180, depending on the length of the 
trip, the day of the week and the level of 
supervision. But the Woodland Parks 
and Recreation Department, in coop- 
eration with Whitewater Voyagers, 
runs special clean-up trips where rafters 
stop along the river’s edge and pick up 
garbage left by other rafters, tubers and 
bathers. The cost for the full-day trip is 
only $10 for ten-to 17-year-olds, $20 


for anyone older than 18 years. Unfor- 
tunately, the last clean-up trip for this 
year is July 26th, and you must register 
in person by July 20th. Woodland 
Parks and Recreation, 1017 Main, 
Woodland 95695, (916) 661-5880. 

If you can’t make it, keep it in mind 
for next year. And if you want to sam- 
ple the river before then, there are three 
rafting concessionaires on the river:

Sobrante 94803-0906, 222-5994; and 
Cache Canyon River Trips, PO Box 34,

SAN FRANCISCO 
SCHOOL PROGRAM 


STUDENTS AT Galileo High School are 
at it again, and this year they’re hoping to 
outdo their previous efforts. “‘And Still It 
Moves,” a literary calendar that San 
Francisco’s Galileo High School’s Cre- 
ative Writing Club has been producing 
for five consecutive years, is a work of art 
that gives the students a chance to express 
themselves while informing themselves 
and others about our shared culture. 

Under the auspices of English teacher 
Judy Bebelaar and poet-in-residence 
Katharine Harer, the students each year 
produce a desk calendar that contains 
short biographies. of world-famous 
figures, famous quotations and students’ 
art works. The calendar is a tremendous 
challenge to students, especially to those 
for whom English is a second language. 

The project is important for what it 
teaches both the students and those who 
read the calendar. It gives the students 
hands-on experience with computers (an 
important job qualification), as well as 
acquainting them with the diversity of 
American culture and their own back- 
grounds. For readers, Bebelaar says, the 
calendar ‘‘changes ideas about teenagers 
and their talents and breaks down some 
stereotypes.” 

The San Francisco Education Fund 
calls the calendar a ‘historical project.” 
“T can’t speak highly enough of 
[Bebelaar’s] work,’? says Andrew 
Bundy, the fund’s director of develop- 
ment. 

Bebelaar’s and Harer’s students’ 


Galileo High School’s Creative 
Writing Club puts out a highly 
regarded literary calendar, among 
other projects. 


aspirations go beyond the calendar 
project. Recently they put on a play 
that was successful both on and off 
campus — Broken Arrow, an original 
work by the students that was sponsored 
by the Galileo Creative Writing Club 
and the California Arts Council. The 
play depicted a nuclear weapons acci- 
dent that threatened to lead to a war. 

Another project of the Creative 
Writing Club is Harer’s monthly con- 
test for ‘‘Poem of the Month.” 
Students like Cynthia Nguyen from 
Vietnam and Tito Perez-Arana from 
Guatemala, who for the longest time 
composed their English sentences first in 
their native tongues, won this year’s 
contest, and will attend the California 
Summer School for the Arts. In addi- 
tion, Harer’s students recently sent in 
their poetry via computers to students 
in the Soviet Union, and are waiting for 
a response. 

Galileo may have been ousted from 
the Church Council for his discovery 
that the earth revolves around the sun, 
but students at Galileo High School 
have adopted his claim, ‘‘And yet it 
moves!’’ to assert the truth of their own 
discoveries.

““NASTY,”’? SAYS DJ and producer 
Page Hodel, ‘‘is a key word at the Q.”’ 
If you’ve been to the Kennel Club for 
The Box, you know the sweat and the 
sound — now imagine the same energy 
coming off a crowd of a thousand 
women. Even if Club’Q didn’t attract 
one of the largest lesbian crowds in San 
Francisco, it probably would still have 
won best women’s dance club, on ac- 
count of its atmosphere and the variety 
of people it attracts. ‘‘It’s wall-to-wall 
gorgeous women,”’ enthused a friend 
after her first time there. Adds Hodel, 
““Women are coming out of the wood- 
work for it....We’re getting a lot of 
women from the East Bay and a lot of 
women of color.’’ Besides the babes, a 
major attraction is the ‘‘underground”’ 
dance-party feel that surrounds this 
once-a-month event. 

Hodel, who also DJs for The Box, a 
mixed gay dance night, started Club Q 
in the fall of 1987 down in a SOMA 
warehouse.

When Hodel started working The Box 
she put it on hold for a while, then 
started it up again in its present incarna- 
tion at the Kennel Club. 

Because it only happens once a 
month, women get their energy up for 
it and it still has the feel of a special 
event. Despite the club’s success, 
Hodel wants to keep it once a month to 
avoid burnout. ‘‘I want people to feel 
like they can get wild when they go 
there.” _ ‘

IF IT RUBS you the wrong way to buy 
a Louisiana Hot Link that is sold under 
the ‘‘auteur’s” signature and costs 
more per pound than filet mignon, but 
you still want to take home a sausage 
that barbecues up into a crisp-skinned, 
mouth-watering cornucopia of spicy 
flavors, then Taylor’s Sausage Shop is 
the place for you. Situated on the south 
wall of the immense and eminently 
downhome Housewives Market in 
downtown Oakland, Taylor’s is about 
the size of the meat department in a pre- 
supermarket grocery store. 

The specialty is pork, with butchers 
slicing up chops, hocks, bacon and 
ribs, But the specialty of specialties is 
sausage, and while the full selection in- 
cludes fresh breakfast sausage (with 
sage sprinkled on as it’s packaged), 
Italian sausage and all kinds of smoked 
links, the two most tantalizing are the 
Louisiana Hots (why bother with 
mild?) at $2.75 per pound and the 
Boudin Blanc or ‘‘Bull Dang,” a 
uniquely textured concoction of pork and 
rice at $3.25 per pound. 

Slow-cook them on the open grill and 
eat ’em asis, slap them in seeded bun or 
handmade corn tortilla with mustard 
and onions or slather them in your 
favorite take-home barbecue sauce 
(Everett & Jones? Flint’s? Doug’s?). 
While you’re in tastebud heaven, relish 
the fact that you didn’t pay six bucks 
per pound for a hot dog named Bruce.

SHOP 


WHETHER THE job is fairly major 
(like a fractured crankcase or engine 
block), very minor (like a loose leg on 
an old iron barstool or a bent bike 
pedal) or incredibly strange (like a 
broken spring on a printing press whose 
manufacturer went out of business in 
1879), Associated Welding’s owner, 
operator and chief employee, Andrew 
Govan-Smith, will give it the attention 
it needs. If it’s a small job he’ll do it 
quick (often while you stand there and 
wait), and he’ll gladly explain (even if he 
isn’t asked) exactly what he’s doing with 
which type of welding implement and 
why that’s the best procedure for the 
problem at hand. 

He won’t charge you a fortune, 
either: We’ve had several minor repairs 
done for $15 (which is a fraction of the 
“shop minimum’’ you’ll face at alot of 
other places). 

Associated looks like a good small 
welding shop ought to look: The crudely 
painted sign above the door just says 
“Arc Welding,’’ the concrete floor 
looks like it survived the earthquake, 
fire and several world wars and there 
are all sorts of strange machines, 
broken household goods and random 
metal devices piled on the floor and 
stacked up against the walls. (There’s 
even an ancient British motorcycle near 
the front door that, as near as we can 
tell, functions mainly as a chair for the 
waiting customers bold enough to risk 
sitting on it.) 

And while ihe prices are low and the 
ambience a bit dusty, the work is of ex- 
ceptional quality. In fact, many local 
mechanics routinely send their welding 
work to Associated to be sure it’s done 
right.

IF YOU’RE one of those people with 
the strange (but very common) habit of 
clipping newspaper items and sticking 
them on the refrigerator door, the odds 
are good the first thing you turn to 
when you open the Sunday Examiner 
and Chronicle is the Sunday Punch col- 
umn called ‘‘Ask Beth.’” 

Almost every week, you’ll find high- 
quality, refrigerator-grade headline 
material: “‘He Said He’d Love Me 
More, But He Sure Didn’t.”’ ‘“Having 
Sex Was The Worst Thing I Ever Did.”’ 
“It Seems Extremely Large For My 





ASK BETH Always the Right Time’ 
My Girlfriend Says ‘It’s 2 
Size, It Doesn’t Matter§ 
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Age.’”’ ‘“‘A Major Problem: I Want to 
Have Sex With Her.”’ The list goes on 
and on. 

The real beauty of the headlines, 
though, is that they’re more than just 
cute and humorous. Peter Sussman, 
the Sunday Punch editor, has figured 
out a way to attract a vast audience toa 
column that most of them would prob- 
ably never consider reading. 

Ask Beth is an advice column geared 
to teenagers, and it’s actually remark- 
ably good. Beth provides calm, concise, 
direct and eminently reasonable 
answers to the myriad crises affecting 
the millions of Americans trying to 
cope with puberty. Kids (and their 
parents, aunts, uncles, teachers, etc.) 
can get a lot of valuable information 
from the column. 

With a little humor and a bit of (safe) 
sex, Sussman (and his assistant, Leslie 
Guttman, who sources tell us writes 
some of the better Ask Beth heads these 
days) have done what headline writers 
are supposed to do: Create an audience. 
They’ve also given quite a few of us 
something besides the comics to look 
forward to in the local Sunday paper.

SCHIFFENBAUER’S 
BEST 
INVESTMENT TIP 


IF YOU’RE looking for a deal on a 
one-time or small investment, shop 
around among the local discount 
brokers. Discount stockbrokers have 
been around since Wall Street’s ‘“May 
Day’’ in 1975, and most investors are 
probably aware that the discounters 
charge substantially lower commission 
rates than ‘‘full-service’’ brokers like 
Merrill Lynch or Dean Witter. How- 
ever, many don’t realize that there are 
also fairly large rate differences, even 
among the various discount firms. 

For example, Charles Schwab is the 
biggest and best-known discount 
broker both nationally and in the Bay 
Area. But Schwab’s rates for medium- 
sized trades of a few thousand dollars 
are quite a bit higher than other dis- 
counters with branch offices in San 
Francisco. 

To illustrate, Schwab’s commission 
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charge on the purchase or sale of 200 
shares of a$25 stock would be $81. This 
is lower than the $110 the same trade 
would cost you at Merrill Lynch. But 
$35 would be all you’d pay at less ex- 
pensive discount brokers like Kennedy, 
Cabot or Waterhouse Securities. 
Commission rates may not be your 
sole consideration when choosing be- 
tween a full-service or discount broker, 
or between the different discount 
firms. And factors ranging from how 
quickly the broker answers the phone 
to the services and products available to 
the interest rate paid on account cash 
balances are also important. 
Nonetheless, with hundreds of dol- 
lars in potential savings possible, it pays 
to do some comparison commission 
shopping — especially if your only need 
for a broker is to unload a few hundred 
shares you were bequeathed by your 
wealthy great aunt and you want 
nothing more from the relationship 
than a one-trade stand. (Since brokers’ 
commission schedules vary consider- 
ably, a particular broker’s rates may be 
cheapest for one type of trade but less of 
a bargain for another. So, check for the 
commission charges on the typical tran- 
sactions you expect to do.) 
Stockbrokers will generally indicate 
whether they’re a discount firm in the 
Yellow Pages under the ‘‘Stock & Bond 
Brokers” listings. If you do decide to 
deal with a discount broker, make sure 


they have ‘‘SIPC’’ insurance. @

AN AMERICAN MIX 


The Avenue Grill creates an exciting combination 
of American standards and ethnic treats

BLEND OF diner, 

brasserie and East 

Coast-style restaurant, 

the Avenue Grill is 

definitely a fun place to 
eat. It’s casual and lively, bustling and 
animated. Attire from jeans and 
sneakers to strapless dresses and bus- 
iness suits can be spotted in the dining 
room, and the clientele ranges from 
couples holding hands to large families, 
infants included. What a mix, and what 
a wonderful way to spend a meal! 

Chef Philipe La Mancusa has put 
together an eclectic and challenging 
menu filled with American standbys 
like meat loaf and garlic-mashed 
potatoes, as well as such ethnic delights 
as chicken sate or ginger spring rolls with 
hot honey mustard. The open kitchen 
provides plenty of action and energy, 
which seeps into the dining area. The 
cooks are busy, efficient and actually 
look like they’re having fun. I’ll tell you 
one thing: It takes great organization 
and skill to pull off a menu like this — 
and the Avenue does. 

The first evening we started with a 
bottle of Fallen Leaf sauvignon blanc 
($15). Sourdough bread and butter 
were brought immediately to the table. 
From the appetizer menu, which was 
expansive and slightly pricy, we chose 
griddled corn cakes ($5.75). These 
plump, dense, golden-brown cakes 
made from fresh corn, corn meal and 
two cheeses were delightful. Served 
with black beans, sour cream and a 
perfectly spiced tomato salsa, they 
made a complete and sensible plate. 

The Avenue’s kitchen sports a 
rotisserie loaded with juicy chickens 
used in several dishes. The rotisseried 
Tumbleweed half-chicken ($11.95) 
seemed like a great deal. Thin french 
fries and unadulterated, perfect cole- 
slaw were wonderful complements for 
the juicy salt- and herb-rubbed 
chicken. 

The Half Moon Bay grilled salmon 
($13.95) was equally simple and deli- 
cious. Offered as a special of the even- 
ing, this tender and moist fillet of 


salmon was served with a large mound 
of basmati rice and assorted vegetables. 

The second evening we were greeted 
and seated instantly. The full house 
didn’t faze the kitchen or the floor 
staff, as service both nights was ex- 
emplary. We enjoyed the same server 
both times, and I would be happy to 
have her wait on me in any restaurant. 

We started with the Avenue Salad 
($6.95). A bit overpriced but delicious 
and filling, the salad was a large plate of 
crispy romaine with a dressing hinting 
of anchovies, sun-dried tomato slices 
and two cheeses. 

Fried calamari ($5.95) was just as it 
should be — crisp, delicate and hot. 
The golden brown nuggets can be 
dipped into a wonderful mustardy 
remoulade or a more traditional cock- 
tail sauce. 

The Avenue’s main courses are all a 
bit heavy, and portions are huge — in 
some cases, enough for two people to 
share. Despite the portion size, the 
Avenue Burger ($7.50) once again 
seemed rather high on the price scale. 
The juicy burger, topped with smoky, 
sweet griddled onions and cheese, was 
good, though cooked longer than we 
had asked for. The meat was still 
tender and flavorful, though. Crispy 
french fries accompanied the burger, 
along with a dill spear. 

A more complex and sophisticated 
plate (and certainly as expertly pre- 
pared) was the pork fillets with burnt 
onion gravy ($13.95). Two succulent 
chunks of pork tenderloin in a wonder- 
ful sauce were cooked so the meat was 
still pink in the center, just as pork 
should be done. Two large, thin potato 
pancakes and spicy apple chutney were 
perfect taste companions for the dish. 
A colorful mixture of yellow squash, 
zucchini, carrots and baby string beans 
rounded out the plate. This updated 
rendition of an American classic was 
terrific. 

The Avenue Grill is an exciting place 
(it’s also quite popular, so be sure to 
call ahead for reservations). The food is 
certainly robust — the chef is very gen- 
erous with not only herbs, spices, 
cheeses and other flavoring ingredients 


but also with portions. There’s a lot 
going on with some of these plates, so 
be ready to experience many different 
textures, flavors and types of food. 

The service at the Avenue is impec- 
cable. Tables were changed by busboys 
in less than one minute and with no fuss 
— just quickly and efficiently. 

The Avenue Grill plans to open a San 
Francisco restaurant called Embarko, 
situated near Brannan and Beale, hope- 
fully sometime this summer. Until that 
happens, it’s by no means a long trip to 
Mill Valley, especially to enjoy such a 
friendly, entertaining environment and 
such good food. A walk around town 
after chowing down is the perfect cap to 
the evening.

THE KQED Beer and Food Festival 
was a success, as usual. Anxious but 
courteous beer drinkers and foodies 
waited in relatively short lines for 
familiar and exotic beers from 
around the world. It felt like every 
country was represented — there 
were so many beers, ales, lagers and 
stouts that it was almost impossible 
to taste them all. . . but I did a pretty 
good job. 

My favorite was from our own 
back yard — Anderson Valley 
Brewing Company, in Boonville. 
The brewery has four superior 
brews: Boont Amber Ale, Wheat 
Beer, Deep Enders Dark (porter) 
and Poleeko Gold, a light ale. I met 
an extremely charming gentleman 
with a very interesting job — ‘‘food 

ambassador” from Great Britain. 
What a job! To be fair though, 
there are some wonderful English 
_ cheeses, crackers, jams, jellies and 
chutneys, not to mention “= 
_ tremendous beers and !

DISCOVERING 
DIYARBAKIR 


In Southern Turkey, Diyarbakir provides both cultural diversity 
and an imposing sense of history

WO THOUSAND years 

ago, it was called Amida 

the Black, for its great, 

dark walls of basalt that 

loom over you, 500 feet 
above the green floodplain of the Tigris 
as you approach from the east. 

An ancient place, the Hurrians in- 
habited it as early as the third millenium 
B.C. Because it controlled the northern 
ellipse of the Mesopotamian plain, the 
“fertile crescent’’ between the Tigris 
and Euphrates rivers, it was fought 
over incessantly by two dozen nations 
and warrior tribes from 900 B.C, until 
the 16th-century conquest by the Ot- 
tomans and, following World War I, 
the ouster of the French. An Arab 
tribe, the Beni Bakr, gave it its present 
name, Diyarbakir — place or realm of 
the Bakr — when they conquered it in 
639. It remains Turkey’s most Arabic city, 
though it is also that country’s NATO 
telecommunications center. And though 
it has a bustling modern section, it is also 
at the heart of ancient history. 

In the old section inside Diyarbakir’s 
walls one enters a mixture of cultures: 
Arabic, Turkish, Kurdish and Arme- 
nian, old and new. Turks in traditional 
baggy, low-crotch trousers do business 
with men in the white head scarves and 
flowing robes of the Middle East. 
Women are in purdah, some fully 
veiled; some with gauze-like, see- 
through veils, some with bright red 
leather boots showing below their 
robes of solid black. 

Beside them a young nomadic 
Kurdish woman may appear, dazzling 
in her long multiple tribal dress of white 
cotton striped with brilliant saffron, 
orange, red, purple, blue or green. Men 
in green khaki and the red and white 
head scarves of Kurd militia stride pur- 
posefully up the street. 

Twelve-year-olds deliver trays of tea 
and steaming Turkish coffee, balance 
huge baskets of just-made bread on 
their heads, smile happily at the 
foreigner, try their English. Hatmakers 
shaping felt upon head forms urge you 
to be measured for a fine hat that you 
can have that day at little cost. 

The bazaar is a world of short, nar- 
row streets darkly overhung by 
buildings and lined with tiny shops. 
There are cartloads of sheep heads, 
green peppers stuffed into their 


mouths. Bakeries, their domed, clay 
brick ovens open for new dough shoved 
deep inside on eight-foot poles, turn 
out long ‘‘French bread”’ loaves, flat 
bread, square bread, round bread, 
loops of bread. There are honeycombs 
the size of a ham that come straight 
from the hives that dot the fields of 
Eastern Turkey. 

Carts of poultry, fish and greens, 
and stacks of fruit, vegetables and, in 
season, 100-pound watermelons (‘‘they 
used to be much bigger’’) from the fer- 
tile Tigris floodplain fill the produce 
market. Huge cloth bags bulge with 
olives. Doner kebab turns on vertical 
spits at the sidewalk’s edge. Sweets 
shops sell out fresh baklavah in 20 
minutes — people squeeze to get inside, 
often taking home a trayful. 

And yet, though it is this kaleido- 
scope of life that fascinates the West- 
erner initially, it is probably history 
that would bring him or her back. The 
great triple walls, rebuilt by the Seljuk 
Malik Shah when he captured the city 
in 1088, are basically the work of the 
Romans under Constantinus III at the 
end of the third century, and the town 
plan is still that of a Roman outpost 
fort. It is a walled rectangle divided into 
quarters by two main streets that cross 
in the center, just as they did 1,700 
years ago, and still connect four gates 
that face the cardinal directions. 
Within these walls are possibly a greater 
number of Islamic historic buildings” 
than in any Turkish city but Istanbul. 

Just west of the Gazi Caddesi 
(‘‘shah-dessee,’’ for street) is the most 
memorable building of them all, the 
Ulu Cami (Great Mosque). Built in 
1092, it is thought to be the oldest 
mosque in Turkey. Arabic both ar- 
chitecturally and in its rectangular 
plan, and apparently modeled on the 
Great Mosque in Damascus, it is most 
unusual in Turkey, and is made more 
so by the rounded central area that was 
once a Byzantine church. The interior 
has lovely colonnades, the capitals in 
places differing with every column. Its 
beauty is intensified by huge antique 
carpets with vegetable dyes of a rich- 


- ness seldom seen today. The builders of 


the spacious, two-story courtyard scav- 
enged Greek and Byzantine columns 
and capitals and, above them, placed 
tall panels in rectangular Kufic 
calligraphy atop earlier blocks incised 
in Greek. Illogically, the effect is 


peaceful and very beautiful. 

Directly opposite, across the Gazi 
Caddesi, is the 16th-century Hasan 
Pasa Hani (caravanserai), with alter- 
nating horizontal layers of dark basalt 
and fine, pale sandstone, an architec- 
tural tradition that appears throughout 
the city. The motif dominates the Nebi 
(Prophet) Camii, a lovely striped 
mosque built in 1530, on Gazi Caddesi 
near the north gate. From it one turns 
east toward the Tigris and the Ic Kale 
(nner Fortress), the oldest section of 
the city. 

In the end one comes back to the six 
kilometers of monumental walls, 
among the longest in the world. They 
are the unifying symbol of the battle- 
scarred history of the realm of the 
Bakr. With all but five of their original 
72 towers still in place, they dwarf the 
medieval walled cities of Germany, 
France and Spain. Friezes, Seljuk 
reliefs and inscriptions in many lan- 
guages cover much of their surface, a 
unique sight. The walls are in excellent 
condition and one can walk around, on 
or through the many corridors inside 
them. They are are one of the two or 
three most impressive man-made 
monuments in eastern Turkey; to 
some, the most so. 

The Southeast Anatolian Project, 
one of the largest irrigation and power 
projects in the world, will have dammed 
the Euphrates by 1992. After 1,500 
years, the northern arc of the fertile 
crescent will be fertile once again, but at 
a price. Industry will surge, creating an 
estimated half-million jobs. Everything 
will change, in particular Diyarbakir, 
the least changed and most colorful of 
the cities of Eastern Turkey. One 
should see it while one can. 

Diyarbakir is located in the far 
southeastern part of Turkey, 1! hours 
by car from the Syrian border and 175 
miles east of Adana, the nearest large 
city and car rental center. One can fly 
directly from Ankara (1% hours) or 
Istanbul (two hours); alternatively, fly 
to Adana, rent a car and devote a week 
or ten days to the area. Round-trip air- 
fare from San Francisco to Istanbul is 
currently $1,645; round-trip to Ankara 
is $1,775. Airfares are very low within 
Turkey, and rail and bus fares are even 
more so, should your time permit. The 
leading bus lines, Varan and Ulusoy, 
are excellent. |

g/ think I found out the hard way 

m what the foreskin is for. From 
masturbation and rough handling by 
lovers, the head of my penis has devel- 
oped a callus-like texture in parts.

The only sensible alternative to non- 
penetrative sex is monogamy, with 
both partners as aware as possible 
(given testing limitations) of each 
other’s status. 


A: don’t see where sex with one 
mperson whose screened HIV sta- 
tus is not to be completely relied upon is 
a whole lot different than sex with more 
than one in the same situation. I have 
abridged your letter, in which you 
make other arguments in support of 
your position. You and I agree that 
there is still much to be learned about 
the HIV virus, its incubation and 
transmission. 

Your solution is monogamy, whichis 
neither practical nor possible for many 
people. Therefore I urge people to 
educate themselves regarding the risks 
that are known and to take what pre- 
cautions they are willing to take to pro- 
tect themselves. If your choice is mon- 
ogamy I'll support you in it, if you will 
support others in differing choices. If I 
willingly have unprotected sex with 
you, and you either do not know or do 
not disclose your disease status, and I 
get infected, I see the fault as mine. 
That’s called personal responsibility 
for one’s actions and I wholeheartedly 
endorse it. In the meantime let’s both 
of us do our best in educating the un- 
knowing so that more people will make 
responsible decisions. |

baby clothing 


Tired of spending piles on baby 
clothes that junior outgrows in two 
weeks or tripping on the barely used 
toys that cease to stimulate her 
rapidly developing mind? The stores 
listed below trade babies’ and kids’ 
clothing and toys and sell almost-new 
merchandise at reasonable prices. 
Many were established in the 
mid-'70s, about the time the Bay 
Area’s dense hippie population 
started settling down and needed an 
affordable way to clothe the products 
of late-’60s love-ins. 

Most resale stores buy on consign- 
ment, meaning they price the Carter 
jumpsuits or Fisher Price toys you 
bring in and will pay you 40 to 60 per- 
cent of this price when sold. Some 
specialize in cotton clothing or try to 
stock more trendy, European labels. 
Others focus on their customers’ 
convenience, outfitting new families 
from the first weeks of pregnancy 
with their selection of maternity 
clothing, to pre-adolescence, with 
new and used children’s clothing up 
to size 14.

Licence To Kill 

Dr. No would certainly give 
this movie the Goldfinger. One 
feels even more shorn of 
Connery as Timothy Dalton’s 
almost unnoticeable in the de- 
luge of violence that knocks 
The Living Daylights out of any 
real entertainment. Forgetting 
that Moore is less, John Glen 
has Dalton drop by a wedding 
via parachute after a five-min- 
ute intro that includes a whip- 
ping, garroting, shoot-out and 
implied (thank heavens) literal 
loss of heart.

It offers in- 
stead a surfeit of suppers for 
sharks, electrocution by eels, 
popping apart in a pressure 
chamber, going slowly to 
ground in a grinding machine, 
but with comic book impact. 
More-than-a-run-in-her-stock- 
ing Carey Lowell and lust-for- 
lifelessness Talisa Soto do 
equally little for the distaff 
side, and help make this Bond 
anything but Jim-dandy.

When Harry met Sally on an 
18-hour drive to New York af- 
ter their 1977 Chicago college 
graduation, he drove her nuts 
arguing about why men and 
women can't be friends. Since 
Harry (Billy Crystal) is an in- 
sensitive slob and Sally (Meg 
Ryan) isn't, she couldn't care 
less, and it's five years before 
they meet again. Now she’s a 
journalist in love and he's 
about to marry a lawyer.

He's 
in the throes of a trial separa- 
tion, she’s still single, and he 
and she become platonic 
friends. They discuss their 
dates and argue (Ryan demon- 
strating that a women can 
fake an orgasm has to be the 
movie's climactic scene), their 
best friends marry and by the 
time the inevitable inevitables 
you've had 85 minutes of deft 
Nora Ephron duologue, a lot of 
laughs, Ryan's couldn’t-be-bet- 
ter performance and Crystal's 
OK one. If, even with all this, 
Rob Reiner’s comedy occa- 
sionally drags a little, it may 
only be because the ending’s 
Crystal clear from the begin- 
ning. (Northpoint, SF.) 






















DANCE ART’S 
DOUBLE VISION 


CLARE WHISTLER and Duncan Macfarland have made something of a 
specialty of the pas de deux, which in classical dance breaks up the story at 
moments of intense emotionality. They have performed almost exclusively 
with each other since 1981 and by now have some three dozen duets under their 
belts, including works by such Bay Area choreographers as Emily Keeler, Jeff 
Kreuter, Betsy Erickson and Brenda Way. In addition to various interpreta- 
tions of love, there are dances about war and conflict, fear and hate, even one 
piece about dogs. Two years ago they collaborated with an Australian sculptor 
on a piece about the decision-making processes of the human brain, and the 
result was ‘‘Systems of Judgment.”’ 

Sometimes the idea of the duet is expanded to include a musician. ‘My new 
piece — we don’t really have a title for it yet, although it may be ‘Five Cradle 
Songs’ — will be a duet between myself and the pianist, who also wrote the 
score,’’ Whistler explained in a recent telephone interview from London, where 
she and partner (in life as well as in dance) Macfarland just spent six months 
teaching and performing. 

Another North American premiere in the upcoming concert will be ‘‘On the 
Precipice,’’ commissioned by the Eighth International Contemporary Dance 
Festival in South Korea, where it premiered in June. ‘“They wanted something 
topical,”’ explains Macfarland, ‘‘so I created a piece about civil war, taking the 
idea of internal conflict into another arena.” 

“Although we are very much aware of the classic duet tradition, and it is always in 
the back of our minds,’’ Whistler says, ‘‘we do try to get away from the male and 
female roles.”’ The partnership may have to widen the idea of a duo even further, 
maybe even make it a trio — in January the baby who was very much in evidence 
during last fall’s performances was born. It’s a boy.

A DIFFERENT STYLE 
Or HOUSE 


ONDON MAY HAVE acid house, the self-indulgent sound of drug-addled rich kids. San 
Francisco, on the other hand, is home to the infinitely more appealing sound of Flophouse, 
J.C. Hopkins’ Woody Guthrie-inspired rock band. 
Socially conscious? You bet. Songs like ‘‘Nancy Looks Real Tired’’ and ‘‘Baby Doc’”’ have 
politically-based subject matter, but Hopkins, an Orange County refugee 
who moved originally to Chico to live in the woods, but got real bored real 
fast, says that most of his songs — ‘‘Glad To Be Unhappy,”’ for instance, 
which is a spoof on the alienated arty types, or the more self-explanatory 
“Bukowski’’ — are “‘not so much direct political commentaries but more 
story-songs that reflect societal class-consciousness and put it in perspective.” 
The way Hopkins puts it in 
perspective is by playing more than 
just your regular smoky-nightclub 
gigs. Wearing a trademark old rain- 
coat and carrying a beat-up acous- 
tic guitar, he’s been known to turn 
up at places ranging from the 
Cockpit in the Tenderloin to 
Ireland’s 32, where he used to have 
a regular gig playing traditional 
Irish folk tunes. He’s worked with 
the Union of Homeless People and 
joined in drink-soaked musical 
caterwauls at the Cork and Bottle, 
doing jigs, reels and even songs like 
“Sally McLachlan’’ by the Pogues. 
In keeping with its wide range of 
venues, Flophouse has an array of 
styles to suit any occasion. Some- 
times Flophouse is a straight-ahead 
rock band featuring drummer Mike 
Lee; sometimes bassist Kim 
Osterwald turns to cello and fiddle 
and guitarist Clem Barrons plays 
mandolin. Sometimes Hopkins 
turns up alone and plays acoustic 
— most recently opening for the 
Violent Femmes to 1,500 people in 
a restored art deco theater. 
Flophouse has just recorded a 
record, produced by Peter Case, 
which will be released in the fall on 
Rough Trade records. You can see 
them at the Paradise Lounge on 
July 24th, or, in various incarna- 
tions, at many different venues 
around town this summer.

COMPLEX CINEMA 








The Jewish Film Festival opens the door to dialogue and debate

6 WAS IN Nicaragua, I was in 
Belfast, I was in Soweto; but the 


Middle East — it’s complex!” 
That’s the reaction of a 
Berkeley radical in the San 
Francisco Mime Troupe’s 1989 produc- 
tion Seeing Double, when she arrives in 
Israel and discovers the issues aren’t as 
clear-cut as she had thought. 

The Jewish Film Festival doesn’t try 
to simplify the issues or take a stand on 
them, although founding director 
Deborah Kaufman admits relief that 
‘We haven’t had a submission from the 
hard right-wing point of view, probably 
because most filmmakers tend to be 
liberal. We’re more inclined toward 
films about dialogue. We believe in open 
public debate.”’ But that, she adds, is 
considered a political position in the 
American Jewish community, where 
many have their minds made up one way 
or another and are not inclined to 
discuss other points of view. 

The current crisis informs a small 
minority of films in the ninth annual 
festival, showing July 20th-27th at the 
Castro Theater in San Francisco and 
July 29th-Aug. 3rd at the UC in Berke- 
ley. The topic is too sensitive, too 


volatile, too complex and too uncom- 
mercial for most filmmakers to deal 
with, although Britain’s Channel Four 
has backed one brave spy thriller, 
Streets of Yesterday, set partly in 
Jerusalem today. 

The Holocaust naturally figures in a 
number of offerings, including Terezin 
Diary, Transports of Death; The 
Righteous Enemy and The Last Seven 
Months of Anne Frank. Festival co- 
director Janis Plotkin cites ‘‘second 
generation images’? as a theme of 
several films — Voices from the Attic, 
Vienna Is Different — ‘‘children of sur- 
vivors reflecting on what that means.”’ 
Because of That War is the first Israeli 
film on the subject and features rock 
songs about it. 

Another theme, Kaufman adds, is 
that ‘‘Jewish culture exists apart from 
Jewish nationalism.’’ The Forward is 
about Jewish culture in New York, 
while Zoll Zeyn (Let It Be) deals with 
Yiddish culture in Israel. ‘‘Filmmakers 
are seeking to counter the idea that 
Israel is the center of Jewish life and 
culture,’’? Kaufman says. That this 
year’s festival has entries from 11 coun- 
tries should be supporting evidence. 

The redefining of gender roles comes 
up in La Amiga, about the friendship 
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of two strong women, and Burning 
Memory, a story of shell-shocked 
soldiers that, Plotkin says, ‘‘breaks 
down the macho myth of Israeli men.”’ 

Jewishness is not the issue in Gaby, 
the story of a woman with cerebral 
palsy who just happens to be Jewish; 
and in The Boxer and Death, an over-

looked Czech classic, the setting is a 
concentration camp but the central 
character is a gentile political prisoner. 

“‘We’re very excited,’? Kaufman 
says, “‘about our seminar, Ethnic 
Stereotypes in Film”’ (July 26th at 5:30 
pm, Castro). A multiethnic panel 
will discuss whether things have im- 








proved since the Hollywood films of 
the 1920s, The Jazz Singer, His People 
and Surrender — all being shown in 
free matinees at both locations — were 
made. Kaufman apparently believes 
they haven’t and says, ‘‘The burden is 
on the independent filmmaker to make 
the perfect, politically correct film.’’ 

There are two other free seminars in 
the festival, both at the Castro: The 
Lost Thread: Progressive Jewish Com- 
munity Life (July 20th at 8:30 pm) and 
On Making Jewish Films (July 23rd at 
8:30 pm). A number of filmmakers 
will attend the festival and participate 
in the discussions, including Israel’s 
top actress, Gila Almagor, who also 
produced her festival entry, The Sum- 
mer of Aviya. 

Last year’s festival featured Soviet 
participation for the first time, result- 
ing in films this year from Poland (The 
Sandglass) and Bulgaria (Transports of 
Death); and the bridges built for the oc- 
casion are about to be crossed in the op- 
posite direction. ‘‘We’re doing the 
Jewish Film Festival in Moscow in the 
spring of 1990!’’ Kaufman announces 
excitedly. They’ll bring a retrospective 
sampling of the best films of the 
festival’s first nine years to several 
venues, one of which may be the new 


Solomon Mikhoels Jewish Community 
Center, named for a Yiddish actor who 
was assassinated by Stalin, according 
to the festival directors. 

Plotkin says they looked at more 
films — about 150 — than ever before 
in planning this year’s festival. From 
what we’ve been able to preview, 
they’ve been able to apply higher stan- 
dards this year. Although we generally 
preferred the fictional entries to the 
documentaries, the overall quality 
seems improved. 

Tickets will be available at the door 
for $5.50 ($4.50 senior and disabled), 
except the opening night benefit on 
July 20th, which costs $10. No tickets 
are required for matinees and seminars. 
For more information call the festival 
at 548-0556. 

Here are capsule reviews of most of 
the festival features: 


THE BOXER AND DEATH 


At the concentration camp there are 
“two paths to freedom — one through 
the chimney, the other through labor.’’ 
Kominek (Stefan Kvietik) may have 
found a third way. Kraft (Manfred 
Krug), the camp commandant, is a pro- 
fessional boxer frustrated by his inability 


to find a worthy sparring partner. Spot- 


ting Kominek’s potential, Kraft halts his 
execution and starts giving him favored 
treatment to build up his strength. The 
other prisoners are resentful, yet see 
Kominek as their only hope for striking 
back at their Nazi oppressors; Kominek, 
while dealing with survivor’s guilt, has 
to be good but not foo good in the ring to 
survive. Directed by Peter Solan, this ex- 
traordinary 1962 Czech drama was 
forgotten after one SF International 
Film Festival showing, but deserves to 
be seen — and remembered. (Mon/24 at 
7 pm, Castro, SF; Wed/2 at 7 pm, UC 
Theater, Berk.)

BURNING MEMORY 


Israeli soldier Danny Roth’s shell- 
shocked by the horror that happened to 
him in the Lebanon War, and, in the 
film’s first irony, Army therapist Pauli 
Reshef has exactly three weeks to cure 
him and return him to his unit. As the 
story unfolds, the at first completely 
out of touch Roth begins the road 
back, aided by his well-delineated fel- 
low mental casualties, the religious 
Yossef El-Dror, lost-his-faith-in- 
Zionism artist Alon Oliarchick, 
doomed Koby Hagoel and dangerous, 
sadistic Schmuel Edelman. Each re- 
veals the horror he can’t cope with, 
Roth’s wife, Etty Ankri, tells Reshef 
why she visits her husband so seldom, 
and it is the despairing, patient, caring 
Reshef in his world of people living on 
the edge that one remembers. Writer/ 
director Hossi Somer’s highly 
dramatic, utterly convincing, beauti- 
fully scored first film closes as the cured 
Roth returns home, and provides a 
final chilling glimpse of what is con- 
sidered normal, everyday life in Israel.

THE FORWARD: 
FROM IMMIGRANTS 
TO AMERICANS 


The Forward is a New York-based 
Yiddish newspaper that began in 1897, 
grew to a huge daily circulation in the 
1920s and is still going to this day as a 
weekly. In its heyday it was a major in- 
formation source for Jewish im- 
migrants, many of whom, fresh off the 
boat, had little clue as to American 
customs. It ran stories on such topics as 
how to usea thermometer when your child 
is sick; the purpose of the handkerchief in 
men’s fashions; how to react when a 
person bumps you on the street and 
says ‘‘excuse me”’ (‘‘You mean I’m not 
supposed to get angry?’’ one reader 
asked). The film is full of historic 
footage, stills from old issues, great in- 
terviews with people involved with the 
paper throughout its 92 years and lots 
of quotes from past articles (Bertrand 
Russell even wrote a column for a 
while). As a film, Marlene Booth’s and 
Linda Matchan’s The Forward offers 
nothing new to the documentary form; 
the subject matter, however, is fascina- 
ting, not just as a history of an impor- 
tant newspaper that has affected prob- 
ably millions of lives, but as an insight 
into an American culture that is too 
often misunderstood. (Thurs/20 at 7 
pm, Castro, SF; Sun/30 at 5 pm, UC 
Theater, Berk.) _ -

International starpower keeps Gaby 
— A True Story from being just 
another ‘‘disease-of-the-week’’ TV 
movie. Liv Ullmann and Robert 
Loggia play Austrian Jews who 
relocate to Mexico City during WWII. 
Norma Aleandro is the Mexican maid 
who becomes a nanny when she is the 
first to communicate with their cerebral 
palsy-inflicted daughter Gaby. Gaby, 
played from her teens upward by 
Rachel Levin, can’t speak or move 
much more than her left foot, but 
learns to use that foot to type, signal 
and spell by pointing to letters on a 
board. She also falls in love and starts a 
rebellion against the quality of her 
“special education.’’ The screenplay: 
covers too much in too little depth, but 


the acting succeeds against great odds; 
and if the realistic portrayals of the 
severly disabled make us uncom- 
fortable, it’s our problem, not theirs.

STREETS OF YESTERDAY 


Judd Ne’eman’s spy drama is as far 
from James Bond as you can get, im- 
posing the complexities of the Middle 
East situation on those of the genre, 
making you mentally rush to keep up. 
Jon Finch plays a Mossad (Israeli secret 
service) agent involved in the assassina- 
tion of the Israeli delegate to peace talks 
in Geneva. Two Palestinians involved 
in a parallel plot take the fall for the 
killing. One of them, Amin, is 
wounded and turns for help toa fellow 
law student, Joseph Raz (Paul 
McGann), a relatively apolitical 
Israeli. When Amin is killed, Raz goes 
to Berlin in his place and becomes in- 
volved with agents for all sides, most 
of whom are not what they appear on 
the surface. To complicate things fur- 
ther, scenes alternate between events in 
Berlin and flashbacks to Jerusalem. If 
this kind of story appeals to you, you 
won’t find a more timely one. (Thurs/27 
at 8 pm, Castro, SF; Thurs/3 at 7:30 
pm, UC Theater, Berk.)

THE SUMMER OF AVIYA 


It’s 1951, and lonely, Keane-eyed 
10-year-old Kaipo Cohen’s in an Israeli 
boarding school where her mother’s 
come to see her only once, and every- 
one else’s leaving for the summer. 
Then, amazingly, the mother, Gila 
Almagor, appears, takes her home, but 
curbs Cohen’s happiness by discover- 
ing lice in her hair and cutting it all off. 
The local European-immigrant-resent- 
ing townspeople taunt Cohen and call 
her mother mad — indeed, the un- 
predictable Almagor’s been trauma- 
tized by her experiences as a heroic Par- 
tisan during the war. Cohen, who fan- 
tasizes about her father and refuses to 
believe he’s dead, fixates on next-door- 
neighbor Eli Cohen, then meets 
beautiful dancer/pianist Avital Dicker. 
An accident brings the two together, 
betrayal separates them, Cohen learns 
to hate birthdays forever and by sum- 
mer’s end she’s back where she began, 
but with some old ghosts laid to rest. 
She’s extraordinary in this well-acted, 


moving and revelatory Eli Cohen- 
directed film. (Sat/22 at 6:30 pm, 
Castro, SF; Sat/29 at 6:30 pm at UC 
Theater, Berk.)

TEREZIN DIARY 


Similar to Lodz Ghetto, which was in 
this year’s San Francisco International 
Film Festival, this film by Dan 
Weissman and Zuzana Justman is less 
effective, largely because there seem to 
have been fewer interesting archival 
visuals to work with, other than a Nazi 
propaganda film and artistic render- 
ings by survivors of Theresienstadt, a 
fortress town near Prague the Nazis 
used from 1941 to 1944 as a holding tank 
for Jews, ‘‘a way station for 
Auschwitz.’’ Reunited in 1986, sur- 
vivors describe their memories coldly for 
the most part, showing little emotion in 
discussing the fate of large numbers of 
comrades, only breaking down when 
they speak of individuals. (Tues/25 at 
9:30 pm, Castro, SF; Mon/31 at 7:15 
pm, UC Theater, Berk.)

VIENNA IS DIFFERENT: 
50 YEARS AFTER THE 
ANSCHLUSS 


With hardly-repentant collaborator 
Kurt Waldheim as their president, 
Austrians last year marked the 50th an- 
niversary of the day the Germans took 
over their country and met with no 
resistance. Susan Korda and David 
Leitner present what may be a more 
balanced look at the country than they 
intended, occasionally being down- 
right rude to the people they interview. 
It’s reminiscent of Marcel Ophuls’ 
marathon Hotel Terminus: The Life 
and Times of Klaus Barbie; but it’s far 
more palatable in less than one-third 
the time and with a manageable 
number of subjects. This film should 
make you ponder how you might 
answer in 50 years if you’re called to ac- 
count for this country’s actions today. 
If you demonstrate, donate and vote 
for the lesser of two evils, does that ab- 
solve you of responsibility for the des- 
truction of the environment and U.S. 
criminal activities in foreign countries? 
If not, think again about the Austrians.

Debbie Goodstein’s hour-long 
feature is a disappointingly bland travel- 
ogue of her family’s trip back to Poland 
to rediscover the attic of a house where 
several of them were housed, not even 
able to stand up, for two years during 
the Nazi occupation. It’s certainly an 
incredible experience that’s well worth 
telling, and one that all of us need to 
know about.

The ac- 
companying music, much of it by the 
Penguin Cafe Orchestra, didn’t help 
either, giving it an annoying tone of

ZOLL ZEYN 


Subtitled Yiddish Culture in_the 
Jewish State, this new film by Henryk 
Broder and Frans van der Meulen ex- 
plores current attitudes toward Yiddish 
culture and language in modern Israel. 
Where Hebrew is the official Jewish 
language, Yiddish was the common 
language among Eastern European 
Jews before WWII. It was shunned as 
“Jargon’’ by the Zionists, and, though 
today tolerance is higher, it exists most- 
ly among older European Jews (who 
speak it), university professors (who 
study it) or young cultural enthusiasts 
(who are having some success in re- 
viving it through theater, newspapers, 
books and radio). Unfortunately, this 
kind of basic, historical information is 
not communicated well in the film. 
“Yiddish culture in the Jewish state”’ 
comes off as too big and too general for 
a two-hour film, not to mention that a 
lot of detail seems lost in translation (a 
few subtitles even read ‘‘translation not 
possible’’). The film does have its high 
points — including well-paced inter- 
views with characters like the Polish- 
immigrant shoemaker who doesn’t 
think women should hold jobs, and a 
great clip of a lounge singer pining 
about ‘‘another summer gone by’? — 
but I left knowing little more about 
Yiddish culture than I did before. 
Perhaps those already more familiar 
with the language and the relevant 
issues will get more out of the film.

y | ‘HE EUREKA’S Last 
Director Bows Out,’ 
trumpeted the headline 
over a recent Chronicle 

story. 


What followed read like an obituary 
for the Eureka Theatre Company. Ar- 
tistic director Oskar Eustis announced 
his sudden resignation, citing economic 
strictures and organizational exhaus- 
tion. It was noted that Tim Stevenson, 
the company’s top administrator, was 
on his way out too, and that the 
Eureka’s three other resident directors 
— Richard Seyd, Susan Marsden and 
Tony Taccone — had already departed 
over the past year. Adding it all up, it 
sounded like one of the Bay Area’s 
most respected and progressive 
theaters was about to bite the dust. 

But the backstage story turns out to 
be more complex and more hopeful. 
Like the fabled phoenix, the Eureka 
has managed to go down in flames and 
rise up from the ashes — literally and 
figuratively — several times in its 
17-year history. More importantly, it 
has served as a crucial training ground 
for young directors, a showcase for 
talented actors and a forum for the 
fresh, angry voices of American, 
British and Italian playwrights. Major 
changes in leadership and artistic direc- 
tion have rocked the company num- 
erous times, but its brash, countercul- 





BACKSTAGE AT THE EUREKA 


The Eureka Theatre's struggle to redefine itself in the wake 
of the resignations of key personnel raises important questions about the future 
of progressive, alternative theater in the Bay Area 


tural spirit has somehow endured. 

Recently the Bay Guardian talked to 
a number of people close to the Eureka 
Theatre about its current upheavals 
and its future course. Their remarks are 
specific to the Eureka, but they also re- 
flect trends influencing other ensem- 
bles around the country — especially 
those forged in the passionate arts ac- 
tivism of the 1970s and early 1980s. The 
Eureka’s current struggle to renew 
itself raises a reverberant question: Will 
alternative, collective, left-of-center 
theaters still be viable in the 1990s? Can 
their aging baby-boomer founders 
maintain them? And will younger 
theater folk be willing to take over at 
the helm? 

That wasn’t a question that a cluster 
of drama students at San Francisco 
State University asked when they 
founded The Shorter Players in 1972. 
The group, which quickly changed its 
named to the Eureka Theatre Com- 
pany, was one of the first ‘‘fringe’’ 
groups on the San Francisco scene — 
just a bunch of kids who needed a place 
to perform. Their effort blossomed 
under the bravura leadership of direc- 
tors Chris Silva and Robert Woodruff, 
who produced incendiary versions of 
Robin Hood, Brecht plays and contem- 
porary works in the Eureka’s scruffy 
church basement playhouse on Market 
Street. (One unforgettable production 
was Woodruff’s gut-wrenching staging 
of The Island by Athol Fugard, starring 


then-unknown actors Danny Glover 
and Carl Lumbly.) 

Silva and Woodruff eventually 
moved on to successful careers in larger 
theaters, but the Eureka continued 
under the dynamic leadership of direc- 
tor Richard E.T. White. A baby-faced 
ex-UC Berkeley student, White loved 
the plays of radical British writers. In 
tandem with a crew of energetic col- 
leagues — directors Tony Taccone, 
Julie Hebert, Alma Becker, Fred Van 
Patten — he made the Eureka the hot- 
test hole-in-the-wall theater in town. 
Mainstage shows like Mary Barnes by 
David Edgar and Comedians by Trevor 
Griffiths won critics’ awards, and ex- 
perimental midnight shows by Winston 
Tong, Leonard Pitt and Bill Talen 
brought in the new-wave night owls. 

Actress Lorri Holt remembers the 
Eureka’s heady days in the late 1970s 
well. She only earned $50 for six weeks 
of work in shows like Maraton ’33 and 
Fefu and Her Friends, but the effort 
was worthit: ‘‘It seemed to us like any- 
thing was possible at the Eureka then. 
I remember thinking I was getting in 
on the ground floor of something really 
great. We were going to try and 
change people’s minds through art, 
and I think we did do that in fits and 
starts over the years.’’ a 

While the Eureka corps resembled 
an extended family, solidarity didn’t al- 
ways prevail. In the late 1970s, two op- 
posing camps vied for artistic control 


of the theater. When the dust settled, 
Hebert, Becker and Van Patten left. 
Those who remained — White (who 
moved ona year later), Eustis, Taccone 
and Seyd — reorganized the theater in- 
to a more formalized collective of ac- 
tors and directors that would share 
power and decision-making ‘Trespon- 
sibility. That ‘tight-knit group wound 
up working together for more than 
seven years — an unusually long tenure 
for any collective. 

Their bonds may have been 
strengthened by adversity: In 1981 
disaster struck. At dawn one morning, 
days before the opening of David 
Edgar’s The Jail Diary of Albie Sachs, 
an arson fire entirely destroyed the 
church that housed the theater. The 
crime was never solved, but phone 
.threats had been made in connection 
with the anti-apartheid play. 

With remarkable determination, the 
Eureka artists pulled together to stage 
two successful seasons at various city 
locations. In 1985 they finally found a 
new home: a former automotive shop 
on 16th St. and Harrison, renovated in- 
to a 200-seat theater with the help of 
generous support from the city’s Non- 
profit Performing Arts Loan Fund. 

In three years at its new location, the 
Eureka has experienced increased success 
and growing strain. The group earned in- 
ternational attention for premiering 
Emily Mann’s Execution of Justice, a 
docu-drama about the Moscone-Milk 





assassinations, and Joan Holden’s bril- 
liant translation of Dario Fo’s Acciden- 
tal Death of an Anarchist, with Geoff 
Hoyle in the lead. 

As the budget doubled and re- 
doubled, the actors began to earn union 
wages, more administrative staff was 
hired, the subscriber list grew. In the 
Meantime, private and government 
funding cutbacks were starting to take 
a toll on all mid-size arts groups. ‘“‘We 
were becoming more of an institution, 
more of a corporation,’’ recalls Oskar 
Eustis, ‘‘and it got harder and harder to 
concentrate on the art.”’ 

Eustis says the Eureka was caught in 
a vise: It was trying to act big, while re- 
maining small. ‘We wanted to create a 
kind of left-wing Berkeley Repertory 
Theatre,”’ he explains. ‘‘We’d have a 
repertory of six plays a year, acompany 
of eight to ten actors on salary, we’d 
produce exciting new radical plays, 
both American and foreign. That 
model didn’t succeed because we 
weren’t able to grow enough financially, 
especially with only 200 seats. But it 
hasn’t worked anywhere else either 
because it’s an impossible thing to do.”’ 

There were other problems besides 
the obvious economic ones. According 
to veteran Eureka performer Abigail 
Van Alyn, as the theater operation 
grew more complex, the four actors in 
the collective got less say in key deci-

sions. It became more and more dif- 
ficult to maintain the group’s internal 
“progressive agenda.’’ Resentments 
and inequities, competition and duel- 
ing egos began to erode the collective 
spirit. “‘The directors were in the posi- 
tion to wheel and deal on the national 
theater scene,’’ notes Van Alyn, “‘partly 
because they were on salary all the 
time and we actors weren’t. They began 
to share less information with us and 
information really is power. So the 
leadership of the theater was becoming 
increasingly alienated from the other 
people who worked there.” 

The Eureka also had some health 
catastrophes to deal with. In 1987, 
Mary Mason, the group’s beloved ad- 
ministrator, died of breast cancer at age 
40. Immediately afterward, actress 


Sigrid Wurschmidt endured a frighten- * 


ing bout with the same disease. ‘*These 
things brought us back together as 
family,’’ Van Alyn remarks, ‘‘but the 
other problems still remained.’’ 


VENTUALLY, THE theater 

began to drift artistically. 

Though the company’s high 

production standard re- 

mained, its aesthetic direc- 
tion wavered over the past several years 
under the eclectic leadership of its four 
resident directors. (Tony Taccone served 
as artistic director, but the others 
shared in selecting plays.) There were 
hits like Caryl Churchill’s Top Girls 
and Execution of Justice, and weak 
versions of Chekhov’s classic The 
Cherry Orchard and Brecht-Weill’s 
Threepenny Overa. The newer plays 
also drew a mixed reception: kudos for 
Philip Kan Gotanda’s The Wash and 
Milcha Scott Sanchez’s Roosters, and 
unenthusiastic responses for Maria 
Irene Forne’s The Danube and Kevin 
Kling’s Lioyd’s Prayer. 

The company’s zest seemed dimin- 
ished, but it got renewed last year in 
Tony Taccone’s memorable produc- 
tion of Road, a gripping drama of 
working-class rage by British writer Jim 
Cartwright. ‘‘Road galvanized a lot of 
our strengths,’’ acknowledges Eustis. 
‘Tt hearkened back to some of our old 
stuff while doing something new. But 
shows like that don’t come along all the 
time, and they’re also very expensive. It 
was an enormous hit for us and we 
didn’t make much money.” 

For the actors, the success of Road 
ultimately led to more frustration. The 
theater decided not to extend or trans- 
fer the show, and had to turn down 
many requests for tickets. “‘It was one 
of the worst choices we ever made,”’ 
says Van Alyn. “‘It was a complete 
fuck-up.”” 

Road proved to be Taccone’s swan 
song with the Eureka. Soon after he left 
for a higher-paying job as associate ar- 
tistic director of Berkeley Repertory. 
No one begrudged him his choice; in 
fact, all understood it well. The com- 
pany actors — Van Alyn, Holt, 
Wurschmidt and Jeffrey King — were 
doing as much outside film and stage 
work as possible to make ends meet, 
while Seyd and Marsden were looking 
for directing opportunities in other 
theaters too. Despite the the elevated 
salaries and actors’ fees, nobody was 
making enough to get by. ‘ 

“Tt gets to be a lifestyle question,”’ 
explains Holt. ‘‘Tony has two kids who 
he wants to send to college. I’d like to 
have a baby and I’m getting up there. 
As you get older, living like this gets 
more and more difficult.”’ 

Soon after Taccone left, Marsden 
also resigned to become a full-time 
freelancer. It was obvious that the 
Eureka was losing its key leaders. 
“After a great deal of struggle we 
decided that Oskar should run the 
theater,”” Van Alyn says. ‘“We wanted 
and he wanted it to be a shared posi- 
tion, but we couldn’t work that out 


economically.’’ 

Asareluctant artistic director, Eustis 
says he tried to steer the company 
through increasingly muddy waters: 
“‘We just tried to stabilize for a year 
and ask ourselves, ‘Is this really the last 
phase of the old Eureka grouping? Oris 
it a new phase in our history?’ It 
became increasingly clear to me that the 
theater was stable, but we’d seen the 
end of that artistic impulse we all 
shared and it was time for a leadership 
change. It was time for me to get out of 
there, and time for the whole thing to 
be reassessed.”” 

The 1988-89 season turned out to be 
a low-key effort anchored by two co-

productions with Berkeley Rep (Jn 
Perpetuity Throughout the Universe 
and The Stick Wife) and a late-season 
reshuffling. Then in May, in light of 
serious cash-flow problems, the two 
plays schediled to end the season, 
Ellen McLaughlin’s A Bright Room 
Called Day and Constance Congdon’s 
The Last of the Formicans, were 
scotched completely. Instead, the 
theater imported one-man shows by 
Ian Shoals and Larry Pisoni. 

The actors were surprised and stunned, 
according to Van Alyn: ‘‘This came on 
very suddenly. Canceling A Bright 
Room Called Day was really tough on 
the actors. Jeffrey King had made a lot 
of sacrifices to do that show.’’” 

By the time Eustis was tapped last 
month for a job at the Mark Taper 
Forum, a major regional theater in Los 
Angeles, the handwriting was on the 
wall. The old Eureka ‘‘family’’ was no 
more. The board of directors and in- 
coming administrator Debra Ballinger 
would have to reconstitute the theater 
with new artistic leadership. 

While Eustis seemed sanguine about 
the change (‘‘It’s time to clean off some 
of the Eureka’s history and give some- 
one else a clean slate to start with,’’ he 
told the Chronicle), the actors’ reac- 
tions were more emotional. “‘I feel like 
I’m losing the core of our identity,’’ 
says Van Alyn. ‘‘I was strongly iden- 
tified with the Eureka’s struggle to make 
wonderful art of a political nature, with 
our ensemble approach to acting, with 
the solidarity I had with my mates. I 
think the four of us actors are going to 
have to get together and really grieve.”’ 

Holt says that after 11 years with the 
Eureka she’s ready to move on, but it 
won’t be easy: “I’m going to miss that 
family so much, but families do grow 
up and people go away. You have to 
let go.”’ 


HILE THE veterans 

aremaking their peace 

with the Eureka’s 

past, Ballinger and the 

theater’s remaining 
staff are charting out a course for its 
future. Ballinger is no stranger to the 
Bay Area theater scene. She was the 
founder and director of the San Fran- 
cisco School of Dramatic Art, and the 
director of Feedback Productions, 
which manages Make-A-Circus and 
Talespinners. Recently she returned 
from a year in Manhattan as Associate 
Chair of the Music Theatre Program at 
New York University. 


Ballinger echoes Eustis’s contention 
that the Eureka is basically in good 
shape. Despite the recent financial 
crunch, there’s a deficit of roughly 
$20,000 — modest for a theater with a 
$680,000 annual budget. The board of 
directors are committed to staying on, 
as are technical director David Ford, 
production manager Dede Moyes and 
other key staffers. 

Obviously the first item on 
Ballinger’s agenda is finding a new ar- 
tistic director. A national search is 
underway for ‘‘someone who is open to 
being an equal partner with me, and 
someone who is deeply committed to 
the Eureka’s mission but will also help 
redefine it. I’d like the Eureka to con- 
tinue to be a place where people go to 
see plays with social content, plays 
that illuminate contemporary con- 
cerns. And I’d like to see more risk- 
taking in a late-night, experimental, 
multicultural series.”” 

Signing on in mid-summer, Ballinger 
has inherited two productions for the 
next season: Angels of America, anew 
play by Tony Kushner about the AIDS 
crisis, and Constance Congdon’s Tales 
of the Lost Formicans. Both, she says, 
will probably feature some of the com- 
pany’s veteran actors. 

When asked if the Eureka will main- 
tain the core acting company, Ballinger 
answers pragmatically: ‘‘It hasn’t 
worked as far as I can see. The artistic 
contributions of those actors were 
phenomenal, and I hope we can use 
them as their schedules permit. But this 
theater has never provided a living for 
them, so it’s sort of a moot point.” 

Despite that, Eustis, Holt and Van 
Alyn all give Ballinger their blessings 
and express hope for the Eureka’s 
future. Van Alyn will stay involved by 
remaining on the board of directors. “‘I 
have high hopes,’’ she says. “‘I think 
Debra’s great, and I have a lot of faith 
in her. But it also depends on the new 
artistic director and what he or she 
wants to do too.” 

“‘What’s consistent at the Eureka is 
not the people but a certain set of 
values,’’ stresses Eustis. ‘‘They’re 
humanist, multicultural, progressive 
politically, with an emphasis on new 
plays. The other thing that’s essential 
to the Eureka tradition is that it’s about 
a group, it’s about relationships be- 
tween people. That’s why I’m excited 
about Debra getting this job, because 
she’s part of this community we all 
sprang from.”’ 

Stirring sentiments, but many ques- 
tions remain — not the least of which is 
whether the Eureka, with or without its 
old guard, holds enough allure for the 
ticket-buying public. Many Bay Area 
theaters are struggling financially and 
some, like the Magic Theatre, have re- 
sponded by doing fewer new works and 
more “‘tried and true” off-Broadway 
plays. Ballinger says the Eureka won’t 
go that rovte, but other changes are 
necessary for survival. 

In her view, alternative, nonprofit 
theaters “‘have been in a vicious circle. 
In the 1970s, arts groups didn’t have 
any money, then we got some money, 
then we were forced to make organiza- 
tions into mini-corporations, and while 
doing that we stopped doing art. In the 
age of VCRs we have to re-invent what 
theater is, and to do that we have to take 
new risks and move in new directions. 
We need a new model for doing this, 
structures that support us financially 
while allowing us to produce our art.’’ 

Eustis agrees. ‘‘That’s the kind of 
reality that the new theater folks run- 
ning the Eureka are going to have to 
deal with. They’re going to have to be 
more entrepreneurial and ask how you 
can maximize the profits from your 
successes so you can protect the devel- 
opmental successes of the future. I 
hope it works, because there will be a 
real hole in West Coast theater if the 
Eureka doesn’t exist. It’s been a key 
place for talent to develop, andif it goes 
away I don’t know where the new peo- 
ple are going to come from.”’

The early rounds of the SF International Comedy Competition 
provide a closer look at the stand-up stars of the future

MAGINE THAT you’re an aspir- 

ing stand-up comedian. People 

have always told you how funny 

you are, and you’re starting to 

believe them. You’ve performed 
in some local clubs and gotten a good 
response, but now you feel ready to go 
further, to really try to make it big. So 
you decide to enter the San Francisco 
Comedy Competition. There you are, 
ina field of approximately 500 other as- 
piring comedians, some more estab- 
lished than others, all nervous, all try- 
ing to show their wit and originality in 
five-minute sets. 

Now imagine you’re in the audience, 
listening to these hopeful comedians. 
You see about 15 of them per show, 
ranging from the highly polished pros to 
the raw (sometimes very raw) amateurs. 
These are the beginnings of the world- 
famous San Francisco International 
Stand-Up Comedy Competition. 

Now in its 14th year, the competition 
starts with open auditions, held weekly 
during May, June and July at the 
Punchline in San Francisco, with each 
auditioner presenting five minutes of 
comedy. The open auditions can be 
fascinating, because you get to see 
every kind of performer, from the 
ridiculous to the sublime. All of the 
eventual winners start out here, so if 
you follow the entire process, you can 
literally watch a star in the making. 

Approximately two or three of the 
best performers per night are invited to 
return for the callbacks, where the 
Organizers can see them do a different 
five-minute set of material and narrow 
down the original field of 500 to 40. 
This year, the callbacks take place over 
two nights (July 31st and Aug. Ist), in- 
stead of the usual one. According to 
organizer Anne Fox, this is due to the 
unusually large number of talented per- 
formers in the 1989 contest. 


In the open rounds and callbacks, 
auditioners are screened by Anne and 
John Fox and their staff; official judg- 
ing (usually by people in the media) 
begins with the preliminaries, which 
begin on Aug. 8th. The 40 preliminary 
contestants perform all over the Bay 
Area, in two groups of 20, for six con- 
secutive nights. The top five from each 
of those groups then advance to the 
semifinals, which run from Aug. 22nd- 
27th. On the 27th, the top five finalists 
are chosen, and they compete in the 
finals on Sept. 2nd and 3rd at Davies 
Symphony Hall. 

Anne Fox, along with her husband 
John, started the Comedy Competition 
in 1976, and she has watched it grow in 
stature. as well as in prize money. The 
first year, the prize money, which had 
to be divided between the top five win- 
ners, was $186 plus change, which was 
all they took in at the door on finals 
night. This year, the winners will share 
$27,500. Fox has also seen a wide array 
of talent, ranging from a tap-dancing 
nun who performed the first year to 
such well-known performers as Robin 
Williams, Marsha Warfield and 
Roseanne Barr. 

The search for auditioners begins in 
the spring, with the word spread by 
Fox’s newsletter, Just for Laughs, 
which is distributed across the country, 
and also by word of mouth along the 
comedy grapevine. The competition is 
so well-known now that it has no trou- 
ble attracting performers. Fox says that 
about half the auditioners are from out 
of town, and that gives the competition 
a good mix. There doesn’t appear to be 
any local bias: ‘‘The audiences and 
judges don’t care where people are 
from,” says Fox. ‘‘They’re just look- 
ing for good comedy.” 

Besides the potential for discovery 
(talent scouts usually start showing up 
in force during the semifinals), the 
competition is a great learning ex- 








perience for novice comics because 
they get experience performing in front 
of diverse crowds. The eliminating

rounds of the competition are held all 
over the Bay Area because, explains 
Fox, ‘‘We need to see if they can play to 
all types of audiences — urban, family, 
suburban — and not just in a night- 
club.’’ Comedians soon find out that 
even if a joke about Barbara Bush 
works in San Francisco, it might get 
booed in Sunnyvale. 

The elimination procéss — narrow- 
ing a field of 500 down to five finalists 
— can be rough going, especially near 
the end. A big part of Fox’s job is to 
provide support and encouragement 
for the auditioners. ‘‘By the time you 
get down to the 40 people in the 
preliminary rounds, they’ re all good,”’ 
says Fox. ‘‘You have your favorites 
that you root for — it’s hard not to get 
emotionally attached.”’ 


T’S EASY to start rooting for 

particular favorites in the early 

rounds, because the styles of the 

contestants vary tremendously. 

Sometimes the most unlikely 
looking people turn out to be the best 
on stage, whereas the more polished 
ones can freeze up. You never know 
quite what to expect. 

During the open-audition rounds I 
attended this year, most of the jokes 
tended to be about familiar topics: sex, 
relationships, childhood. Politics was 
touched upon very lightly, if at all — 
George Bush wasn’t imitated nearly as 
often as Ronald Reagan, but then 
maybe it’s hard to mimic someone with 
absolutely no distinguishing 
characteristics. 

Audiences seemed to respond well to 
the sex jokes, except for those of one 
poor guy who simulated oral sex with 
the microphone. I’m not sure, but I 
think the mike was supposed to repre- 
sent himself. So instead of being merely 
an unfunny sex joke, it was an unclear, 
unfunny sex joke. 

Most of the humor was a lot better 
than that. Jokes covered topics like 
celebrity-baiting (‘‘Cher is in the 
hospital — she’s awaiting the birth of a 
new boyfriend’’), to country music (‘‘I 
don’t like any music where inbreeding 
is a prerequisite’’), to Texas chili (““We 
put everything in it, including any kind 





of road kill’). 

One thing that separated good per- 
formers from the merely average was 
their ability to handle hecklers. 
Hecklers seem to be a necessary evil in 
the world of stand-up — if not 
necessary, they’re at least unavoidable. 
One open-audition night, there was a 
man in the audience who, as they say, 
had a ‘‘few too many,”’ and then pro- 
ceeded to have more. He wasn’t 
especially hostile, but he tended to talk 
to the performers during their acts as if 
the two of them were alone in the room 
just having a little chat. This was 
understandably distracting. One per- 
former handled it especially well by 
responding in kind. As he was in the 
middle of one of several jokes about his 
native Texas, the heckler kept calling 
out, ‘“‘But how do you like Texas 
women?’ About the third time he was 
interrupted, the performer turned to 
him and said, ‘‘Hey, I’d really love to 
talk to you, but I’m kind of busy right 
now.” People laughed (including the 
heckler), and the situation was diffused 


. without making anybody angry. 


A couple of auditioners particularly 
stood out, and I’m rooting for them to 
make the finals: Renee Hicks, whose 
high-energy style completely won over 
the crowd, and Tony Stone, who ap- 
peared very unassuming until he 
opened his mouth and his low-key 
humor took over. Hicks, a black 
woman who is bald (she explained that 
her lack of hair was due to a visit to 
Supercuts), described how she enjoyed 
tormenting the nurses at Kaiser Hospital 
by going in for X-rays wearing a wig, 
then yanking her wig off after they were 
taken, and running down the hall 
screaming, ‘‘My God, look what you’ve 
done to me!”’ 

Stone’s style, though quieter, was 
equally entertaining. He is a good ex- 
ample of a performer whose jokes may 
be somewhat predictable, but are saved 
by a delivery with excellent timing. He 
talked a lot about growing up in Texas: 
“‘When I was a kid, only women had 
sex, and you had to get it from them.” 

The auditions are all hosted by past 
competition finalists, and they have a 
great deal to do with establishing the 
mood of the evening. One night the 
host was D’Alan Moss. Moss has an 
edgy, angry style that was alternately 
funny and hostile, and that seemed to 
rub off on the crowd. A couple of audi- 
tioners were booed — one, who refer- 
red to his girlfriend as a ‘‘psycho 
bitch,’’ deserved to be, but some of the 
crowd hostility seemed to be just for the 
hell of it. 

By contrast, Leland Brown, who 
hosted on another night, set an entirely 
different tone. His humor had a sar- 
castic tone, but in fun, and the au- 
dience responded in kind. Of course, 
there are a lot of other things that enter 
into why an evening has a particular 
feel to it, but the host plays a large part. 

Unlike most standard contests, you 
don’t have to be the top winner in the 
Comedy Competition to get recogni- 
tion. Fox says that by the time the 
group is reduced to 40, the quality is so 
high that it’s difficult to guess who the 

final winner will’ be. There’s lots of 
good entertainment to be seen at this 
stage — semifinalists often go on to 
lucrative careers in show business. 
Probably the most famous competition 
“loser’’ is Robin Williams, who 
placed second in 1976, but others who 
didn’t make it to the final round include 
Roseanne Barr, Steven Wright, Paula 
Poundstone and Bob Goldthwait. 

After 14 years of going strong, The 
Comedy Competition, while attracting 
people from all over the country, re- 
mains a uniquely San Francisco event. 
Audiences continue to respond to it, 
because, as Fox says, “‘San Francisco au- 
diences want to discover new talent.”

Aging rockers jump on the reunion bandwagon

REALLY great rock 
band is always more 
than the sum ofits parts. 
What we love about it 
isn’t the individuals in- 

volved, but some intangible magical 
thing that happens when those 
individuals get together and play. Often, 
that magic is steeped in a certain time 
and place, a year, a setting, a sound, a 
circumstance. That’s one reason the 
whole idea of rock bands from bygone 
eras having these big reunion gigs is so 
reprehensible. 

You know the ones I’m talking 
about. The Rolling Stones. The Moody 
Blues. The Monkees. Yes. And, of 
course, the Who: If you are one of a 
handful of humans who are unaware 
that the Who are about to hit town, you 





must, like the Who’s terrible Tommy, 
also not know ‘‘what day it is, what 
music is or what praying is.”” 

Dozens of bands are busy cashing in 
on long-gone Glory Days, motivated 
mainly by greed. In a recent interview 
with the L.A. Times, Pete Townshend 
himself said that the tour wasn’t the 
Who, but ‘‘a bunch of studio musicians 
playing the Who’s music.’’ Does that 
statement make him more honest or 
more hypocritical than, say, Anderson, 
Bruford, Wakeman and Howe, the 
four members of Yes who can’t tour 
under that name because the fifth 
member, Chris Squire, is also busy do- 
ing so? And are any of them worth 
bothering about? 

No. I think it’s fair to say, un- 
equivocally, no. And yet, there is no 
question that these tours are all wildly 
successful. That’s why even people like 
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Townshend, who understands the 
bogusity factor, are doing it. The Who 
stand to earn $30 million this summer, 
the Stones, reportedly, $70 million. 
It’s hard to imagine that either band 
needs the money, but perhaps they do. 
It’s easy enough to figure out why all 
these once-good bands are willing tode- 
grade their own memory in this way — 
the more salient question is why we, the 
consumers, are buying into their shows. 
I’ve put together an incomplete list 
of just some of the bands who’ve re- 
united in the past few years, many of 
whom will be touring this summer: the 
Moody Blues, Pink Floyd, ELP, Wire, 
CSNY, Lynyrd Skynyrd, the Stray 
Cats, Little Feat, Jethro Tull, Led Zep- 
pelin (with Jason Bonham on drums) 
the Who, The Rolling Stones (even if 
they never officially broke up, they’ve 
often announced that they’ll never tour 


again), the Monkees (with Mike 
Nesmith only for the L.A. show), the 
Damned (with Captain Sensible), the 
Doobie Brothers, Aerosmith, the Jef- 
ferson Airplane, the Bee Gees, two 
different incarnations of Yes, Pylon, 
Pere Ubu, the Gun Club and, on the 
local scene, the Psychotic Pineapple, 
the Nuns, the Mutants and Sister Dou- 
ble Happiness. 

That’s one hell of a lot of bands — 
more reunited bands, you might think, 
than there are new bands on the 
market, and you wouldn’t be far from 
wrong. Worse luck, there’s way more 
in the works. And just how many of 
these bands — Jethro Tull, the 
Jefferson Airplane — have we actually 
missed? As for the ones who have 
released new records to accompany 
their tours — Little Feat, the Bee Gees,

the Monkees — it would be difficult to 
argue that any of it is enduring music 
work that deserves its place on the 
charts next to the songs of younger 
bands. In fact, I think some intrepid 
senator or other should propose 
a kind of statute of limitations on how 
long one’s day in the sun is allowed 
to last. 

Tour promoters would argue that 
they’re just giving the people what they 
want, and what the people want are 
reunited oldies acts. That may be so. 
What worries me is what’ll happen in 
1999, in 2009, when the Rolling Stones 
and the Who and Jethro Tull are long 
since dead or doddering. Who will be 
left to reunite? At least half the mem- 
bers of Guns and Roses, the obvious 
answer, will be dead; Bon Jovi will 
clearly be a Vegas-Tahoe type of guy 
and U2 will never, ever go away. As for 
a Pixies or Throwing Muses reunion, it 
would hardly raise eyebrows, much 
less cash, thanks to the rock establish- 
ment’s current policy of ignoring 
young, talented groups. Anyway, by 
that time, our sense of outrage at this 
type of thing will have been completely 
deadened 


HERE ARE still a few 

bands who have not suc- 

cumbed to the reunion 

disease, who have left the 

world with unspoiled 
memories of their art. Special mention 
must go to John Fogerty, who could’ve 
been touring as Creedence for the last 17 
years, to Steve Winwood, who could 
easily do a Traffic thing but has re- 
frained and to Cream. We’re also cur- 
rently getting a strange crop of reunited 
punks — Stiff Little Fingers, the 
Damned, Pere Ubu — but at least punk 
rock never pretended to have 
marketplace morals; besides which, 
since they were ahead of their time and 
ignored to begin with, there’s some 
justice in returning to play for people 
who hated them in their prime. A 
special award for unexpected integrity 
under duress must be given to John 
Lydon, whose former cohorts Jones 
and Cook have probably pressed for a 
reunion since the day after the Sex 
Pistols broke up. 

In some cases — the Velvet Under- 
ground, the Stooges, the Spiders from 
Mars, Mott the Hoople — these un- 
spoiled memories probably have no 
bearing on reality. If we were beamed 
back in time to see these bands at their 
zenith, they probably wouldn’t seem 
as great as their legacy has led us to 
believe. 

There are other bands who have 
gracefully avoided the reformation or 
comeback onus: Roxy Music, for one, 
a band that’s ‘‘come back’’ countless 
times, but that does so only when it 
has some interesting new music to 
play. Other artists, like Elvis Costello, 
Tom Petty, Steve Earle and Bob Dylan, 
have avoided the possible pitfall of a 
future comeback by ranging them- 
selves in a position where no one minds 
who’s backing them; Who’d know, for 
instance, if Petty’s Heartbreakers were 
all the original members — and who 
would even care? 

Then there are the bands who’ve 
never gone away. The Grateful Dead, 
the Kinks, the Beach Boys. To give 
them all credit, at least it seems as if 
they tour because they like to, not 
because they need to. 


ERHAPS IT’S naive to ex- 

pect rock’n’roll heroes to 

just say no to large bunches 

of cash. After all, not 

everybody has been blessed 
with the virtue of integrity. And not 
every rock reunion is equally cor- 
rupt. Clearly, there are a couple of 
scales by which all reunited rock acts 
need to be judged. 

Firstly, there is the scale of general 
loathsomeness and greed, or, how 
much we wanted to see the band reunite 
in the first place. Anderson, Bruford, 


Wakeman and Howe, formerly of Yes, 
are certainly the main offenders in this 
category. Not only did no one ever 
want to hear from these guys again, but 
to make matters worse, they’ve em- 
barked on their foray across the states 
at the same time as Chris Squire, who 
owns the rights to the name Yes. So 
there’s like, dueling Yeses out there, 
each worse than the last. Thus, A.B. W. 
and H. receive the highest score on a 
scale of 1 to 10, for loathsomeness 
of concept. 

The second scale by which to judge 
the value of a reunion is a little more 
nebulous, but is based on how much 
the integrity of the original band is 
compromised by areunion. A band like 
the Who, which, really, we’ve all pretty 


_ much missed, is the big winner in this 


category, since they were known for 
years for statements like ‘‘hope I die 
before I grow old,’’ and ‘‘won’t get 
fooled again.’’ True, the Who also 
toyed with sponsorship-type deals a 
good two decades ago, even putting out 
an album entitled The Who Sell Out, 
which contained jingles for both real 
and fictitious products on it, but they 
also have always symbolized an in- 
tangible purity of spirit and a musical 
integrity that this reunion tour com- 
pletely violates. Therefore, they get a 
10 in the category of lack of integrity. 

The Rolling Stones also rate an 
imperfect 10, which includes a few 
lifetime achievement bonus points. 
A.B.W. and H., however, get a mere 2, 
not ever having had much integrity to 
begin with, as do the Bee Gees, who 
have had some points subtracted for 
having spared us the sight and sound of 
small brother Andy. The Damned, 
who always cheerfully asserted that 
they’d reunite for money, and Pylon, 
who managed to break up long before 
we were sick of them, get Os, basically 
because we’re all pleased to see them. 

The last category by which these reu- 
nions should be judged is verisimilitude 
and artistic merit — or, just how gooda 
show the act will put on. Bands that are 
missing key members, either by death 
or disinterest, will get a higher (or more 
damning) score in this category, depend- 
ing on how key the member who’s 
missing is to the original band. For ex- 
ample, the Doors, who’ve toured with- 
out Jim Morrison, and Big Brother and 
the Holding Company, who’ve toured 
without Janis, both merit a 10. 

Although for most bands the loss of 
a drummer would count for far less 
points than the loss of a lead singer or 
guitarist, in the special case of the al- 
most irreplaceable Keith Moon, The 
Who earn a near-maximum of 9 
points. Little Feat without Lowell 
George, the Band without Robbie 
Robertson and Lynyrd Skynyrd 
without Ronnie Van Zant are all key 
offenders in this category. 

There is also a band called the 
Grandmothers, made up of original 
members of the Mothers of Invention, 
who tour without Frank Zappa. This 
opens a whole new category, of bands 
that tour with only one or two original 
members, bands like the Byrds and 
Iron Butterfly and the Four Tops. 
Since these acts are generally relegated 
to Holiday Inn lounges and Vegas 
showrooms, we won’t get into the 
morality of the situation: their punish- 
ment is just being them. 

There’s a saying in the alternative 
music business that goes, ‘‘music 
should always be new.’”’ While it’s hard 
to stand by a line as didactic as that one, 
it’s true that new music is always more 
youthful, more challenging, more 
energetic and enthusiastic, just plain 
more emotionally satisfying. 

While I love all my old records by old 
bands, I don’t relish the idea of seeing 
old and haggard-looking reformed ver- 
sions of those bands staggering through 


greatest hits sets, or worse, playing.

The com- 
position is actually too deliberately 
fragmented and explicitly post-modern 
to hold up, but it clearly illustrates what 
Frisell is currently about. 

Raised in Colorado, educated at the 
Berklee School of Music and currently 
living in Hoboken, Frisell has been one 
of New York’s most active players. His 
projects have included Hal Willner’s ac- 
claimed recording tributes to Nino 
Rota, Thelonious Monk and Walt 
Disney movie music, Marianne Faith- 
full’s Strange Weather, the high-energy 
Power Tools trio with drummer Ronald 
Shannon Jackson, John Zorn’s Naked 
City band with Frith, Wayne Horvitz 
and Joey Baron and jazz drummer Paul 
Motian important group. 

Presently, the Bill Frisell Band is his 
main priority. ‘‘For years I was think- 
ing about a band and wondering who to 
get,’’ he said in a phone conversation 
before heading out west. “‘It took mea 
long time to arrive at this combination. 
I wanted it to be something that would 
last for along time. My real hope is that 
we could still be playing with this exact 
same group ten or 15 years from now, 
because that’s when it could get really 
great.

HANKS TO the Frisells of 
world, time is running out 
on discrete musical cate- 
gories. The New York- 
based guitarist is a member 
of that rapidly multiplying species of 
musicians who confound critics, pro- 
grammers and publicists by refusing to 
play in one easily identifiable genre. 
Segmentation is still ticking on the 
playlists of commercial radio and the 
Billboard charts, but at the same time 
such groping adjectives as ‘‘eclectic’’ 
and ‘‘post-modernist’’ are mercilessly 
overworked by reviewers because the 
old definitions are so obviously failing. 
It’s not Bill Frisell’s fault, but as he 
proved last week in the first of four 
nights with his quartet at Yoshi’s, he is 
one of the musicians who best defines 
the current “‘post-everything”’ trend — 
creating his very own sound by ab- 
sorbing myriad influences, honoring or 
parodying various traditions and quiet- 
ly flaunting convention — and one of 
the few who really makes it work. 
During the first set’s opener, ‘Love 
Motel,” from the new Elektra/Musi- 
cian album Before We Were Born, 
Oakland guitarist and Frisell fan 
Henry Kaiser leaned over and noted, 
‘Mahavishnu Orchestra at 16 [rpm].”’ 
At other points in the same tune he 
might well have mentioned Pops 
Staples, Oliver Nelson, Bill Evans or 
Ornette Coleman. Later in the gen- 
erous eight-tune, 90-minute set, we 
could almost reach out and touch the 
fleeting spirits of Bill Monroe, Merle 
Haggard’s Strangers, Albert Ayler, Ry 
Cooder and the two influences Frisell 
most often cites, guitarists Jim Hall and 
Jimi Hendrix. Following an amazing, 


see-what-can-be-done-with-this-in- 
strument solo by cellist Hank Roberts, 
Frisell played a long blues solo that 
fractured the Chicago tradition and 
assigned most heavy-metal poseurs to 
the musical wastebasket by virtue of 
meticulous attention to timbre and 
dynamics. 

After squeezing out sparks on the 
stop-and-go rhythms of ‘‘Freddy’s 
Step,’’ Frisell led Roberts, electric 
bassist Kermit Driscoll and drummer 
Joey Baron into a bittersweet inter- 
pretation of Nino Rota’s Godfather 
themes. Through judicious use of his 
foot pedals and juxtapositions of elec- 
tric guitar against resonant cello tex- 
tures, Frisell wobbled the romantic 
Italian melodies as if holding them up 
to a distorting mirror. This was Fun 
House music of the first order: In one 
moment Frisell made his guitar sound 
like it was physically tearing up sheet 
music, in the next like recording tape 
running backwards. aj 

In some people’s estimation, this is a 
form of jazz fusion, extending the har- 
monic inventions and improvisational 
impulses of jazz through the energy 
and electronics of rock. But Frisell is 
doing something more than fusion. Imag- 
ine a grandfather clock that has been 
ticking away in one house for decades, 
absorbing the chamber music, country 
and western, jazz, bluegrass and 
rock’n’roll of different generations. 
Suddenly the mainspring breaks and all 
the music comes flying out at once. You 
hear not only the genres mixing 
together madly but the mechanical 
cacophony of the clock coming un- 
done, as well. 

That was the effect of many Frisell 
pieces in concert, especially the ex- 
tended work ‘‘Hard Plains Drifter or: 
as I take my last breath and the noose 
grows tight, the incredible events of the 
past three days flash before my eyes’’ 


out as the deconstruction of musical 
forms develops into an exhilarating 
sensation of reunion. 

Roberts was especially brilliant in his 
integration of boggling plucking and 
bowing techniques with startling mus- 
ical ideas. Driscoll accented the pulse 
with neat melodic jumps and a lot of 
flair, and Baron, a veteran of many 
bands including the Toshiko Akiyoshi 
jazz orchestra, proved he can swing in 
any context. The main change from the 
band’s previous Bay Area appearance, 
at the Great American Music Halla few 
years back, was the attention to com- 
plexity and detail in the writing and a 
subsequent slight shift away from 
ensemble improvisation. 

Given the mainstream jazz club set- 
ting, Frisell did play a surprising 
amount of riotous (although never 
overamped) ‘‘noise.’’ And although a 
few patrons fled, the explosions made 
the set that much more dynamic and ex- 
citing. Frisell could conceivably mold 
himself for the adult New Age market, 
and his writing, arranging and delicate 
playing on the new ‘‘Number 19,”’ and 
the older ‘‘Rambler’’ (an almost 
norteno ballad from the ECM album of 
the same name, showed how gentle and 
pretty the quartet can be. 

But it probably doesn’t even occur to 
Frisell to temper his challenging music 
for easy listening tastes, just asit’s in his 
nature to face the band rather than the 
audience while playing. Unlike the ma- 
jority of guitar heroes who strut their 
manly stuff by tossing their heads back, 
thrusting their hips forward drawing 
attention to their flying fingers, Frisell 
stood at one side of the stage and of- 
fered onlookers no more than a side 
profile — we never saw the front of his 
guitar until he was finished playing and 
turned to shyly introduce the tunes and 
the players. The personality was all in 
the sound, and the sound was unfail- 
ingly rich and provocative, a hopeful 
harbinger of musical change. a

Prince, Batman (Warner Brothers) 
His Purple Majesty has reached a 
plateau in his career where he can take 
himself lightly enough to tease out the 
comic book quality of his own ego. 
Although he doesn't successfully plumb 
the Prince of Darkness quality of direc- 
tor Tim Burton's superhero, Prince has 
great fun sampling bits of dialogue and 
evoking splashes of imagery from the 
box office smash, most hilariously on 
the rocketing ‘‘Batdance.’’ Otherwise, 
this Batman bears little resemblance to 
the DC classic or the brooding Michael 
Keaton version, and though a couple 
songs do appear in the movie — as.ac- 
companiment for Jack Nicholson's 
merry/evil antics — this is not a sound- 
track album. It's a series of cartoonish 
vignettes sketched by one of the 
decade's most original stylists. As 
always, Prince creates his own fantasy 
world of hedonism and doubt, reinter- 
preting the characters in his own im- 
age, which here is far less portentous 
than previous incarnations. But for a 
few lightweight exercises, notably the 
Sheena Easton duet on ‘‘The Arms of 
Orion,"’ the music is solidly within 
Prince's personal rock-funk sound, 
more craft than art, more a holding 
pattern over Gotham City than a move 
forward, yet more evidence that Prince 
can absorb almost any current cultural 
phenomenon into his singular musical 
amalgam. The key question is asked by 
The Joker in ‘‘Trust,"’ ‘‘Doesn't that feel 
good?" Yup.

Monks of Doom, 

The Cosmodemonic Telegraph 
Company (Pitch-A-Tent Records) 
The Cosmodemonic Telegraph 
Company, the second album from the 
local band Monks of Doom, derives its 
title from Henry Miller's Tropic of 
Capricorn. Although the record conveys 
some of the spirit of Capricorn in its 
combination of harshness, curiosity and 
humor, it is first and foremost a 
rock'n'roll record, and its most tangible 
references are musical ones. 

Primarily through the guitar-playing of 
David Immergluck (also of the Ophelias) 
and Greg Lisher (also of Camper Van 
Beethoven), the Monks reveal a 
diversity of sources, ranging from 
Snakefinger to old ZZ Top to Pink Floyd 
to Eugene Chadbourne. The ways in 
which these sources are balanced and 
played against each other account for 
much of the album's appeal. Songs like 
‘Vaporize Your Crystals'’ and “'Unex- 
plained Murders”’ make fluid, unex- 
pected changes between slow rocker 
grooves (with guitar harmonies that 
sound like the Eagles) and more pro- 
gressive, intricate time patterns that 
take the songs in completely different 
directions. Other songs, such as ‘The 
Beach of Deception,"' are brought to 
life by Immergluck’s subtle pedal steel 


playing. 





Those.who have seen the Monks play 
locally will be most surprised by the 
amount of singing on the record. 
Although none of the band members 
are really singers, they manage to turn 
in spirited vocal performances on the 
album's two covers (“The Vivian Girls”’ 
by the Residents and Snakefinger, and 
“Voodoo Vengence”’ by Eugene 
Chadbourne). The only real cringe fac- 
tor is introduced by Victor Krum- 
menacher's flat, nasal singing on some 
of the more pop, original songs, such as 
“Taste of Tendon” and ‘‘The Evidence 
You Hide," a factor compounded by the 
forced phrasing of lines like ‘‘this 
charade of my brilliant life’’ and “the 
cryptic malaise that you're in/the art 
that may come of it, I'd recommend." 
But even if some of the singing is less 
than artful, The Cosmodemonic 
Telegraph Company is still one of the 
best local releases of the year.

Van Morrison, Avalon Sunset 
(Mercury) 
Picture the Belfast Cowboy leaning on 
the rail of a ferryboat contemplating the 
frothy crests of the waves, strolling 
slowly through the misty hills of Ireland 
illuminated by an orange sunset, sitting 
by the sparkling river pondering the 
wisdom of Heraclitus. Ava/on Sunset is 
the soundtrack. Morrison is completely 
at home with his musical blend of loping 
R&B and ethereal textures, swathing his 
slurring vocals in rich harmonies and 
sweet strings, leaving just enough room 
for little expressive statements from his 
musicians. With his idiosyncratic phras- 
ing, uncanny feel for time, emotional in- 
vestment in syllables and penchant for 
lush orchestrations, he may be becom- 
ing the Sinatra of the middle-age 
counterculture. The question of age is 
underscored by the appearances of two 
British veterans of the 60s — Georgie 
Fame on Hammond Organ and pop idol 
Cliff Richard sharing the vocal on 
“Whenever God Shines His Light.”’ 
Their contributions are far from per- 
functory. Richard shares the spiritual 
concerns that Morrison makes explicit 
in some songs (‘‘When Will | Ever Learn 
to Live in God,"’ ‘‘These Are the Days’’), 
implicit in others (‘Have | Told You 
Lately" and ‘Daring Night'’), and so 
gracefully poetic as to be acceptable to 
non-believers. Fame's organ fills are 
eloquent parts of an overall sound that 
flows gorgeously with no sense of cling- 
ing or grasping. Morrison is less 
anxious than in earlier days, and some 
will miss that edge in his music. But 
Avalon Sunset is a grand reconciliation 
with the moment, full of tender reflec- 
tions upon the past, the wonders of 
nature and the mysteries of love. It har- 
bors little anticipation of the future 
other than Van's conclusion of his 
string-drenched ‘‘Coney Island’’ recita- 
tion, ‘‘Wouldn’t it be great if it was like 
this all the time.”

Scorchers keeps emotional 
tension at alow boil 


SCORCHERS. By David Beaird, 
directed by Cathy Thomas-Grant. Pre- 
sented by Howler Productions and En- 
core Theatre Company at Intersection, 
SF.

EW MODERN plays convey 
a sense of place; they might 
as well be set in urban or 
rural Anywhere U.S.A. But 
Scorchers, a bill of three one- 
acts by David Beaird now at the In- 
tersection, has a very specific imag- 
inative geography, And that map of 


Bastrop, Louisiana hanging in the In- . 


tersection lobby lets you know that 
Beaird’s blue bayou really does exist. , 

Southern writers generally have a 
deep well of ambience to drawn on, and 
Beaird is no exception. An actor and 
founder of Chicago’s Wisdom Bridge 
Theatre and an up-and-coming movie 
director (My Chauffeur and Pass the 
Ammo), Beaird has been celebrated by 
Los Angeles theater critics as ‘‘a 
legitimate successor to Tennessee 
Williams.’’ That’s pushing it a bit, but 
Scorchers does reveal his considerable 
gifts for ripe language, Southern por- 
traiture and old-fashioned, emotion- 
twanging theatricality. 


The opener, Bayou Le Teche, is the 
tritest of the three plays but it squeaks 
by on sheer moxie. The virginal 
20-year-old Splendid (played by Gillian 
Marloth) has just married her doltish 
boyfriend Dolan (Nick Phelps). In 
what must be a quaint old Louisiana 
custom, the couple are expected to 
ditch the wedding guests downstairs 
and consummate their marriage in 
Splendid’s bedroom. But the terrified 
bride resists bodily. Her protective 
father Jumper (Stephen Weingartner) 
and new husband try brute force, sweet 
talk and finally psychic exorcism to get 
her to cooperate. 

The actors, all of them out of the 
American Conservatory Theatre’s 
training program, have a field day tear- 
ing, diving and thrashing around the 
quilt-covered bed that dominates 
William Eigenbrodt’s folksy bedroom 
set. There’s a lot of Cajun-style sturm 
and drang to play off, and they really 
go at it. 

The emotional fireworks are en- 
joyable in a loud, showy way, but the 
script devolves into predictable 
psychological hokum. Splendid’s fears 
are not blamed on the obvious fact that 
she’s marrying a crude, insensitive 
brute. No, the real trauma is that her 
mother died in childbirth. So Daddy 
turns into the Fritz Perls of the bayou 
and leads her through a gestalt en-

counter with Mama’s spirit. When that 
works, Dolan gets to jump her bones. 

Beside the obvious misogynist im- 
plications of the ‘story and an 
(undeliberate?) undercurrent of 
incest, there’s a time problem here. The 
program indicates we are in the present, 
but everything feels like the 30s — the 
same era of Tennessee Williams’ Twenty 
Seven Wagonloads of Cotton, which 
Bayou Le Teche vaguely recalls. If 
there’s a 20-year-old in modern Louisi-

ana who dresses and behaves like the 
spectacularly naive Splendid, the South 
has a lot of catching up to do. 

The other two plays, set in a small- 
town bar called The Tiger Cafe, work 
more convincingly. Lost River is a 
vivid monologue spoken by an ar- 
ticulate drunk named Howler 
(Stephen Weingartner) to a blowsy 
prostitute, Thais (Gina Farrall). In 
language that darts and glows, he 
recalls finding a magical lake as a boy 
and then losing it — a sharp, lovely 
metaphor for losing one’s innocence. 

The closer, Thais, brings together 
Howler, Thais, the insecure barkeep 
Bear (Nick Phelps) and Talbot, a dis- 
traught young wife (Elan Evans) in a 
sad and funny barroom encounter. In 
broad but often effective strokes, 
Beaird renders the loneliness of misfits, 
the sexual hypocrisy in a small town 
and the way a piece of music (in this 
case, Samuel Barber’s Elegie for 
Strings) can work on your soul. 

As in Bayou Le Teche, there’s a 
tendency here to overwrite, and to go 
for the corny archetype: the earth- 
mother prostitute, the too-sensitive art- 
ist who turns to drink. And you have to 
wonder about why this male writer 
keeps hammering away at ‘‘frigid’’ 
women — and how much he under- 
stands about them. 

But Beaird has a winning boldness. 
He isn’t afraid to get lyrical and his 
writing has a spicy sensuality that justly 
allies him with Tennessee Williams, 
Cathy Thomas-Grant directs the three 
pieces effectively (though she could 
turn down the bombast in the first), 
and the actors embody their characters 
with vigor. (I especially enjoyed 
Stephen Weingartner, despite his jam- 
balaya approach to a Cajun accent:) 
This show, and other recent produc- 
tions by Encore Theatre, offer strong 
proof that ACT’s Conservatory is turn- 
ing out some very promising young ac- 
tors these days. 

All in all, Scorchers doesn’t set the 
world on fire, nor does it challenge Ten- 
nessee Williams’ position as the 
standard-bearer of Southern drama. 
But David Beaird knows how to keep 
his characters’ emotions simmering at a 
low boil. As they might say on the 
bayou, that makes him a writer to 
reckon with. B

Two new romances look all too familiar

OODY ALLEN can 

be proud of When 

Harry Met Sally..., 

even though he had 

nothing to do with it 
— directly. If you saw it cold, without 
credits, you could easily assume 
Woody had made it. There are too 
many touches associated with him to be 
coincidental, but neither director Rob 
Reiner nor screenwriter Nora Ephron 
has indicated it was intended as an 
homage or otherwise acknowledged 
the Allen influence. 

Billy Crystal plays Harry, a middle- 
class, Jewish New Yorker with relation- 
ship problems, in this paean to roman- 
tic love. Segments are divided by 
documentary-style ‘‘talking heads’’ 
moments in which senior couples tell 
how they got together, and more thana 
dozen standards are given a jazz treat- 
ment on the soundtrack. These factors, 
plus constant references to Casablanca 
and an Annie Hall-style hat the heroine 
wears in one scene keep Woody Allen 
constantly in the movie buff’s mind. 

The heroine, Sally, is played by Meg 
Ryan. She meets Harry at the University 
of Chicago in 1977 when he’s going witha 
friend of hers but rides with Sally to 
New York after graduation. They hit it 
off as well as lovers-to-be in romantic 
comedies ever do, quarreling all the way. 
She’s an optimist, he’s a pessimist. He’s 
almost totally obnoxious and raises the 
film’s basic premise: ‘“‘Men and women 


can’t be friends because the sex thing 
always gets in the way.”’ 

Five years later they meet by chance. 
Sally’s living with a man and Harry is 
about to get married. Harry’s still will- 
ing to let the sex thing get in the way, 
but Sally turns him down. 

When they meet again after another 
five years they’ve both just become 
available again, but they’re more in 
need of friends than lovers; so they give 
friendship a try while dating others. 
They fix each other up with their best 
friends, Bruno Kirby (the ‘‘Tony 
Roberts part’’ in Woody Allen films) 
and Carrie Fisher, respectively; but of 
course the friends hit it off with each 
other, leaving Harry and Sally free. 

They still resist, and when sex rears 
its lovely head it complicates things fur- 
ther. There’s no question from the be- 
ginning that they will get together, only 
when and how. Unfortunately when 
it’s time for the final decision, the 
movie suddenly stops being their story 
and becomes his story. Harry thinks 
about their time together, realizes he 
loves Sally, and tells her they should get 
married because he loves her. Did a 
woman really write this? 

Up until that finale, which left me 
with a bitter aftertaste, everything 
about When Harry Met Sally... is 
wonderful. Billy Crystal subordinates 
his usual shtick to the character he’s 
playing and manages not to be so repul- 
sive we won’t want him to win Sally 
under any circumstances. It may be the 
first time I’ve liked him as an actor, and 
I liked him a lot. I’ve liked Meg Ryan 
before, and this role lets her show con- 
tinued growth. Carrie Fisher, too, is as 
good as she’s ever been; this may be the 
role that gets her past the ‘‘Princess 
Leia’”’ stigma. 

The dialogue is frequently hilarious,

with one-liners that fit their characters; 
the concept is romantic — when I wasn’t 
thinking of Woody Allen I was thinking 
of Claude Lelouch. You may realize later 
that When Harry Met Sally... wasn’t as 
good as you thought it was, but you’ll 
have a great time watching it. 


HAG WILL probably do more 
S damage to the ozone layer than 

Hairspray did. It’s yet another 
American graffito about high-school 
best friends about to go their separate 
ways in 1963, but director Zelda Barron 
isno George Lucas. She can’t decide how 
straight to play it, whether to go for 
romance or laughs, immediacy or 
nostalgia; so she does a little of each. 
Sometimes the movie laughs at itself and 
sometimes it takes itself too seriously. 

The leading ladies are Spartanburg, 
South Carolina debutantes. Carson 
(Phoebe Cates) is about to be married 
to ‘‘very level-headed’’ Tyrone Power 
Jr. She feels nothing for him, but it’s 
what’s known as a good match. Her 
friends Pudge (Annabeth Gish), 
Melaina (Bridget Fonda) and Luanne 
(Page Hannah) surprise her with a 
weekend-long bachelorette party at the 
resort town of Myrtle Beach, where 
Luanne’s senator father happens to 
have a house he’s not using. 

Pudge has a bad self-image and has 
never had a serious boyfriend. Luanne 
is homely but of good stock. Melaina, a 
preacher’s daughter, can’t wait to get 
away from home and go wild. 

All four are grabbed up by boys the 
moment they appear on the scene. Two of 
those relationships develop into some- 
thing. Carson finds she enjoys being 
treated as a sex object by Buzz (Robert 
Rusler), while late-blooming Pudge finds 
she doesn’t enjoy being treated like a 
sister by Chip (Scott Coffey). 

Melaina, after a run-in with some 
local girls, decides her ticket out of Dix- 
ie is the ‘Miss Sun Queen’’ competi- 
tion, which will be judged by pop star 
Jimmy Valentine (Jeff Yagher). Pudge 
hopes to win the ‘‘shag”’ contest for no 
apparent reason but to let Kenny 
Ortega choreograph some nostalgic 
dance numbers. 

As the weekend progresses, one girl 
finds a bedmate, one finds a soulmate, 
one finds a lifemate and one finds two 
playmates and a meal ticket. Who’s go-

TWIN PEAK 


A film about twins welshes on its promise 


ON THE BLACK HILL. Directed by 
Andrew Grieve. At the Roxie, SF.

VERY cinematic open- 
ing flies us over the 
Black Hill that separates 
England from Wales. 
We’re introduced to 
Lewis and Benjamin, elderly twin 
brothers who share a bed in the farm- 
house where they’ve spent their lives. 

On the Black Hill then returns us to 
1895 when the twins’ English grand- 
father, a minister, died, freeing his 
repressed daughter Mary (Gemma 
Jones) to marry Amos (Bob Peck), a 
Welshman who desires her. 

They lease a farm, ‘‘The Vision” 
(perhaps the most heavily symbolic 
name in literature since the ‘“‘H.M.S. 
Rights of Man,’’ but in this case the 
portents go unrealized), on the Black 
Hill and start a family with the twin 
boys, followed by a daughter. 

Benjamin (Mike Gwilym) and Lewis 
(Robert Gwilym) are separated by ten 
miles in their late teens, when one goes 
to work on another farm so both can 
avoid the draft. Benjamin is called up 
anyway, but Lewis retains a psychic 
connection with him while he’s gone. 

Because the twins can largely com- 
municate without speaking, the 
characters are very introspective and 
something of a cipher to outsiders. 
That leaves the acting burden on their 
parents, until their super-strict father 
dies about two-thirds of the way into 
the film. 

The brothers breed their horses before 
they breed themselves. Benjamin is upset 
when he learns Lewis has been with a 
woman, and it takes their mother’s im- 
pending death to reconcile them. As the 
men grow old together, still heirless, a 
young woman shows up claiming to be 
their sister’s daughter. They take to her 
young son, Kevin. 

Adapted by director Andrew Grieve 
from anovel by the late Bruce Chatwin, 
On the Black Hill, which had its U.S. 
premiere at this year’s San Francisco 
International Film Festival, makes gen- 
erally wise choices in spanning some 85 
years. It’s too bad the Gwilym brothers 
(actually seven years apart in age) are 


less wise choices, and their age makeup 
isn’t as good as that on Gemma Jones. 

So here’s a beautifully filmed saga and 
a chance for a rare visit to the Welsh 
countryside, but it’s got a big hole where 
the central characters ought to be. Two 
big holes — double the frustration. 1 |

graphed far too early and waiting for it to 
happen isn’t nearly as much fun as it 
should be. 

Most of the cast don’t do well with 
Southern accents, and some of the 
dramatic scenes sound like amateur 
productions of Tennessee Williams. 
Phoebe Cates and Annabeth Gish are 
too similar in appearance and neither 
does anything interesting with her role. 
Bridget Fonda, looking and acting 
much like Yvette Mimieux in Where the 
Boys Are, but with different conse- 
quences, is much better and looks fan- 
tastic when she gets dressed to kill. 
(Mary E. Vogt’s costumes are one of 
Shag’s greatest assets.) Page Hannah 
puts some distance between herself and 
her more famous sister, and doesn’t do 
a bad job in a thankless part. 

Scott Coffey is the film’s major dis- 
covery, quietly effective in a role that 
looks deceptively simple. Handsome 
Robert Rusler still fails to make good 
on the acting promise he showed in A 
Nightmare on Elm Street IT. 

The music, as much from the ’50s as 
from 1963, is poorly selected, for the 
most part. It’s nice that the most ob- 
vious choices were eschewed, probably 
because the rights cost too much; but 
some of the obscurities they’ve come 
up with give the Myrtle Beach crowd 
credit far more taste than they had. 

Three credited writers have failed to 
turn Shag into an affectionate parody 
of its period, if that was their intent; in- 
stead, lacking the social comment of 
Hairspray, the innocence of the Beach 
Party movies and the so-thick-you-can- 
cut-it-with-a-knife nostalgia of 
American Graffiti, Shag borrows from 
all those and more without being as 
good as any of them. &

Forbidden 
Broadway 1989 


Broadway is no joke these days, 
but Gerard Alessandrini is able 
to squeeze 90 minutes’ worth of 
parodies out of it by including 
some golden oldies (Ann Miller, 
Channing’s eternal Dolly, 
Richard Harris’s infernal 
Camelot), late, lamented legends 
(Ethel Merman, George M. 
Cohan) and dated material that 
ignores the closing of 
42nd Street. “Streisand” has 
a faulty premise, “Liza” is 
tasteless and unfunny, the Mer- 
man/Martin duet misfires. So 
what’s funny? Almost everything 
else — especially the Rita/Chita 
feud, the Sondheim saga, the Te 
Kanawa/Carreras record sale, 
“George Hearn” in drag (‘So 
what if | play it like a queeny 
Sweeney?”’) and the miserable 
side of Les Miz. The tiny revue is 
lost on the Curran stage, but sit 
close and enjoy.

McNal- 
ly’s observant script draws them closer by 
degrees, and the Magic production (directed 
by Albert Takazaoukas) registers every emo- 
tional shift with fine-tuned lighting and mood 
changes. The actors work together em- 
phatically (though at times too fast and too 
loud), and Marchetti makes a desperately 
touching Johnny. The only thing missing is 
the sharper edge of this encounter: It’s been 
smoothed down to make the ending a bit 
more inevitable than it should be. (Misha Ber- 
son) Plays Wed/19-Sat/22 at 8:30 pm and 
Sun/23 at 2 and 7:30 pm.
